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The thieves of Baghdad 


One-third of the Pentagon’s equipment and $1.9 billion of Iraqi oil money is missing. 
Investigators think Dick Cheney's former cronies at Halliburton could help clear up the mystery.

HILE MUCH OF the media is 

focused on the pitched battle 
for control of the holy shrine in 
Najaf, a bigger scandal is brewing in 
Iraq that may well have an equally 
important effect on the future of the 
US occupation. 

A team of auditors was dis- 
patched to Iraq in late January this 
year after a string of internal re- 
ports showed that the military was 
wasting billions of dollars of tax- 
payer money. The team has issued 
11 reports since June 25, almost all 
of which have pointed to the misuse 


of the money allocated for recon- 
struction, be it Iraqi or Congress- 
appropriated funds. 

According to two of these reports 
issued in late July by Stuart Bowen, 
the auditor-inspector general of the 
Coalition Provisional Authority 
(CPA), not only has a full one-third 
of the items purchased by the Penta- 
gon gone missing (including a pricey 
generator), but a whopping $1.9 bil-

lion or more of Iraqi oil revenue has 
also mysteriously disappeared. 

Embarrassed military authorities 
did eventually track down the missing 
generator and much of the money, 
both of which seemed to have ended 
up with none other than Halliburton. 
As it turns out, they weren’t missing 
after all; it’s just that Vice-President 
Dick Cheney’s former employer had 
misplaced or conveniently forgotten 
to turn in the receipts to the correct 
people. 

But the Pentagon was not able to 
explain just how Halliburton gained 
possession of Iraqi funds when neither

Menino 
again? 


Maura Hennigan may try to rival 
the mayor, but insiders speculate 
that a re-elected Menino could 
hand over the office to City 
Council president Michael Flaherty

HEN BOSTON MAYOR Tom Menino 

announced a bevy of high-level staffing 
changes last Tuesday, he came perilously close 
to kicking off his 
re-election cam- 
paign. With his 
newly appointed 
staffers looking 
on, Menino stood 
at a podium in 
City Hall’s Eagle 
Room and basi- 
cally served no- 
tice that he was- 
n't going any- 
where. “We need 
to keep Boston 
moving forward, and the way we do that is by 
bringing new ideas, new energy to city govern- 
ment,” the mayor declared. “I can tell you that 
we made some real good choices here, and I 
think the people of Boston will be really happy 
here with the choices we’ve made in our ad- 
ministration over the next several years.” 

No surprise there. Despite ongoing specu- 
lation that, if John Kerry wins the presiden- 
tial election, Menino could be tapped for a 
post in the new administration, such a move 
seems as unlikely today as it did a month and 
a half ago (see “Succeeding Kerry,” News 
and Features, July 9). More important, al- 
though Menino’s political ascent was 
serendipitous — as City Council president, 
he became acting mayor when Ray Flynn left 
to become ambassador to the Vatican, in 
1993 — he’s now entrenched enough, and 
popular enough, that it’s hard to imagine 
anyone else as mayor of Boston. 

But then — one day after his forward-look- 
ing City Hall press conference — Menino was 
hospitalized for a flare-up of Crohn’s disease, 
a gastrointestinal disorder that can cause in- 
flammation and ulceration of the digestive 
tract. The Menino camp quickly reassured the

Bush lies (the saga continues). Plus, misleading the public about criminal justice. 


The crooked cowboy 


ONALD REAGAN'S tenuous relationship 

with reality won him considerable slack from 
the public. He tried to classify ketchup as a veg- 
etable while gutting school-lunch programs for 
the poor, and the nation smirked. When he said 
that trees cause pollution while giving big timber, 
big oil, and big mining the‘go-ahead to ravage 
the land, voters were in stitches. “There he goes 
again,” was the consensus. “Give that man an A 
for affability.” 

George W. Bush may be good for a few laughs, 
but he is no comic. He’s a cowboy, and nobody is 
ever going to credit him with being a 
straight shooter. Lies and scams are 
his stock-in-trade. Never mind his 
strained relationship with the English 
language; he’s fluent in deceit. 

Bush’s masterpiece of intellectual 
deception is, of course, the charge 
that Saddam Hussein was stockpiling chemical 
and nuclear weapons of mass destruction. Even 
at his most urgent, Reagan — Bush’s political 
godfather — never portrayed the evil masters of 
the Soviet empire to be quite as menacing as 
Bush made Hussein out to be. 

The bigger the lie, the easier it goes down. So 
it comes as no surprise that Bush and his camp 
followers are seeking to distort John Kerry’s serv- 
ice record in Vietnam in hopes of destroying his 
campaign to replace Bush in the White House. 
Call us cynical, but it never seemed to be a ques- 
tion of whether Bush would go after Kerry this 
way; it was only a matter of when and how. And 
the weeks before Bush is to be re-consecrated as 
the second coming of Reagan at the Republican 
National Convention is the perfect time to do it. 

It’s probably too much to expect the three 
draft-dodging amigos (that’s Bush, Vice-Presi- 
dent Dick Cheney, and Secretary of Defense 
Donald Rumsfeld, in case there’s any confusion) 
to show self-restraint. They are warriors now. 
And warriors return fire blindly. Yet Kerry's four 
months of combat service during which he won a 
quintet of medals (a Silver Star, a Bronze Star, 
and three Purple Hearts) underscores an incon- 
venient fact. Kerry walked the walk. Bush and his 
minions merely talk the talk. 

Dodging the Vietnam-era draft is nothing to 
be ashamed of. Vietnam was a bad war. Even if 
its original intent to contain Communism was 
defensible, its prolonged prosecution became de- 


testable. Perhaps that’s why draft-evader Bill 
Clinton could joke so disarmingly about his lack 
of military service at the Democratic National 
Convention. Service may be a plus, but failing to 
serve is not necessarily a minus. Unless, of 
course, you have ordered men and women into 
combat and compromised the nation’s interna- 
tional standing on a baseless premise. One big lie 
leads to others. 

The man at the center of the big lie that Kerry 
didn’t do what the Navy said he did in Vietnam 
is, not surprisingly, a Texan. His name is John 

O’Neill. Like Kerry, O’ Neill was a 
swift-boat commander in Vietnam. But 
unlike Kerry, who came home to op- 
pose the war, O’Neill returned home 
and continued to support it. He was 
recruited by the Nixon administration 
to oppose Kerry’s opposition, and dur- 
ing the decades since has harbored a deep and 
bitter personal animus toward Kerry. Some of 
the others involved in the Kerry lie were also in- 
volved in the lies the Bushies spread about John 
McCain’s war service during the 2000 primaries. 
And as we go to press, the New York Times re- 
ports that the Bush campaign’s top outside 
lawyer advised the “independent” group respon- 
sible for the Kerry lies. To claim that Bush has 
nothing to do with this smear campaign is an af- 
front to common sense. 
John Kerry is a complicated man. Sometimes 
as we've noted in the past — he’s too compli- 
cated for his own good. Unfortunately, a huge 
portion of the electorate will not or cannot absorb 
nuance — and that’s especially true of this presi- 
dential campaign. But his opposition to a war he 
volunteered to fight was indisputably a distin- 
guished moment in Kerry’s public career. And by 
trying to tarnish this volunteer soldier, Bush and 
his supporters tarnish all the volunteer soldiers 
Bush has sent to face death in this, his, war. 








OVERNOR MITT Romney and Attorney 

General Thomas General Reilly should be 
ashamed of themselves. As David S. Bernstein 
demonstrates (see “Tipped Scales,” page 18), 
they are more intent on grabbing headlines than 
solving problems — especially the complex prob- 
lems that surround the administration of fair and 
equal criminal justice at a time when funding for 


it is constrained 

It is shocking to realize that so many of our 
elected officials of both parties at best exhibit in- 
difference to the criminal-justice system by failing 
to confront budget needs honestly, or at worst 
subvert justice by loading the courts with person- 
nel, some of whom can only be called patronage 
hacks. 

For many years, the state has had trouble pro- 
viding lawyers for those accused of crimes who 
are too poor to pay for their own defense. The 
problem has become increasingly acute every- 
where, but nowhere more so than in Hampden 
and Worcester Counties. The reason is not com- 
plicated. High-minded, well-educated, lawyer- 
rich Massachusetts pays those who defend the 
poor less than most other states do. 

To some it may appear to be a simple matter of 
supply and demand. Not so. Public-spirited de- 
fense lawyers have for years shouldered the bur- 
den and accepted court cases while being severe- 
ly under-compensated, even as voters and public 
officials have ignored the situation or — some- 
times — scoffed at it. Though the politicians, 
many of whom are themselves lawyers, wouldn’t 
for a moment consider working for such paltry 
pay and being treated like chattel — a view sup- 
ported by the decision of a second-rate Supreme 
Judicial Court justice — they demand that other 
private lawyers work for as little as $37.50 per 
hour under the threat of bar sanctions. Good 
will, like human nature, has its breaking point. 
And here in Massachusetts, we appear to have 
reached it. Perhaps the lawyers in our legislature 
should each be required, as part of their service 
to the Commonwealth, to handle five such cases 
per year at these hourly rates. That way, not only 
would the problem be alleviated, but you can be 
sure a rate increase would sail through both leg- 
islative chambers. 

The US Constitution mandates that everyone 
accused of a crime — whether trivial or capital 
— be represented by competent counsel. Despite 
the best efforts of the Bush administration, it’s 
not yet a crime to be poor in America. But Roth- 
ney — and his unlikely ally Reilly — seems de- 
termined to make it a crime to be poor in Massa- 
chusetts. &

John Kerry is a rock star 


Presidential-election T-shirts tend to be 
dumb and ugly. Especially in 2004, with all 
the crass connotations of our current 
president’s cognomen: most left-leaning 
jerseys either stoop to bawdy bikini-line 
jokes (PLUCK BUSH), transpose George W. 
Bush’s visage into a mock product 
advertisement (a faux Spam logo with the 
prez’s face above the word SCAM), Or mutate 
Bush into an unattractive, ghoulish villain. 
All fine for goofy novelty items, but not the 
sort of clothes anyone with even a modicum 
of style would actually buy. 

But Elizabeth Shapiro, a 23-year-old Yale 
grad originally from Chelsea, wanted to 
make pro-Kerry T-shirts that cool kids 
might actually wear. “The days of 
boring, boxy political shirts 
are through,” she says over 
the phone from her 
Brooklyn residence. 

“Those big, square T- 
shirts all kind of look 
Republican anyway.” 

So Shapiro founded 
Politipunk, a small company 
selling pro-Kerry merch that’s 
modeled after vintage styles, 
with three graphic designers 
who didn’t have any clothing 
experience but “knew what’s 
cool.” They came up with 
hipster-chic spoofs on the John 
Deere trucker hat (a green hat 
with a yellow running donkey 
above the name John Kerry) and the Care 
Bears logo (the phrase KERRY BEARS beneath 
a cartoon-y White House floating on a puffy 
cloud). But they also conceived the absurdly 
amusing JOHN KERRY IS A ROCKSTAR — an 
orange T-shirt printed with a high-contrast 
image of the suited senator raising his right 
fist and sporting bug-eyed, Bono-style 
shades. Although Politipunk does have one 
tasteless hair-related slogan in its online 
catalogue (BUSH JUST GETS IN THE WAY), the 


TAKING CARE OF BUSINESS 
Cosmo rising 


There’s never a dull moment at One Herald 
Square these days. Last Friday, the Boston 
Herald promoted its star business columnist, 
Cosmo Macero Jr., to business editor, replacing 
veteran Ted Bunker, who's leaving the paper. 
Long-time staff reporter Eric Convey will be the 
Herald's assistant business editor, replacing 
Cromwell Schubarth, who’s also leaving. 

“I'm thrilled with this opportunity. It’s going to 
be a lot of fun, a lot of work. We are really going 
to pour high octane in the engine of this 
department, and just tear ass after all the exciting 
business news in Boston,” Macero told me. 

As for specifics, Macero was less clear, except 
that he obviously wants to find a way to appeal to 
younger readers. “It’s time to move past some of 
the dinosaurs in this city and look at the next 
generation of business leaders,” he said. “We 
want to focus on who is behind some of our most 
noteworthy companies as well as some of our 
most up-and-coming companies and the 
industries that make this city tick.” He also talked 
about his desire to “have a little fun in doing it” 
and bring “a little more pizzazz and splash into 
our business coverage.” 

Macero plans to keep writing his column as 
well, although he said it might appear only once 
or twice a week instead of the current four. 

Macero’s rise is likely to be popular inside the 
newsroom. Says one staff member who asked 
not to be identified: “The amount of energy he 
brings to the room is extraordinary. | think he 
wants us really out there in the community a lot 
more than we really have been.” 

Adds managing editor Kevin Convey (who’s 
not related to Eric Convey): “The idea was that 
we felt that the section needed new leadership 
and that it needs to go in a different direction.” He 
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company is more pro than anti. “We wanted 
to spread this idea that it’s cool to be for 
someone — even to be unabashedly for 
someone.” , 

In its first month of business, Politipunk 
recouped its initial $11,000 investment. 
More than likely, sales have been helped by 
Natalie Portman, who appeared on MTV, 
Entertainment Tonight, and Good Morning 
America in a Politipunk girlie T during the 
DNC. Specifically, Portman wore the 

company’s Kerry-cast-as-comely- 
heartthrob design: a silhouette taken from 
George Butler’s famous photo of the fur- 
collared veteran, surrounded by pink, 
yellow, and purple hearts. Apparently, 
Michael Stipe’s been spotted 
mm wearing that one too.

Shapiro. “People

continues, “I think the section needs to be made 
more relevant to the business of business in 
Boston,” and that it needs “a more lively 
presentation than had been the practice in the 
past,” and to “select a few major industries and 
own them.” 

Both Convey and Macero said the right things 
about Bunker and Schubarth, with Convey noting 
they put out “a solid section” and Macero adding 
that they “set a really high standard.” Sources 
also say that Schubarth was well-liked among 
the staff. But Macero is almost certain to prove 
more popular with the troops than Bunker, who’d 
been the Herald's business editor since 1997, 
and whose management style had Jong been the 
source of internal grumbling. 

Macero may also help re-spark the paper’s 
rivalry with the dominant Boston Globe for local 
business news. “We have a lot of respect for 
Cosmo,” says the Globe's deputy business editor, 
Bennie DiNardo. “He’s a very aggressive 
columnist, and we look forward to competing with 
him every day. If he’s anything as an editor like 
he is as a columnist, it should be fun.” 

Though neither Macero nor Kevin Convey 
made the analogy, the formula that may be at 
work here is that of the New York Post. The 
Post's formula — outrageous sensationalism in 
its news coverage, a good sports section, and 
surprisingly smart-obusiness coverage — has 
made it a player in New York, even if it remains a 
chronic money-loser. 

In recent months, the Herald has certainly 
embraced the outrageous aspects of the Post. In 
naming Macero to the top business job, the 
paper may be seeking to emulate some of the 
Post's better qualities as well.

‘Streamlining’ sparks cuts at WBUR 


In its first significant personnel cuts in 
three years, WBUR Radio (90.9 FM) is 
revising the format of its midday 
newsmagazine, Here and Now, moving an 
unspecified number of the show’s staffers to 
other programs, eliminating one staff 
position, and, in what it calls an unrelated 
move, cutting two positions in the news/ 
programming department. WBUR, which 
had lofty ambitions when it brought public 
radio to Rhode Island with the establishment 
of WRNI (1290 AM), in 1998, is also 
cutting in half that station’s four-person 
news operation. 

WBUR spokeswoman Mary Stohn 
attributed the moves, effective September 8, 
to a quest for greater efficiency at the two 
stations. In November 2001, when six 
employees at WBUR and three at WRNI 
were let go — an event that WBUR general 
manager Jane Christo called the first layoffs 
in her operation’s history (see “Don’t Quote 
Me,” News and Features, November 29, 
2001) — a 35 percent drop in corporate 
underwriting got the blame. 

In a statement, Stohn wrote that Here and 
Now will be revamped “to feature host Robin 
Young. Young will focus on the long-form 
piece and comprehensive interviews that have 
been her trademark throughout her career in 
broadcasting. The new Here and Now will 
highlight Young’s skill as an interviewer and 
showcase her considerable experience with 
in-depth journalistic pieces.” Stohn declined 
to specify how many staffers will be 
reassigned to other programs, calling such a 
change “pretty common and pretty frequent.” 

When asked about the reason for the 
cuts, Stohn says, “The organization took a 
look at jobs and positions, and decided we 
needed to create efficiencies. Many 
organizations do this on a regular basis, and 
unfortunately, we realized that to create 
efficiencies, we need to eliminate two 
[news/programming] positions.” 

Although it sounds as if Here and Now 
may simply include fewer labor-intensive, 
highly produced pieces, the impact of the 
cuts at WRNI in Providence threaten to be 
far more serious: Stohn wouldn’t comment 


beyond saying that two of four news 
positions will be eliminated, and the 
displaced staffers (reportedly morning 
anchor Deb Becker and reporter Martha 
Bebinger, both marquee players) reassigned 
to WBUR. “We looked at WRNI and, again, 
needed to create efficiencies and streamline 
the organization,” Stohn says. “It’s 
unfortunate.” When asked about WRNI’s 
fiscal support, she says, “The audience is 
there. It’s doing well — it’s doing pretty 
much what we thought it would be from an 
audience standpoint.” 

Stohn says the cuts at WRNI do not 
include scrapping Focus: Rhode Island, the 
weekly hourlong newsmagazine that replaced 
One Union Station, which had featured two 
hours of daily, locally produced, magazine- 
style programming, in early 2002 (disclosure: 
I have been an occasional unpaid guest on 
Focus: Rhode Island). Three years ago, the 
cuts at WRNI led some to question whether 


- the station, and its Boston-based parent, was 


upholding the pledge used to attract initial 
financial backing. As Dr. Pablo Rodriguez, 
the medical director of Planned Parenthood 
of Rhode Island and a public-radio supporter, 
told me at the time, “My expectation was that 
the local programming would increase, not 
decrease, when they first began with One 
Union Station. It’s a big surprise to me.” 

For her part, Stohn notes that Rhode 
Island (as well as Delaware) didn’t have its 
own public radio station until WBUR came 
along. “It’s lived up to our expectations, and 
we believe the community is responding by 
listening to the station,” she says, “and the 
numbers show that.” Citing a number of 
awards from the Associated Press and other 
sources, Stohn adds, “The station has done 
nothing but excel.” 

Some of the changes in 2001 could be 
ascribed to the exigencies of reporting on the 
aftermath of September 11, and the 
subsequent development of WBUR’s 
thought-provoking On Point, hosted by Tom 
Ashbrook. Still, if Rhode Island supporters 
of public radio were cross in 2001, they seem 
likely to become even more upset now.

Jerry Falwell’s war on the ACLU 


This week was the first day of classes at 
the brand-new Liberty University School of 
Law, in Lynchburg, Virginia. Liberty is Jerry 
Falwell’s university. When announcing plans 
for the law school two years ago, Falwell 
wrote that he wants to train “conservative 
warriors” to fight “important battles against 
the anti-religious zealots at the American 
Civil Liberties Union.” 

The ACLU, of course, has its own training 
camp on the banks of the Charles River. 
The Harvard Law School alumni running 
the civil-rights organization include its 
president, Nadine Strossen, as well as legal 
director Steven Shapiro, Women’s Rights 
Project director Lenora Lapidus, and 
legislative counsel Timothy Edgar. 

The Christian right is gearing up to 
provide future courtroom opponents to 
those Cambridge liberals, on battlegrounds 
like school prayer, creationism in school 
curricula, town-mall Nativities, and same- 
sex marriage. Virginia is the red states’ 
answer to Massachusetts; over in Virginia 
Beach, Regent University School of Law 
has been offering a “balance of professional 
legal training and the affirmation of biblical 
principles” since 1986. It now has 500 
students. Liberty Law would not provide 
information on its first matriculating class, 
but it did offer at least 50 full scholarships.

Granny on the ballot 


Last week brought good news for the woman formerly known as Doris Haddock. 
Haddock — the 94-year-old political activist nicknamed Granny D — recently 
embarked on a long-shot US Senate campaign in New Hampshire (see “Who's Your 
Granny?”, News and Features, August 20). One problem (among many) she faced: 
the New Hampshire Ballot Law Commission refused to allow her to use her nickname 
on the primary ballot, ruling that “Granny D” was 7) a term of endearment; 2) explicitly 
linked to Haddock’s cross-country walk for campaign-finance reform; and 3) not 
derived from her given name. Haddock is the only Democrat seeking the nomination, 
so the short-term impact of the ruling looked to be minimal. But the denial of 
nickname rights might have hurt her in the final election, where she'll face Republican 


incumbent Judd Gregg. 


That problem has now been solved. Earlier this week, the Granny campaign 
announced that Haddock has officially changed her name from Ethel Doris Haddock 
to Doris Granny D Haddock. The aspiring senator, not surprisingly, was quite pleased 


with the outcome. 


“I’m Granny D,” Haddock said after the change was finalized at Cheshire County 
Probate Court. “I’m 94, and | want to make it official. | want the citizens of New 
Hampshire to be able to vote for Granny D. This is how people know me.”

Cabral and Murphy take it to the mat 


Andrea Cabral and Steve Murphy didn’t physically 
tussle during their televised debate Tuesday evening, so 
the event won’t make the cover of the Boston Herald. But 
the back-and-forth between Cabral, the Suffolk County 
sheriff, and Murphy, the at-large Boston city councilor 
looking to unseat her, still had considerable 
entertainment value. During an hour’s grilling by Boston 
Neighborhood Network TV’s Joe Heisler, Cabral painted 
Murphy as a perpetual candidate and a corrections 
greenhorn. Cabral also argued that, as chair of the 
council’s public-safety committee, Murphy should have 
been aware of the illegal strip searches that plagued the 
Suffolk County Sheriff’s Office under her predecessor, 
Richard Rouse, and left the department with a $5 million 
lawsuit debt (see “No Love Lost,” News and Features, 
May 7). For his part, Murphy cast Cabral as an 
incompetent manager and hinted that — given the 
responsibility the sheriff’s office has for aiding the re- 
entry of prisoners into society at large — she bears some 
responsibility for the recent rash of violent crime in 
Boston. 

So who won this verbal smackdown? Cabral, going 
away. She was stronger on substance, demonstrating a 
mastery of legal and criminal-justice detail that Murphy 
was unable to match. Cabral also had effective rejoinders 
for virtually every one of Murphy’s salvos. For example, 
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Murphy tried to deflect Cabral’s assertion that he 
should have known about the illegal strip searches 
by responding that Cabral, as the third-ranking 
member of the Suffolk County District Attorney’s 
Office, should have known as well. Cabral’s 
rebuttal — that Murphy apparently doesn’t 
understand the difference between criminal and 
civil law — was simple and effective. 

Given Cabral’s dominance, the Murphy 
campaign may think twice about participating in 
any more debates before the September 
Democratic primary — which, given the lack of a 
Republican candidate, is the de facto election. (A 
WHDH.-TV debate that will air in September is 
scheduled for taping this Friday.) But just in case, 
here’s some unsolicited advice for both candidates. 

Steve Murphy: First off, don’t fidget. There 
was way too much hand-rubbing, shifting in your 
seat, audible sighing, etc., on Tuesday — and not 
just while Cabral was speaking. Remember, you’re 
the political veteran here. Also, bone up a bit on 
the facts so you can offer a more-detailed vision 
for the SCSD, instead of resorting to platitudes 
like “I want to take the Suffolk County Sheriff's 
Department to places it’s never been before,” or 
whatever it was you said Tuesday. Remember: a

tween George W. Bush’s supporters and those supporting

Everything you always

What's the deal with not taking a shower, using the phone, or 
standing too close to the TV during a thunderstorm? If people 
were electrocuted by lightning in their homes on anything like a 
regular basis, surely we would hear about it more often than we 
do. Is this just one of those stories our parents tell us over the 
years so now I can terrify my own son?

A skeptic, are we? You probably thought those warnings 
about waiting an hour after eating before swimming were silly, 
too. Well, they were. Lightning, unfortunately, is a different 
story. Some cautionary tales from the medical journals: 

* In an incident reported in 1985, two Danish women, 
neighbors living several hundred meters apart, were talking on 
the phone during a thunderstorm when lightning struck an 
electric wire, shorted across to an underground telephone 
cable, and blasted through their handsets. Both were thrown to 
the floor, each with an eardrum ruptured due to the extremely 
loud noise, estimated to be at least 155 decibels. Both had star- 
shaped burns on their necks and shoulders, presumably where 
the juice had entered their bodies. The women recovered their 
hearing after surgery. 

¢ An Australian man was talking on the phone while sitting 
on a kitchen stool with his right leg touching the dishwasher. 
Lightning struck the phone line, fried the phone, and slammed 
the guy into a wall. He was knocked out for a few seconds and 
for a minute couldn’t breathe or speak. Branching red, fernlike 
marks on his skin, known as Lichtenberg figures — the traces 
of the skittering current — extended down his neck, across his 
torso, and down his right thigh to the point where what was 
left of the bolt entered the dishwasher. His body hair was 
singed and his right leg was paralyzed. He recovered fairly 
quickly but three months later still had mild hearing loss. 

Lightning causes way less damage to houses and the people 
in them than it used to because most buildings and utilities 
now are well grounded. Research by Ron Holle, a meteorolo- 
gist formerly/with the National Severe Storms Laboratory, sug- 
gests that out of a typical 75 US lightning fatalities per year, 
one person on average is killed while using the phone, another 
two or three die due to lightning conducted through pipes, 
wiring, etc., and one or two are killed by lightning-caused 
house fires. It’s estimated that 10 people are injured by light- 
ning for every one killed. Considering there are 25 million 
cloud-to-ground lightning flashes in the US annually, that’s 
not many. In contrast, in the early 1980s, 60 to 80 Australians 
were injured by lightning each year while on the phone, a rate 
roughly 45 times higher than the comparable rate in the US. At 
the time Australian phones weren’t connected to the house 
electrical ground. Now they are. 

Effective as grounding is, if lightning strikes close enough, 
the fearsome current — anywhere from 10,000 to 200,000 
amperes — can defeat even the most reliable protection meas- 
ures. That means parental advice about staying off the phone, 
out of the shower, and so on during lightning storms is still 
worth heeding. Even a relatively small jolt can fry delicate elec- 
tronic equipment. According to Holle, the US insurance indus- 
try pays 300,000 claims annually for home damage due to 
lightning, a large fraction of which involves electronics. Cheap 
surge protectors don’t offer much security; if you can’t afford 
the $50 kind and your computer contains critical data, unplug 
it before (not during) an electrical storm. 

There’s nothing like lightning to convince you of the funda- 
mentally random nature of the universe. In a case reported in 
2003, a man was fussing with wood in the fireplace of a Bel- 
gian farmhouse during a thunderstorm while his five-year-old 
daughter played at a nearby table. A glob of ball lightning — a 
rare, poorly understood phenomenon that behaves like a mix- 
ture of electricity and fire — emerged from the fireplace and 
shoved the man back three meters, burning him and knocking 
him unconscious. According to his wife, an eyewitness, the 
ball lightning then made a 90-degree turn and drifted over to 
the little girl, burning 30 percent of her body; glided under- 
neath the table, through the kitchen, and into another room; 
and finally exited through the open back door and vanished in 
the garden. gw

Tom Menino’s grip on Boston seems unshakable. But with the mayor's health problems 
mounting, a challenge from City Councilor Maura Hennigan could threaten his reign.

public that the mayor’s case of Crohn’s is 
mild and won't affect his ability to do his 
job, an argument that was generally 
echoed by the Boston Globe. (The Boston 
Herald didn’t consider the question.) Even 
with this medical setback, most knowl- 
edgeable observers of city politics still ex- 
pect Menino, 61, to seek and win re-elec- 
tion next fall. But the Crohn’s announce- 
ment served as a reminder that the course 
of the mayor’s career could still be altered 
by unforeseen events. Menino may well be 
in office in 2009, when he would surpass 
Kevin White as Boston’s consecutively 
longest-serving mayor. (White served from 
1968 to 1983, while James Michael Curley 
served four non-consecutive terms over 
the first half of the 20th century.) Then 
again, Menino may not be the city’s top 
elected official five years from now or 
even, as improbable as it sounds today, in 
January 2006, when Boston’s mayor is 
next sworn in. 


For JOHN NUCCI, the clerk magis- 
trate of Suffolk Superior Court, the 
idea that Menino might not seek a fourth 
term is nearly as absurd as the notion that 
someone would be foolish enough to 
challenge him. “I'd be willing to bet 
everything I own that he’s running for re- 
election,” says Nucci, a former City 
Council president who made his own 
mayoral bid in 1993. “I think for any po- 
tential opponent, looking at this realisti- 
cally, it’s clearly a kamikaze run. It’s not 
winnable under any scenario.” 

The numbers back up Nucci’s argu- 
ment. According to a Boston Globe poll 
released this week, Menino’s overall fa- 
vorability rating among Bostonians is 70 
percent — enviable for any politician, but 
especially impressive given the Democrat- 
ic National Convention—related disrup- 
tions and the city’s recent uptick in vio- 
lent crime. “His numbers were actually 
higher a year or two ago — they have 
dipped a bit — but they’re still really 
strong,” says Suffolk University pollster 
David Paleologos. “His favorability would 
have to drop into the 50s before we 
would see him as vulnerable.” 

Even though challenging Menino cur- 
rently seems tantamount to political self- 
immolation, at least one person — at-large 
city councilor Maura Hennigan — appears 
inclined to give it a try. Hennigan is a vet- 
eran Menino critic, but she’s been espe- 
cially vocal over the past year or so. Any- 
time something goes wrong in the city, it 
seems, Hennigan has rushed to draw at- 
tention to it. When a toddler was burned 
by a faulty manhole cover in the South 
End last week, Hennigan held a press con- 
ference on the spot. When the media re- 
ported that small businesses were suffering 


ipal conflict-of-interest reg- 
ulations. 

That’s not all. Hennigan 
urged that the DNC be re- 
located to the new conven- 
tion center in South ; 
Boston, a move recom- 
mended by Governor Mitt 
Romney and rejected by 
Menino; criticized the 
city’s handling of the Hay- 
ward Place development in 
the Theater District; 
pushed for the investiga- 
tion that led to the corrup- 
tion-related ouster of In- 
spectional Services head 
Kevin Joyce; questioned 
Boston’s school-assign- 
ment-plan review process; 
and panned Menino’s 2004 
State of the City address as 
a compendium of stale 
ideas. Oh, yeah — Henni- 
gan, who broke her foot in 
a much-discussed run-in 
with a pothole last year, 
has also directed her out- 
rage at the mayor whenever 
other Bostonians have sim- 
ilar-accidents. (This, it 
should be noted, is just a 
partial list.) 

Hennigan hasn’t actually 
announced that she’s run- 
ning for mayor. But during 
a recent interview, she trot- 
ted out what sounded like a 
nascent stump speech. She 
stressed that a desire to 
serve all Boston’s citizens 
prompted her to give up 
her District Six seat in 
1998 to run citywide, re- 
called Menino’s willingness 
to give away city land to 
the Red Sox for a new sta- 
dium in the Fenway, and 
hinted that heightened de- 
mands on Boston police 
during the DNC, followed 
by post-convention vaca- 
tions, contributed to the 
city’s recent spike in violent 
crime. “When you've had 
all this experience and 
you've been able to acquire 
all this knowledge, it can be 
a little frustrating when you 
think there’s a better way 
to do it, and you try to put 
it forward,” Hennigan said. 
“You only get so far, and 
you have the chief execu- 
tive, who is the policymak- 
er, go off in another direction.” She even 
unveiled what could become the 2005

during the DNC, Hennigan sent out an 
empathetic e-mail urging constituents to 
grab a meal’‘at a mom-and-pop restaurant. 
When Zoning Board of Appeal chair 
Joseph Feaster, who was instrumental in 
Menino’s 1996 campaign to retain an ap- 
pointed School Committee, was ousted 
after doing legal work for a city developer, 
Hennigan called for more stringent munic- 


Asked how the 
Menino years will be remembered, Hen- 
nigan seemingly implied that Boston’s 
current mayor will be a lasting source of 
inspiration to mediocre people every- 


where: “He came in, he hadn’t even a col-

when he decides to leave, or when he 
leaves, and say, ‘Hey, I could do it, too. 
Mayor Menino did it.’ ” 

In the Menino-dominated Boston of 
today, Hennigan’s jabs at the mayor make 
for good copy.

— that Hennigan is simply using the 
heightened profile accorded a prospective 
mayoral challenger to pave the way for 
another at-large council run. But Menino 
insiders are anticipating a challenge from 
Hennigan next year. “Right now, much 
like Peggy Davis-Mullen in 2001, Maura 
Hennigan appears to be positioning her- 
self as the anti-mayor and presumptive 
opposing candidate to Mayor Menino,” 
says a source close to the mayor.

She’s getting on TV. She’s doing the 
things a credible candidate has to do.” 

Would Hennigan have a prayer? At this 
point, it seems doubtful. For starters, 
there’s the small matter of money. As of 
July 31, Menino had about $392,000 in 
the bank; Hermigan had just over $8700. 
What’s more, unlike her ambitious City 
Council colleagues Michael Flaherty and 
Steve Murphy, Hennigan isn’t regarded 
as having an especially strong campaign 
organization. By contrast, Menino con- 
trols a potent political machine — and 
during his decade-plus in office, he’s 
forged strong ties with neighborhood 
leaders and local nonprofits that depend 
on the city’s largesse and would almost 
certainly support his re-election. 

Then there’s Hennigan’s message 
deficit. Menino has long styled himself 














Boston’s “Urban Mechanic,” a self-deprecating label that 
isn’t inspiring (unlike Kevin White’s “Loner in Love with 
the City” self-description), but has a kind of Everyman- 
ish appeal. But rather than embracing the eminently 
achievable goal of outdoing Menino in the vision depart- 
ment, Hennigan, with her fixation on potholes and faulty 
manhole covers, seems instead to be trying to out-urban- 
mechanic the Urban Mechanic. Despite Menino’s high 
approval ratings, the constituencies are there for would- 
be mayoral challengers — union members irked by this 
year’s bitter collective-bargaining negotiations; black, 
Latino, and Asian parents dissatisfied with conditions in 
the schools; and opponents of the biosafety laboratory 
slated for construction at Boston University Medical 
Center, to name a few. But Hennigan’s approach seems 
unlikely to cobble together these disparate groups into a 
cohesive force. 


F HENNIGAN doesn’t wrest the mayor’s job from 
Menino, of course, he could still choose to give it up 
voluntarily. This scenario strikes both his fans and foes as 

improbable: the mayor seems genuinely to love his job, 
and it’s not exactly clear what he'd be able or willing to 
do if he decided to try something new. But one savvy ob- 
server of Boston politics thinks Menino’s mounting 
health problems — he had a small cancer removed from 
his back last year and has been hospitalized six times 
since taking office — may, despite being downplayed in 
the press, prompt some serious soul-searching by Menino 
and his wife, Angela. “Will Angela sit down with Tommy 
at the kitchen table and say, ‘Everything’s been great. It’s 
been 12 pretty good years. Nobody’s really gotten in 
trouble. The DNC’s behind us. You’ve got six grandchil- 
dren. And you’re sick’?” this observer asks. If so, he sug- 
gests, Menino might go ahead and seek re-election, then 
craft a deal to hand the office over to City Council presi- 
dent Michael Flaherty. Flaherty would promise to provide 
jobs for certain Menino-administration members, and 
Menino would step down after serving only part of his 
fourth term. “It’s s unlikely, because that’s so contrary to 
what he wants to do,” the same observer says of Menino. 
“But on the other hand, if he feels like shit all the 

time. .. . My gut instinct is, whatever happens, things 
aren’t going to get much better.”

The party line, since the Crohn’s-disease diagnosis became 
public last week, has been that the condition won’t be a pro- 
fessional liability. “I think he thinks that if he’s careful, if he 
stays away from the peanuts and popcorn, that he’ll be just 
fine,” one senior Menino staffer says. Seth Gitell, Menino’s 
press secretary, insists that Crohn’s won’t be a factor as 
Menino weighs whether to séek a fourth term. “Given that 
medical professionals have said this condition will have no 
impact on the mayor’s ability to be mayor, it will likewise 
have no effect on his decision to run for mayor in 2005,” 
Gitell says. “Anybody interested in the mayor’s political future 
is invited to observe him at public events during the next six 
months, and they can make a judgment based on that.” 

Here’s the problem: Crohn’s isn’t just exacerbated by 
hard-to-digest foods like the popcorn and Cracxer Jacks 
that Menino scarfed down at Fenway Park last week. While 
the disease isn’t caused by stress, many experts believe its 
symptoms can be exacerbated, in some patients, by stressful 
situations — and that these heightened symptoms, in turn, 
can make the disease more serious. “If you have stress, the 
symptoms may be worse,” says Dr. Kenneth Falchuk, a gas- 
troenterologist at Beth Israel Deaconess Medical Center 
and a past president of the Crohn’s & Colitis Foundation of 
America. “And if the symptoms are worse, then the disease 
itself becomes more prominent — and that is counterpro- 
ductive to the goal of therapy, which is to try to reduce the 
inflammation and let things settle down.” What advice 
would Falchuk give to a Crohn’s patient with a stressful job, 
e.g., a CEO or politician? “I would urge them to learn how 
to deal with stress,” he says. “I have patients in that situa- 
tion where stress doesn’t really affect them that much. And 
others don’t handle it well.” 

The potential problem Menino faces is that a certain type 
of stress — the resentment he obviously feels toward people 
who underestimate him or dwell on negatives in the city — 
seems to serve as a kind of emotional fuel. During the 
DNC, when the dust-up over Jesse Jackson’s comments 
about racial disparities in Boston was big news, Menino and 
Jackson appeared together for a photo-op in Grove Hall in 
what had to be an already-tense situation. At one point, a 
New England Cable News reporter asked the mayor about 
reports that small businesses were hurting because of the 








convention. Menino lost it. “You continually talk about how 
negative this convention is,” he snapped. “Why don’t you 
look at the political impact? You want to continue to be 
negative about the city? Why don’t you go back where you 
came from!” The reporter, Mont Fennel, was baffled after 
Menino’s tirade. “I am a native,” he said. “I don’t know 
what he’s talking about.” Watching this scene unfold, one 
had the sense that Menino would harness his anger, go 
back to City Hall, and do his damnedest to prove the re- 


porter wrong. Naming Merita Hopkins, his former corpora- 


tion counsel and a trusted adviser, as his new chief of staff 
may help Menino curtail his admitted tendency to micro- 
manage. But the mayor will find it harder to change his si- 
multaneously aggressive and defensive political tempera- 
ment. If he can’t — and if, in Menino’s case, stress exacer- 
bates the symptoms of Crohn’s — he may be back in the 
hospital sooner rather than later. And if that happens, Hen- 
nigan might not be the only one to ponder a run against 
Menino next year. 


IS TUESDAY, Menino made his first public appear- 
ance since his discharge from Brigham and Women’s 
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Hospital. After visiting a youth basketball camp at 
Boston University, he discussed the implications of his 
illness with the Phoenix. “I don’t think it’s going to 
change my lifestyle at all,” Menino said. “I'll have to 
watch some of the things I eat, which I should have done 
a long time ago. . . . I’ve been working since I got out of 
the hospital Friday. I might not work 18 hours — I 
might work 14 or 16 hours a day — but how many peo- 
ple work those many hours? I think I have an obligation 
to the people of Boston to be out there on a continual 
basis serving them.” The mayor also made a point of 
noting that his Crohn’s flare-up last week stemmed from 
imprudent food choices, not from work-related tension. 
“Nobody had more stress than I did the last year,” he 
said. “I had no problem until I ate some things I should- 
n’t have eaten. That’s why I had the attack. I lived 
through the DNC; I lived through all the union negotia- 
tions, I didn’t have one problem at all. It’s not about 
stress. | know how to deal with stress.” 

Time will tell if he’s right. I

EPUBLICAN GOVERNOR Mitt Romney and Democra- 


tic attorney general Thomas Reilly — likely opponents 


in the state’s next gubernatorial campaign — are gener- 


ating lots of headlines about the current crisis in the state’s 


courts, which finds accused criminals walking free because the 


state can’t provide them with lawyers. Yet neither politician is 


doing anything to address the problem in a serious way. 
Kicking around the criminal-justice system is a perennial polit- 
ical favorite. Like bear-baiting in Shakespeare’s day, it elicits 


much hooting and hollering, but the resulting carnage accom- 


plishes nothing — worse than nothing. 

Bay State politicians of all stripes are fond of pointing out that 
when John Adams wrote the Massachusetts Constitution — 
later used as a model for the federal charter — he fathered the 
country’s independent judiciary. But in the twilight zone of Bea- 


con Hill politics, that venerated principle has been severely com- 


promised. Here, politicians control the judicial budget and im- 


pose political appointees on a hack-riddled court system. 


The cause of the present crisis is fairly 
obvious: the state currently pays private at- 
torneys $30 an hour to take court-appoint- 
ed cases, about a sixth of what they would 
make for other kinds of legal work. Rather 
than confront this fact, Romney, Reilly, and 
others cast blame on everyone else, starting 
with the Supreme Judicial Court, which 
brought the matter to a head late last month 
by unanimously declaring it unconstitutional 
to indefinitely detain indigent defendants 
who have no court-appointed attorney. 
Soon after the first accused drug dealers 
were freed on August 9, Reilly blamed the 
predicament on the Committee for Public 
Counsel Services (CPCS), the state agency 
that oversees the indigent-defense system. 
Romney agreed, and filed a bill to shift the 
agency to his own control. Reilly denounced 
Romney’s plan. But neither raised much of 
a stink when House Speaker Tom Finneran 
announced that he would not convene the 
legislature to address the problem, meaning 
that nothing will happen with Romney’s bill, 
a potential pay increase, or any other solu- 
tion before the next formal session — which 
begins after the new year. 

To put the matter in context, attorneys 
who defend indigent clients for the state 
make an average of $175 an hour on their 
private cases, according to a recent survey 
by the Spangenberg Group, a justice-issues 
research firm in Newton. Not surprisingly, 
then, the number of private attorneys who 
participate in the system is decreasing. The 
CPCS also maintains a staff of public de- 
fenders, but that force is small — now at 
110, down from 130 three years ago — and 
dwindling further due to budget cuts. The 
number of new indigent defendants in the 


state’s courts, meanwhile, has remained 
constant at close to 200,000 each year. 
Fewer full-time defenders, fewer court- 
appointed attorneys (called bar advocates), 
same caseload — well, you do the math. 

Bar advocates are bothered by more than 
just their paltry compensation. Up until this 
fiscal year, these attorneys could submit 
their invoices for payment only at the con- 
clusion of a case or the end of a fiscal year; 
this meant that every June 30, attorneys 
statewide filed thousands of dollars’ worth 
of invoices for work dating back to the pre- 
vious summer. Although that rule has now 
been changed, other regulations promulgat- 
ed by CPCS also rankle feathers, in particu- 
lar one that limits billing for time spent 
waiting in the courthouse to one hour per 
day. A lawyer stuck waiting for a delayed 
hearing for several hours can’t leave, and 
gets stuck with unbillable hours. 

Meanwhile, in courts across the state — 
not just in Hampden County, which has 
drawn the most attention — defendants of 
all kinds continue to be detained without 
representation. Roughly 80 people charged 
in Worcester County courts, for example, 
have no attorneys for cases involving every- 
thing from motor-vehicle violations to wit- 
ness intimidation. 

Even kids facing removal from their 
homes by the Department of Social Services 
are trapped. “What is a court to do?” asks 
Juvenile Chief Justice Martha P. Grace. She 
is required by law to give families a care- 
and-protection hearing within 72 hours of a 
DSS removal to determine what is best for 
the child — but on a recent day, she had 
four families in Cambridge Juvenile Court 
and no attorneys. “We can’t call it due 
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process if we don’t have people to represent 
their interests,” Grace says. Some “72- 
hour” hearings have been delayed for 
weeks. Mental-health cases are routinely de- 
layed. So are proceedings to commit dan- 
gerous sex offenders to state custody: in the 
western part of the state, only two lawyers 
currently take such cases. The wheels of 
justice are grinding to a halt. 


ASSACHUSETTS IS not alone with 

this headache. Since the US Supreme 
Court ruled 40 years ago that states must 
provide counsel to indigent defendants, no 
consensus has emerged on how to fulfill the 
requirement. Almost half the states fund the 
services at the state level, like Massachusetts 
does, while others do so at the county level 
or through some combination. Some have 
huge staffs of public defenders; others com- 
pensate private attorneys. Some states do a 
good job, while others are notorious for 
providing lousy defense to the indigent. In 
Texas, for example, cases have been periodi- 
cally overturned because of sleeping, drunk, 
or incompetent defense counsel. Louisiana’s 
system got slapped this week by a New Or- 
leans court for systematically providing in- 
adequate counsel. The Washington Post and 
other newspapers have recently editorialized 
about recurring injustices in Virginia caused 
by low compensation for bar advocates. In- 
deed, the issue has become so hot that in 
June the Constitution Project at George- 


town University formed the National Com- 
mittee on the Right to Counsel — chaired 
by former vice-president Walter Mondale — 
to address it in a coordinated manner. 

As the problem has come to a boil, the 
state’s response has ranged from benign 
neglect to active belligerence. After nearly 
20 years without so much as a cost-of-living 
increase, Massachusetts’s bar advocates are 
now among the very worst-paid in the 
country. In view of the emerging crisis, 
CPCS authorized doubling the rates to $60 
an hour in 2002, but the legislature refused 
to fund the increase, and refused again this 
summer when CPCS tried once more. Law- 
makers eventually passed a $7.50-an-hour 
increase last month — but they have yet to 
fund it. 

It’s true that Romney inherited the mess, 
but he quickly signaled his lack of empathy 
— along with his penchant for grandstand- 
ing — by announcing in early 2003 that at- 
torneys should take indigent criminal cases 
pro bono (i.e., without pay). During the 
current flare-up of the crisis, he publicly 
scolded the attorneys to get back to work or 
be barred from state work forever — not 
the way professionals like to be spoken to, 
much less the way officers of the court like 
to be addressed by the executive. “If you al- 
ready have a shortage, and you treat those 
you have with disrespect, you’re not going 
to draw more in,” says Deborah Sirotkin 
Butler, an attorney in Arlington. Earlier this 
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STATE AG TOM REILLY initially blamed the Supreme Judicial Court for the 
court-appointed-attorney mess, and has yet to address the matter in a serious way. 
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year he submitted a plan with the FY 2005 
budget that would have dramatically 
changed the way these attorneys are com- 
pensated — discarding the hourly rate for 
an a la carte figure per case — that his staff 
dreamed up, down to the dollar, without 
consulting anyone in the bar-advocate 
world. The Democratic-led legislature disre- 
garded Romney’s scheme, but offered noth- 
ing in its place. The governor didn’t exactly 
strain himself fighting for his reform plan 
— not unlike the way he handled the death- 
penalty scheme he announced earlier this 
year, or his notion to wrest judicial manage- 
ment from the legislature, or the ideas stem- 
ming from the Governor’s Commission on 
Criminal Justice Innovation, all of which he 
seemed to forget about soon after the press 
conferences ended. 

His latest suggestion — to move the 
CPCS out of the judiciary and into the exec- 
utive branch — drew immediate fire. “The 
provider of the prosecution is also determin- 
ing what legal opportunity is afforded to the 
defendant? The idea is dreadful,” says 
Michael Greco, attorney with Kirkpatrick & 
Lockhart in Boston and president-elect of 
the American Bar Association. Not to 
worry; Romney hasn’t mentioned it in the 
two weeks since he declared it a necessary 
response to an “unacceptable” and outra- 
geous” threat to public safety. (He immedi- 
ately left for the Olympic Games in Greece; 
now, he’ll be heading off to join President 
George W. Bush on the campaign trail, fol- 
lowed by a week in New York for the Re- 
publican convention.) The earliest his plan 
will be revisited is January, and it seems un- 
likely that he will pursue it any more actively 
than he has his previous jousts at judicial re- 
form. His main advocate on CPCS reform, 
chief counsel Daniel Winslow, is hoping to 
leave the administration for a judgeship, and 
the governor’s other voice on criminal jus- 
tice, Lieutenant Governor Kerry Healey, has 
so far demonstrated no interest at all in the 
defense-counsel issue. 

On the other side of the aisle, the AG’s 
office has spent the past several months rep- 
resenting the state against the bar advo- 
cates. Reilly has been quick to blame the 
CPCS and to denounce Romney’s plan, but 
has not indicated what he would do about 
the situation. For his part, House Speaker 
Tom Finneran helped block bar-advocate 





raises this year, and announced that he will 
not call the House back into session to con- 
sider Romney’s bill, a raise in bar-advocate 
rates, or any other solution to the situation. 
It turns out that nobody has even nominated 
members for a commission charged by the 
legislature with studying the issue — an ini- 
tiative put forward at the same time that 
halfhearted $7.50 raise was announced and 
ignored. 

Advocates for legal advocates, it seems, 
are in short supply. 


N THE ABSENCE of political action, the 

state’s defense-counsel system has 
changed by necessity. The original idea was 
that a great many attorneys would each take 
a small number of indigent cases. But it 
hasn’t worked out that way: over three 
years, the number of private attorneys avail- 
able for these cases has declined by approxi- 
mately 200. Since public defenders are able 
to handle only about 10 percent of the 
cases, private bar advocates must average 
70 new cases annually. But in the current 
circumstances, only a small batch of lawyers 
is willing to be swamped by these cases ei- 
ther full-time or for a large portion of their 
practice. One attorney who accepted a duty- 
day appointment in Springfield District 
Court — an assignment to hang around at 
arraignments and take any indigent clients 
without counsel — received 47 cases in that 
one day, according to court testimony be- 
fore Superior Court justice Francis X. Spina 
in May on the bar-advocate situation. 

At $30 an hour, attorneys doing primarily 
bar-advocate work cannot possibly afford 
the basic trappings of a law practice, such 
as a secretary, researcher, and basic office 
materials. Michael Rich, an Arlington 
family-law attorney, has declined new 
court-appointed cases for the last two years, 
although such cases once made up between 
80 and 98 percent of his practice. Rich has 
a son nearing college age, and his wife grew 
more than a little tired of struggling to pay 
the mortgage and her husband’s law-school 
loans. The Riches will soon be able to afford 
health insurance for the first time in years. 
“When I was doing mostly court-appointed 
work, I was sinking deeper and deeper into 
debt,” says Rich. “Since stopping taking 
new [court-appointed] cases, my income 
has at least doubled, with about a quarter of

the caseload.” 

It should come as no surprise that these 
lawyers often end up working harder for 
their $175-an-hour clients than for their 
$30-an-hour ones. The neglect shown to 
these indigent defendants is startling. Ac- 
cording to the Spangenberg survey, 61 per- 
cent of attorneys admit that they frequently 
fail to conduct basic in-person client inter- 
views in their assigned cases. Nearly two- 
thirds frequently fail to conduct adequate 
factual investigations. A quarter frequently 
fail to file all necessary pretrial motions. 

But loosening the money spigot to pay 
more to bar advocates would open a huge 
can of political worms — why bar advo- 
cates, and not, for instance, low-paid prose- 
cutors? “The big picture here is that we 
have a criminal-justice system that has been 
chronically underfunded,” says Middlesex 
district attorney Martha Coakley. “This is a 
crucial time for a lot of folks to come to the 
table and ask, are we spending the right 
amount of money, and spending it in the 
right way?” 

If the legislature really started looking

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in what the state funds,” says Greco. “We 
do not fairly compensate any of those posi- 
tions, and they are so fundamental to public 
safety, and to basic democracy.” 

In fact, lawyers report that fewer and 
fewer attorneys coming out of Massachu- 
setts law schools even consider criminal- 
trial work. “And that might be shortchang- 
ing the system a bit,” says Erlich. There 
used to be waiting lists for the CPCS train- 
ing required for taking indigent cases, but 
no more. Those who do sign up are the 
most inexperienced, often those who have 
just passed the bar, says researcher Bob 
Spangenberg, of the Spangenberg Group. 

Is it any wonder that the state’s criminal- 
justice system makes more headlines for its 
failures than for its successes? “I think that 
one of the reasons we have had erroneous 
convictions in the past is underfunded of- 
fices, low salaries of prosecutors and de- 
fenders, and a court system without the 
time and energy to deal with cases,” says 
Coakley. 

In Boston, the backlog of homicide de- 
fendants awaiting trial — many for several 
years prompted Suffolk Superior Court 
to announce earlier this month that it will 
hold special sessions beginning this fall to

ary have more than doubled in the past 20 
years. Lowly court officers now start at 
$42,000, for example, which is more than 
new assistant DAs earn. Assistant clerks 
now make $68,000, and court clerks make 
$80,000. 

Other groups with union power do par- 
ticularly well. “Massachusetts pays top dol- 
lar to police officers, corrections officers, 
and probation officers” compared to other 
states, says attorney Tom Workman, direc- 
tor of the Massachusetts Association of 
Court Appointed Attorneys (MACAA), 
formed earlier this year to support lobby- 
ing efforts. “Within the last couple of 
months, I’ve seen double the amount of se- 
curity guards in the courthouse,” adds 
Mike Erlich, president of Bar Advocates 
Worcester County. “The money is there to 
get those personnel in the courtroom for 
our safety.” 

In Massachusetts district-attorneys’ of- 
fices, where prosecutors start at an almost 
laughable $35,000 while their counterparts 
at corporate law firms make six figures, it’s 
rare to find a prosecutor with more than 
five years’ experience anymore. “The low 
pay and the turnover means that you don’t 
have the expertise needed,” Coakley says. 
“In my office, | see a huge turnover rate at 
two to four years, and then again at seven 
to eight. I can’t compete with the private 
firms.” 

The CPCS also starts its on-staff attor- 
neys at $35,000, as does the AG’s Office. 
These are the only three places in state gov- 
ernment with such low starting salaries for 
lawyers. CPCS, which can offer little room 
for advancement, can’t hold on to its attor- 
neys. In addition to the 20 public-defender 
positions eliminated because of budget cuts, 
40 more public defenders have left in the 
past three years of their own accord, mostly 
because of money. 

Judges also have a beef. Their pay, at 
$112,700, is among the lowest in the na- 
tion. Earlier this month, 45-year-old Dis- 
trict Court judge Richard Savignano, of 
Brockton, announced his retirement from 
the bench to join business-law firm Testa, 
Hurwitz & Thibeault. Savignano cited 
money — his oldest daughter enters college 
next year — as a factor. Judges have also 
become increasingly resentful of the control 
exercised over them by the legislature, 
which uses the line items in the annual 
budget to make a mockery of judicial inde- 
pendence. Add to that the crumbling court- 
houses in which many have to work, and the 
sense of resentment among the judiciary be- 
comes palpable. 

“There has to be a reordering of priorities 


try to move them along. In Suffolk, only 
three killers have been convicted at trial this 
year — fewer than the number who have 
had murder convictions overturned or va- 
cated during the same stretch, and down 
from last year’s total of nine, 15 in 2002, 
and 32 back in 1998. The conviction rate 
over the past eight years is a dismal 73 per- 
cent; nationally the figure is well above 90 
percent. 


PANGENBERG argues that as a result 
of poor pay in Massachusetts, more 
post-trial work has had to be done to cor- 
rect mistakes made by inexperienced, over- 
worked attorneys on both sides of the court- 
room. That’s why higher salaries and hourly 
rates can be offset by long-term savings, if 
done properly. The rates for bar advocates 
could be raised incrementally — commen- 

surate, perhaps, with years of experience, 
suggests Workman — to encourage good 
defenders to stay with the indigent system. 
By increasing the number of attorneys tak- 
ing cases, the state will end up spending less 
money detaining defendants who are await- 
ing bail hearings. And opening up the 
process to scrutiny will reveal potential cost 
savings — including patronage — that the 
governor and legislature pay lip service to 
but don’t act on. 

Inexperienced prosecutors also clog the 
court system with low-level cases, while ex- 
perienced lawyers can be more selective 
about which cases to bring to court, says 
local attorney Andrew Good, a founding 
member of Massachusetts Association of 
Criminal Defense Lawyers. “We have hun- 
dreds of thousands of cases in district court, 
and some percentage of them don’t need to 
be prosecuted,” Good says. 

Coakley, on the prosecution side, agrees 
that case selection, or even decriminaliza- 
tion of select offenses, should be on the 
table for discussion. So should the question 
of who qualifies for indigent representation 
in the first place, she says. She would also 
like to see the courts improve their efficien- 
cy, SO as not to waste the lawyers’ and 
judges’ time, and to make sure cases 
progress toward conclusion. 

But perhaps most important, these cases 
would no longer receive the least amount of 
justice we can provide. Nobody expects 
every drug dealer to get an O.J. dream-team 
defense at the state’s expense. But they 
don’t deserve the nightmare of no counsel 
at all. We should be able to find a happy 
medium that allows us all to sleep easier.

Revisiting the scene of the crime

F ELECTION NIGHT 2004 is 

anywhere near as close as it was 

four years ago, then all eyes will be 
on — you guessed it — Florida. The 
Sunshine State and its 27 electoral 
votes could be crucial to determining 
who will be the next president. And 
it’s as tight as ever: according to the 
most recent statewide poll, John Kerry 
leads George W. Bush in Florida by 
just one point, 47 percent to 46 per- 
cent, with Ralph Nader polling two 
percent. Fortunately, thanks to re- 
forms undertaken after Bush’s 537- 
vote, no-recount victory over Al Gore, 
the Florida fiasco of 2000 couldn’t 
happen again. Could it? 

Sadly, we regret to inform you that 
another dubious election outcome is 
not only possible, it’s also probable, 
unless Kerry wins and is able to make 
it stick. We've identified five reasons 
why Bush could take his brother’s state 
even if Kerry has more support. At the 
same time, there do not appear to be 
any extraneous factors that could help 
Kerry and/or hurt Bush. Ultimately, 
Bush may lose Florida, but make no 
mistake: it’s his — and Governor Jeb’s 
— to lose. Let us count the reasons. 

1) Ex-felons are barred from voting 
in Florida. According to the advocacy 
group Right To Vote, Florida is one of 
just six states where anyone convicted 
of a felony is permanently barred from 
voting. The others are lowa, Ken- 
tucky, Mississippi, Nebraska, and Vir- 
ginia. (lowa? Go figure.) For a variety 
of reasons, this disproportionately af- 
fects African-Americans: according to 
2000 figures, 16 percent of black vot- 
ing-age Floridians had felony records, 
as opposed to just seven percent of 
the population as a whole. And as we 
all know, more than 90 percent of 


ballots. Four years ago, a private com- 
pany hired to wipe the names of ex- 
felons off the voting lists targeted 
some 8000 people by mistake. Though 
a corrected list was sent out before the 
election, it was unclear whether the 
corrections made it into the hands of 
all election officials. And that may 
have been a conservative estimate of 
how many people in predominantly 
minority neighborhoods were improp- 
erly disenfranchised (see “Don’t 
Quote Me,” News and Features, De- 
cember 21, 2000). 

You’d think it couldn’t happen again 
— but it already has. Earlier this sum- 
mer the state issued a list of some 
47,000 potential ex-felons; county of- 
ficials were told to verify the informa- 
tion before actually removing anyone 
from the voting rolls. Incredibly, state 
officials tried to keep the list a secret, 
but a Tallahassee judge forced them to 
release it. Among other things, it was 
learned that only one-tenth of one per- 
cent of the names on the list were His- 
panic, even though Florida’s popula- 
tion is 20 percent Hispanic. (In Flori- 
da, “Hispanic” generally means 
“Cuban-American,” a group that has 
traditionally leaned Republican.) The 
Miami Heraid found that 2100 people 
listed as ex-felons were in fact eligible 
to vote. Of the 47,000 total, Democ- 
rats reportedly outnumbered Republi- 
cans by a three-to-one margin. 

Embarrassed state officials threw 
out the list and said it wouldn’t be 
used. But they’ve got two and a. half 
months to try again. 

3) Voting machines could be this 
year’s hanging chad. In 2000, voters 
in African-American and poor neigh- 
borhoods generally cast their ballots 
by punch card, whereas those in

African-American voters will side with 
Kerry and other Democratic candi- 
dates this November. Ex-felons in 
Florida can seek to regain their voting 
rights, but the process has been de- 
scribed as cumbersome and is rarely 
used. 

As New York-based journalist 
Kevin Krajick wrote in a recent op-ed 
piece for the Washington Post, “Many 
disenfranchisement laws trace to the 
mid-1800s, when they were crafted to 
bar blacks with even minor criminal 
records from the polls.” Krajick also 
noted that a study by the University of 
Minnesota found that Bush would 
have lost Florida to Al Gore by some 
80,000 votes if ex-felons had been al- 
lowed to cast ballots. Thus Florida’s 
racist, discriminatory voter qualifica- 
tions give Bush a significant head start 
over Kerry before anyone has cast a 
single ballot. 

2) Florida officials keep bungling 
the list of ex-felons. As if it weren’t 
bad enough merely to bar ex-felons 
from voting, Florida has a history of 
wrongly labeling people as ex-felons, 
thus making them ineligible to cast 


more-affluent areas used modern op- 
tical-scanning systems that read paper 
ballots. According to an examination 
of the results by Slate, 15 of every 
1000 punch-card ballots in counties 
that used the most outmoded count- 
ing machines registered no presiden- 
tial choice, and were thus discarded; 
only three of every 1000 ballots were 
rejected by optical scanners. The re- 
sult was a racially disproportionate 
error rate that favored Bush. 

This time, punch cards have been 
replaced by modern voting nrachines 
in 15 urban (read: predominantly De- 
mocratic) counties, while the other 52 
counties will continue to use optical 
scanners. The voting machines are 
being touted as the latest and greatest 
technology, but they’re proving con- 
troversial: according to news ac- 
counts, they don’t leave a “paper 
trail,” making it impossible to conduct 
a recount if the machines fail. And fail 
they can. Last month, officials in 
Miami-Dade County admitted that 
voting records from the September 
2002 gubernatorial primary — the 
first in which all voters used the 


touch-screen technology — had been 
permanently lost. Critics warn, too, 
that the machines are susceptible to 
fraud and error, and have urged vot- 
ers to cast absentee paper ballots. 

These problems may not come to 
pass, of course. But it would appear 
that, just as in 2000, a vote is more 
likely to be counted properly if the 
person who casts it lives in an optical- 
scan county. And those counties al- 
ready lean Republican. 

4) Florida state police are harassing 
elderly African-American voters. Twice 
last week and again this past Monday, 
New York Times columnist Bob Her- 
bert leveled some pretty serious 
charges: that the Florida Department 
of Law Enforcement has dispatched 
state troopers to visit “elderly black 
voters in Orlando in a bizarre hunt for 
evidence of election fraud.” The in- 
vestigation — aimed at a get-out-the- 
vote campaign conducted during that 
city’s last mayoral election — is sup- 
posedly being conducted in response 
to allegations of fraud, even though a 
preliminary inquiry had already found 
there was nothing to it. 

“For elderly African-American vot- 
ers, who remember the terrible tor- 
ment inflicted on blacks who tried to 
vote in the South in the 1950’s and 
60’s,” Herbert wrote, “the sight of 
armed police officers coming into 
their homes to interrogate them about 
voting is chilling indeed.” 

5) Provisional ballots are being un- 


fairly rejected. After the 2000 mess, 


Congress passed a law mandating that 
anyone who showed up to vote and 
whose eligibility was called into ques- 
tion could cast a provisional ballot. 
Only later would it be determined if 
the ballot could be counted. Now it 
turns out that several states — Flori- 
da, of course, is among them — are 
tossing out provisional ballots if they 
are cast in the wrong polling place. 
This would clearly have a greater ef- 
fect in transient, low-income areas 
that lean Democratic than in the 
solidly Republican suburbs. 

Several state employee unions have 
filed suit to overturn that provision 
before the November election. As the 
New York Times put it in an editorial, 
“The wrong-precinct rule serves no 
legitimate purpose, and it denies eligi- 
ble voters the right to vote.... At the 
very least, election officials who throw 
away ballots cast in the wrong loca- 
tions must have a foolproof way of di- 
recting voters on Election Day to their 
correct polling places.” 

Earlier this month, it was announced 
that international observers from the 
Organization for Security and Co-op- 
eration in Europe will monitor the 
presidential election. According to 
London’s Independent newspaper, the 
group was invited by the State Depart- 
ment, goaded by 13 House Democrats. 

The observers should have plenty to 
do. After what happened four years 
ago, it’s disheartening that the voting 
system in Florida is still such a mess 

and still so heavily tilted toward 
the Republican machine. ie

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TURN TO VINTAGE AND ANTIQUE STORES TO FURNISH YOUR NEW PAD

OT LONG AFTER you finish unpacking 

your boxes and milk crates, they’re sure 

to find you. Catalogues from the likes of 
Pottery Barn, Crate & Barrel, and Williams- 
Sonoma piled up in your mailbox — ad- 
dressed to your mysterious predecessor “or 
current resident.” 

But there’s no need to pine after pricey ta- 
bles, dressers, lighting, and other furnishings 
“inspired” by vintage or antique pieces, when 
you can opt for the real deal. Antique and vin- 
tage pieces have considerable advantages over 
copycats — not the least of which is that they 
are often less expensive. 

“Tt all comes down to the craftsmanship, 
really,” says Mara Loeber, owner of Ab- 
solutely Fabulous. “Antique furniture has 
better wood and hardware. You’ll find 
dovetailing, whereas most newer pieces are 
simply hammered — not perfectly fit — 
together. And more work, such as intricate 
carvings, has also been put into a lot of 
older pieces. Even with old ’50s kitchen 
tables, you’ll find that the Formica top and 
bolts are much thicker than those found 
on reproductions.” 

Colin Nealon, owner of Consignment Gal- 
leries, agrees. “The furniture up through the 
1940s was usually solid wood. If it had a ve- 
neer, the veneer was over solid wood. Newer 
furniture may look good, but often a piece la- 
beled as ‘cherry’ is actually cherry-stained 
particle board.” 

Better quality is also seen in vintage house- 
wares, says Nealon. “You often don’t realize 
this unless you compare the old versus the 
new. But take, for example, old sterling-silver 
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flatware, which is far more substantial than 
what is currently produced.” 

Brooks Morris, owner of Buckaroo’s 
Mercantile, notes that, quality and cost 
aside, the uniqueness of vintage pieces helps 
individualize décor. “Smaller, collectible 
pieces are an inexpensive way for people to 
mirror their personality in an apartment,” 
Morris says. “After all, many people only 
live in a place for a year or so. They either 
don’t want to or aren’t allowed to spend 
time and money painting their apartment.

ware can do double duty as a decoration for 
the shelves in their kitchen.” 

When it comes to what type of vintage fur- 
nishings to buy, the experts agree that quality 
and individual taste are more important than 
time period. Similarly, saving money has less 
to do with a piece’s era than its quality. 

“The better the quality, the more expensive 
a piece is,” says Loeber. “However, you can 
find good antiques from any period — many 
of which can be cleaned up. You'd be really 
surprised at what you can do with polish. You 
can save pieces without having to re-stain. 
Rockler Woodworking, in Cambridge, carries 
Italian Craftsman polish, a really professional 
polish that will take a beat-up piece and really 
mask any nicks and scratches.” 

Likewise, Loeber notes that missing 
hardware shouldn’t deter you from buying 
a piece you love. “You can find really won- 
derful vintage hardware at flea markets and 
junkyards. The important thing is to stay to 
good woods.” 

Of course, once you’re ready to scout for 
vintage furnishings, it can be difficult to know 
where to look. The following offers a road 
map to some of the more interesting places 
around town. 


CAMBRIDGE 


For starters, head to Inman Square, where 
you'll find two shops with a revolving selec- 
tion of vintage wares. Absolutely Fabulous 
sells an eclectic mix of antique furniture in 
addition to vintage clothes and new “bou- 
tique-y” housewares. A 1950s-era red-topped 
Formica diner table ($200) surrounded by a 
set of four orange diner chairs from the same 
period ($125), would nicely fill out a kitchen 
nook. If you have room only for an island, 
you could opt for a set of four red-vinyl-and- 
chrome bar stools ($225) instead. 

Some may swoon over Absolutely Fabu- 
lous’s Art Deco walnut vanity with three-panel 
mirror ($475), which could make even bed 
head look like it belongs on the silver screen. 
However, the store also sells a less costly and 
perhaps more practical Art Deco dresser 
($115) that could infuse a bedroom with some 
of the same glamour. Other standout dressers 
include a 1920s mahogany dresser ($165) 
with subtle detail, and a more rustic, pink- 
painted bureau ($115). If the smoking ban 
has cost your favorite local lounge some of its 
allure, swank things up at home with a retro 
black-and-chrome standing ashtray ($45). 

Neighboring Buckaroo’s Mercantile carries 
a kitschy alternative — a 1950s standing black 
ashtray with a pink-squiggle design ($45). 
Buckaroo’s also carries a number of vintage 
home goods perfect for lending a bachelor pad 
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personality. Colorful CB jargon glasses ($6) 
feature trucker slang (such as “brush your 
teeth” and “pregnant roller skate”) and their 
meanings (“radar ahead” and “Volkswagen’”). 
Fans of the increasingly popular lawnmower 
beers might appreciate finds such as a vintage 
Schlitz stein ($20) and a rotating Schaeffer 
clock and lamp ($80). Those still stuck in a 
dorm can upgrade with a sparkly red chest 
bench from the 1950s ($28). 

For the ultimate in treasure hunting, head 
to Antiques on Cambridge, which offers 
12,000 square feet of antiques and col- 
lectibles from more than 100 dealers. What- 
ever your style — colonial, Victorian, mid 
century — you'll find bookcases, bureaus, 
servers, and tables to match, as well as the ap- 
propriate lighting, glassware, pottery, clocks, 
and more. While all that is well and good, it 
would be easier to distinguish yourself with 
some of the shop’s more random items. In 
one room, a mechanical seal from a 1940s 
store display ($300) twirls a ball on his nose. 
In another, a framed print ($50) features a 
stately Spanish Riding School performer on a 
rearing stallion. 


BOSTON 


When it comes to Boston’s North End, 
“old school” usually evokes images of 
spaghetti and red sauce, not campy furnish- 
ings. However, all that has changed thanks to 
Cadia Vintage. In the cozy shop, you'll find a 
1950s TV lamp shaped like a pagoda ($40), a 
ceramic panther lamp ($20), deer-hoof coat 
hooks ($40), and a combination lamp/smok- 
ing stand/magazine rack ($65). You can also 
find an assortment of less outrageous but 
equally unique wares, including a 1950s 
chrome-plated cocktail shaker with martini 
glasses ($25), assorted antique suitcases and 
hat boxes, tea sets, salt and pepper shakers, 
flower vases, and school clocks. 

In Boston’s South End, locals turn to 
Rewind for both its extensive selection of 
well-priced vintage clothing and its DJ booth, 
where you can listen to records before you 
buy them. However, the store’s owners also 
go out several times a week to find interesting 
vintage furniture. For example, Rewind re- 
cently carried a leather-topped coffee table 
($60) that would up the sophistication level of 
most living rooms. It also offered a curvy 
beige-fabric sofa ($400) that comes in two 
pieces — making it easy to move up narrow 
staircases. Meanwhile, a 1930s kitchen set 
($485) featured wide-backed green and yel- 
low chairs and an enamel-topped table with a 
wooden silverware drawer. 


SOMERVILLE 

Outside Davis Square in Somerville, Con- 
signment Galleries could easily serve as a 
one-stop resource for vintage furnishings. 
The store’s selection of lighting is especially 
fine and reasonably priced, with recent finds 
including a chevron leaded-glass trophy lamp 
($95) and an Atomic Era—looking chrome- 
and-glass chandelier ($75). A green-viny] 
telephone table ($50) would work well in the 
hallway of almost any triple-decker unit, and 
the mahogany end tables ($30) are simply a 
steal. Art Deco storage pieces include a com- 
pactum ($395) — or large cabinet — and a 
five-drawer walnut chest ($385). 


ONLINE 

Finally, if you feel antique shopping is bor- 
ing without the competitiveness of eBay, 
there’s an easy way to get a rush while enjoy- 
ing a clean conscience. Boomerangs holds 
online auctions of furniture and housewares 
donated by individuals and businesses to help 
support the HIV/AIDS community. Items re- 
cently up for auction included a delphinium- 
blue Hall teapot, a silver-plated Champagne 
bucket, and a pink-speckled lamp with a tele- 
phone base featuring a working clock in place 
of the rotary dial and a working lighter in 
place of the handset. New furniture — donat- 
ed by major furniture retailers — is also auc- 
tioned online. Recent pieces included a con- 
temporary mahogany sofa with brushed-cot- 
ton pillows, and an armchair with detailed 
carving. Best of all, you can preview all auc- 
tion items at the company’s Brighton store. Ml

cies, beer emergencies — it adds up fast, 

with nary a nickel left over for nutrients. 
How to make the most of deficient food funds? 
Hit a gogd old all-you-can-eat (AYCE) buffet. 
True, this quintessentially American phenome- 
non is always a crap shoot (no wonder it’s 
ubiquitous in Las Vegas, that quintessentially 
American city) — and more often than not, 
“crap” is the operative word. Here in Boston, 
hitting the jackpot is all the more difficult for 
newcomers not yet familiar with the buffet ter- 
rain, which runs the gamut from the make- 
your-own free-for-alls at Fire + Ice and the el- 
egant Sunday spreads at Henrietta’s Table to 
the humble but hearty offerings of neighbor- 
hood holes-in-the-wall. Still, when you’re 
hurtin’ for cash but hankerin’ for hash, there’s 
no harm in taking a little gamble on your grub 

especially now that we’ve reduced some of 

the guesswork by offering glimpses into the fol- 
lowing joints. 

When it comes to overfeeding, Italian 
mamas have got nothing on Beantown’s Indian 
restaurateurs. Come lunchtime, the city teems 
with buffets from the Land of the Tiger, not 
only on just about every starving-student-filled 
square in Cambridge and Somerville (where, 
for instance, Royal India and Tanjore draw 
hungry academics), but also among the more- 
moneyed munchers of Back Bay and Brookline 
(whose semi-haute haunts include Kashmir 
and Rani). But for our dough, Davis Square’s 
Namaskar is the way to go, since it offers one 
lovely little surprise after another. First, there’s 
the space itself — serene yet smart in celadon 
and lilac, with wood ffoors, a small wine bar, 
and waiters in ties adding a touch of panache. 


H ENT, TUITION, BILLS, beer, emergen- 


while Henrietta’s Table (bottom), in Cambridge, hosts elegant Sunday spreads. 


Then comes a complimentary spot of juice, 
served in a cordial glass, which looks and tastes 
almost like dessert wine (in fact, the waiter says 
with a smile, it’s a “secret recipe”). And then 
there’s the food. Alongside a salad bar (where 
you'll discover, among the fresh veggies, blis- 
tering-hot lime pickles as well as raita and 
chutney) lies the carefully maintained — if 
rather poultry-centric — array of main cours- 
es. Of the juicy tandoori chicken over onions, 
chicken kofta, and tikka masala, only the latter 
lacks character. Meanwhile, the vegetarian en- 
trées — including saag aloo (spinach and po- 
tatoes), shahi bhindi (okra and onions), and 
cabbage bhaji — prove distinct in their succu- 
lence. Even the potato-pea samosas manage to 
hold up well, and aren’t mushy or overly 
greasy. (Note, however, that no one dish is 
especially spicy — chase chilies elsewhere.) 
And the icing on the cake? A $7.95 tab — 
which even includes your choice of plain, 
onion, or garlic naan (barring an occasional 
memory lapse on the waitstaff’s part). 

Not in a Madras mood? For the same 
measly moola (or for three bucks more at din- 
nertime and on weekends), you can mingle 
with the musicology majors over mounds of 
Korean cuisine (along with some vaguely 
Japanese and Chinese dishes thrown in for 
good measure) at Arirang House, a few doors 
down from Berklee on Mass Ave. Your basic 
bamboo-and-rice-paper hut, Arirang House 
hosts an all-day buffet that’s as serviceable as 
the setting. It’s fairly extensive, with a dozen 
or so entrée selections, and filling, if generally 
forgettable (which beats memorably awful). 
Skip the seafood (like chewy octopus in chili 
sauce) and the sweet-and-sour stuff — some- 
times chicken, sometimes pork, it’s always

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soggy — in favor of more low-maintenance 
fare, such as competent eggplant salad and sa- 
vory, nutty soba noodles (the glass-noodle dish 
known as chap chae, however, skews a bit 
gluey). Classic bulgogi does unexpectedly well, 
remaining moist with smoky sweetness. As for 
the salad bar, it’s more like a kimchi bar, 
boasting three or four of the fiery condiments, 
plus a smattering of the cold vegetable sides 
typically served with a family-style Korean 
meal — think dressed bean sprouts, spinach, 
potatoes, and so on. As far as the cold buffet 
goes, it’s like receiving an edible lesson in Ko- 
rean dining customs. 

Gastronomic protocol is also on display at 
Sabra, in Newton Centre, in the form of hearty 
hospitality from an avuncular proprietor. He 
greets you with a cheery “You hungry, yes? You 
ready to eat? That’s good,” before leading you 
past the bar into a modestly pleasant split-level 
dining room done in various warm hues, where 
a small but satisfying Middle Eastern buffet 
awaits you for $8.95. Composed primarily of 
vegetables — fresh and cooked, cold and hot 
— it’s a worthwhile alternative for herbivores 
and calorie-counters fed up with ho-hum one- 
trip salad bars. Here you'll find loads of leafy 
greens cooked with garlic and lemon; not one, 
but two tomato salads; grilled eggplant and 
corn on the cob; an authentic tabouleh (pars- 
ley-heavy, bulgur-sparse); and plenty more, in- 
cluding a simple pasta salad, carrot-raisin cous- 
cous, and hummus brimming with salt (but not 
so much that a squirt or two of lemon can’t bal- 
ance it out). On the flip side, a quick flick of 
the salt shaker gives a three-legume stew with 
lentils, chickpeas, and pintos the kick it needs. 
Don’t be too quick to judge the two main dish- 
es — falafel and flame-broiled chicken (the 
buffet’s lone free-ranger) — by their somewhat 
charred covers, or you'll misread their moist, 
flavorful interiors. Meanwhile, one dish that 
comes off without a hitch is Armenian-style rice 
mixed with short strands of egg noodle, nicely 
textured and buttery. Its simple goodness ful- 
fills the promise of the host’s kind welcome. 

By contrast, your arrival won’t warrant much

fanfare at Rangzen, where business is too brisk 
for niceties: a quick smile and a wave in the 
vague direction of your table are as far as greet- 
ings generally go. Luckily, the ambiance and 
edibles here have hominess to spare. A tiny 
place just off Central Square, Rangzen is filled 
with rough-hewn-wood furnishings and scat- 
tered with artifacts. In one corner is a table 
stacked with Books on Tibet for diners to pore 
over as they please; in the other, an itty-bitty 
bar serves wine and beer. Beyond that, behold a 
plethora of meaty, starchy, pleasantly greasy

provisions — all yours for pennies. There are 
chickpea-batter-dipped, fried eggplant slices 
and green-bean-carrot patties (the former a bit 
doughy, the latter just so); wedges of roti-like 
bread and savory veggie pancake; and two 
soups, one a vivid emerald with a light cilantro 
tang. There are stews galore: deep, dark beef 
curry with chunks of what seems to be apple; 
glistening teriyaki chicken fried with mush- 
rooms; one unctuous mélange of eggplant, po- 
tato, onion, tomato, and garlic, and another of 
chickpeas with celery. And yet more: curried, 
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fried chicken drumsticks; a simple, cooling 
chow-chow,; salads (including a tofu-green- 
bean blend that proves the only bland blunder 
of the bunch); and even homemade condiments 
like daikon pickle and hot cilantro sauce. Final- 
ly, there’s fresh fruit for dessert, topped off by a 
tiny tab ($7.55) — proof that if the folks at 
Rangzen aren't especially attentive to you per- 
sonally, they’re at least watching out for your 
waistline and your wallet. 

But suppose you've got a few extra bucks,

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and you're keen on making the most of them, 
Fargo-style (remember the scene in which every- 
body’s favorite pregnant cop, chubby hubby in 
tow, loads her lunch plate from a down-home 
cafeteria’s steam table, laden with mystery meat 
after fried, gravy-smothered mystery meat?). 
With a corny, faux-elegant vibe all its own, 
Gourmeli’s, located in that no-man’s land be- 
tween the Copley and Prudential arcades, might 
be just the place for you. Since you'll never see 
anyone you know there (not to mention anyone 
under 50), feel free to make a feasting fool of 
yourself at its lunch buffet. It’s complete with 
carving station and disproportionate display of 
including a yummy bread pudding 
that’s easy to mistake for some sort of casserole, 
kept as it is next to the entrées, which are, natch, 
almost entirely submerged in cream sauce. 
Which isn’t to say they’re bad; the baked chicken, 
in fact, is tasty from its herbed skin to its moist 
meat. Ditto a nouveau potato salad sprightly with 
corn and celery; in fact, the cold buffet has more 
to offer than the hot, including decent lox with all 
the trimmings, plenty of fresh fruit, and stacks of 
breadbaskets (after all, the leftover breakfast pas- 
tries have yet to be either as dried out as the roast 
beef or as sodden as the mashed potatoes). Best 
of all, giving in to your yen for the retro comfort 
of continental cuisine won’t mean giving up too 
many yen altogether: it’s $14.95 for the whole 
shebang, $10.95 for unlimited soup and salad. 

Then again, for just a tad more cash, Inman 

Square’s Midwest Grill displays tons more culi- 
nary — especially carnivorous — cachet. For all 
the festive charm of its rustic wood-and- 
wrought-iron interior, this Brazilian churrascaria 
means serious business when it comes to stuffing 
you silly with meat, meat, more meat, and just 
plain more. While $10.95 gets you grub galore 
from the buffet itself — including empanadas, 
roast chicken, and beef-black-bean stew; French 
fries, fried plantains, and rice; potato salad, tuna 
salad, and coleslaw; cooked vegetables, fresh 
fruit, and even self-serve ice cream — an addi- 
tional $7 guarantees endless goodies from the 
grill. When AYCE becomes AYCEASYC — all 
you can eat and some you can’t — you know 
your bet on buffets has paid off. &

A GLIMPSE OF A STRANGER’S APARTMENT CAN REVEAL 
A NEW WORLD OF PERSONALITY AND DESIGN

WO SUMMERS ago, I needed a place 

to live. My lease was up at the end of 

May, and I couldn’t move into my next 
place until September. I toyed with the idea 
of spending three months squatting at 
friends’ places, moving from couch to 
couch, futon to futon, riding out the sum- 
mer rent-free. A week here. Ten days there. 
A Tuesday night with that friend from mid- 
dle school I bumped into at Dunkin’ 
Donuts. | did the math, adding up the 
blocks of time friends and acquaintances 
would agree to let me crash. | figured I'd be 
out on the street by June 28. It’s no fun to 
overstay your welcome. 

With 14 days left before I’d be ousted 
from my place, I started looking for a sum- 
mer sublet. I scoured all the usual sources, 
scrolled through postings, sent e-mails, set 
up times to check out apartments and meet 
potential housemates. Fortunately, the stu- 
dents who populate (some say infest) this 
city during the school year skip town come 
summer, leaving vacant rooms on every 
block. In two weeks I saw eight places. 

There was the 28-year-old graphic de- 
signer in Coolidge Corner who shared her 
two-bedroom apartment with three cats. 
Kitty litter crunched under my feet on the 
kitchen floor. “Do you like animals?” she 
asked. I hadn’t yet walked through the 
front door. Then there was the Asian cou- 
ple who lived in a basement apartment in 
Brighton with their three-month-old 
daughter. “Do you like babies?” asked the 
father when the kid stopped screaming 
long enough for us to exchange words. 
And then there were the three guys in Mis- 
sion Hill who had covered every available 
inch of wall space in the kitchen with pic- 
tures and posters of naked women. Even 
the magnets on the fridge were porno- 
graphic, except for the one in the shape of 
a bottle of Bud. “You’re not a feminist, are 
you?” one of them asked as we walked into 
the kitchen. 

And there were other places — a blur of 
bedrooms and living rooms and neighbor- 
hoods and rents — some appealing, others 
not. It was an exhausting few weeks. Try- 
ing to find a place, trying to determine, in 
a matter of 20 minutes or less, whether 
you can imagine thriving in a given space, 
living with the people in it, is a tedious and 
tiring process. 

But for all the pain-in-the-ass-ness of it, 
looking for a place to live also provides the 
unique opportunity for mini glimpses into 
people’s lives. It allows you to wander into 
a stranger’s home and see how he or she 
lives, and witness the variety of life taking 
place within this city, even within a single 
building. People infuse the space in which 
they live with their own energy. How a 
person defines his or her space physically 
— with pride or abandon, with glistening 
countertops or Cheeto-stained armchairs, 
with coordinated color schemes or hand- 
me-down hodgepodge — reveals much 
about that individual. Below you'll find a 
few such glimpses, a look at some people 
and their living spaces, and how they make 
them feel like home. 


Location: Belmont Street, Watertown. 

Size: Two bedrooms; living room; dining 
room; kitchen; sunroom; small study; bath- 
room. 

Rent: $1400 per month. 

Dwellers: Dustin Smith, 27, national 
senior publicist for WGBH; Gina DeFelice, 
27, looking for work as a guidance coun- 
selor, finishing up a stint with Boston Duck 
Tours.

The impermanence of renting makes a 
lot of apartments feel temporary, as though 
the inhabitants aren’t so much living there 
as just staying for a while. And that’s espe- 
cially true for people in their mid 20s, not 
yet settled in their careers and without kids 
to bind them to a place. They want to 
make a place livable, but not necessarily 
comfortable or welcoming. DeFelice and 
Smith, however, have made their apart- 
ment their own. 

“My parents got divorced in 2001,” says 
Smith. “My home was always really impor- 
tant to me, and this foundation — you 
think it’s always going to be there — dis- 
appeared. So I started building my own 
home.” And that’s apparent as soon as you 
walk into their Watertown apartment. 
Everything about the space invites. It’s so- 
phisticated: you can tell from the first 
glance around the living room that much 
time and thought went into the purchase 
and arrangement of the furniture. And it’s 
comfortable: it feels lived in, loved. 

“I want people to feel like they’re in a 
version of their own home,” says Smith. 

The apartment, a 10-minute bus ride 
from Harvard Squaré, has great flow. Each 
room has its own identity, and yet the tran- 
sition from one space to the next is natural. 
And the place is huge. “Gina’s my best 
friend,” says Smith, rumpling DeFelice’s 
hair, “but this place is big enough that I

can shut my door and not know she’s here. 
That’s the benefit of not being in the cen- 
ter of Boston,” where every square inch 
comes at a pricey premium. “All the apart- 
ments around here have character,” says 
DeFelice, pointing to the wood detailing, 
the French doors, the built-in bookcases. 
“And it’s a lot less expensive than the city. 
It’s not difficult to find a reasonably priced 
place around here, and it’s only a mile or 
two outside Harvard Square.” 

In the living room, a rich red sofa and 
matching chair from Bernie & Phyl’s draw 
the eye, sparking the desire to curl up 
among the throw pillows — some striped 
like candy, some cream-colored — from 
Bowl and Board. The couch’s color is 
tempered by neutral, camel-colored carpet 
and curtains, both from Pottery Barn. 
“Red’s my favorite color,” says Smith. 
“There’s a lot of primary color in here, but 
they’re deeper tones so it doesn’t look like 
a crayon box.” 

What’s on the walls plays a crucial role 
in defining the mood of a room. A large 
framed photograph of the peak of an old 
barn roof against a brilliant blue sky was a 
gift from a friend of Smith’s, local artist 
Kate Crisostomo, whose work can be 
found at www.straycatcards.com. “It’s my 
favorite thing in the room,” Smith says of 
the image. A voluminous multicolored vase 
from Crate & Barrel shares the mantel 
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with a smaller buttercup-yellow 
glass vase handblown by a co- 
worker of Smith’s. “The key is 
taking mass-market art and in- 
corporating unique, eclectic, 
one-of-a-kinds to blend style no 
matter what your price range,” 
says Smith, sounding like a 
sound bite from Queer Eye for 
the Straight Guy. Gracing the 
opposite wall is a photograph, 
picked up by Smith and DeFelice 
at a festival, of sailboats in Rock- 
port. “We like to keep a few 
things around that remind us of 
home,” says DeFelice, who grew 
up on the North Shore. 

In the kitchen, an oversize 
campaign poster for John F.~ 
Kennedy, a gift from DeFelice’s 
dad, hangs next to a ’50s-style 
pin-up image from Restoration 
Hardware. “It’s our retro- 
themed kitchen,” says DeFelice. 
“There’s no need to resign your- 
self to having a crappy kitchen. 
Work with it. Go retro.” And 
Smith talks about the importance 
of whom you know, even when it 
comes to buying furniture. “I’ve 
got a friend who used to work at 
Williams-Sonoma, and this Boos 
Block [high cutting board], 
which normally costs $500, I got 
for $50.” 

But what if you don’t know 
people who can get you deals on 
housewares and furniture? “Peo- 
ple our age tend to think it’s all 
or nothing,” says Smith, “that 
you have to buy everything for 
your place at once, and there’s a 
lot of procrastinating as a result. 
Instead, build up slowly. I’ve 
been acquiring the stuff here 
over a long time.” 

After two years of sharing this 
apartment and three years of liv- 
ing together, DeFelice is soon 
moving to another place in Wa- 
tertown to live with her 
boyfriend, and Smith’s boyfriend 
is moving in. “I’m excited to turn 
this into our home,” says Smith 
of the new living situation, but 
both lament the end of an era. 
“We’ll still be neighbors, 
though,” says DeFelice. “I’m just 
moving down the street.”

Dwellers: Marissa LaVigne, 
27, team leader in new accounts 
at J.P. Morgan; two cats, Cleo 
and Maui. 

While Smith and DeFelice 
have the luxury of a spacious 
apartment a bit outside town, 
LaVigne sacrifices space to live 
in one of the most desirable (and 
exclusive) neighborhoods in 
Boston. Beacon Hill, with its 
narrow streets, stately brick 
houses, cobblestones, and gas 
street lamps, epitomizes Old 
Boston (not to mention old

an intimate olde-towne air, and 
for the most part, it’s a student- 








free zone. Charles Street, with its —————— 


antique shops and restaurants, 

boutiques and bistros, exudes city romance. 
But what about the stereotype that all the 
pearl-necked and loafer-shod residents have 
more cash than they know what to do with? 
“No, no,” jokes LaVigne, “people are just 
paying a lot for rent and eating Ramen all 
the time.” (Take a moment and picture John 
Kerry, famed Beacon Hill resident, slurping 
up some noodles.) 

“I love the location,” says LaVigne. “I 
have a 10-minute walk to work. And every- 
thing is right here.” Not only are restau- 
rants and stores within shouting distance, 
but Cambridge is a quick shot across the 
river, and a short stroll leads you to the 


heart of downtown. “The only thing that’s 
far away,” LaVigne explains, “is BC,” 
where she’s pursuing her MBA. “It takes 
about an hour and 15 minutes to get over 
to Chestnut Hill on the T.” 

Walking up the hill toward LaVigne’s 


place, you almost feel like you've left the city 


— and perhaps even the century — and ar- 
rived in some new realm of urban life and 
time. This is what you pay for, perhaps. Be- 
cause you're certainly not getting a lot of 
space. LaVigne’s studio, a single room on 
the second floor of an old brick townhouse, 
is small. You could stand in the doorway 
and spit to the opposite wall. But LaVigne 


has set it up in such a way that 
there are obvious delineations 
among kitchen, living room, 
and bedroom. 

A tall, round table from 
Carolina Rustica, a North 
Carolina—based furniture store 
that specializes in wood and 
iron, sits by the kitchen nook, 
with two high chairs from 
Crate & Barrel. LaVigne’s bed 
is tucked around the corner, 
creating a private sleeping 
area. And shé’s placed a large 
futon from Dream On Futon 
by her bed, which provides a 
physical divide between public 
and private space. A large 
trapezoidal bureau with 
woven-bamboo drawers from 
Pier 1 Imports holds her tele- 
vision, as well as vases she 
picked up on a trip to Russia 
and a pitcher she got in Italy. 

“I'd say that’s my decorat- 
ing strategy,” says LaVigne. 
“Sort of international. I do a 
lot of traveling, and I like to 
bring things back from the 
places I go.” 

But does she ever feel 
cramped in the space? “To be 
honest, I don’t spend a lot of 
time here,” she says. “It’d be 
nice to be able to have people 
over for dinner every once in a 
while,” but she opts for loca- 
tion over space, and feels 
lucky to have found this stu- 
dio. “A bunch of the studios I 
saw around here were just 
these rectangles with no divi- 
sion at all between the kitchen 
and the rest of the space. It 
just wasn’t comfortable to me. 
I like this place.” And with 
one-bedroom apartments in 
Beacon Hill running around 
$1600 per month, hers is 
comparatively reasonable. 

LaVigne wasn’t sure at first 
about living alone. She’d lived 
in Central Square, the sym- 
phony neighborhood, and an- 
other place in Beacon Hill, all 
with roommates. “It’s defi- 
nitely nice to have people 
around to talk to, and I was 
nervous that I’d miss that,” 
she says. “But it’s so much 
easier living alone.”

Solo living has its perks. You don’t have 
to worry about anyone gulping your milk, 
pilfering your pudding, or snacking on your 
Tostitos. There’s no shower-schedule nego- 
tiation, and no need to play your Spring- 
steen records at a respectful volume. Living 
alone, you’re the only one to blame if the 
dishes pile up in the sink or if the toilet 
doesn’t get cleaned. 

But sharing a place with a bunch of peo- 
ple has its own set of advantages. Whether 
you move in with randoms or old friends, a 
certain level of intimacy (though not neces-

sarily friendship) inevitably sprouts between 
roommates. House dynamics —— however 
trying —— can rival The Real World for en- 
tertainment. And there’s an elevated level of 
energy in a place shared by more than three 
people; each individual brings his or her 
own bustling life in and out of the place, 
which ends up a hodgepodge of personali- 
ties and furnishings, where the only stylistic 
rhyme or reason is that there isn’t any. 

Such is the case on the second and third 
floors of an old Ball Square house occupied 
by five people. At the moment, the apart- 
ment’s electricity is being updated; gaping 
holes, exposed wires, and lots of dust and 
spackle define the space right now. Furni- 
ture has been piled into the center of rooms 
and covered with plastic sheets to make 
room for electricians and carpenters. 
Amidst the shambles, it’s apparent that this 
place is a jumble of hand-me-downs and 
cheap finds. 

In the living room, a pair of televisions sit 
side by side. One of the two must be busted, 
right? “No,” says Stalker, “they both work. 
It’s set up for the next couple months: Red 
Sox and Patriots.” . 

“See this couch?” says Khuri, lifting up a 
tarp to reveal a well-worn sofa. “We 
grabbed this from my sister’s boyfriend’s 
ex-wife.” 

“And that big table over there,” adds 
Stalker, pointing to the antique with thick 
carved legs, “was left over from the people 
who lived here before. Sometimes it feels 
like our whole place is hand-me-downs,” he 
says. “Not the IKEA chair, though.” 

Khuri lifts a print of an old man with a 
banjo off the floor in the pantry. “My sisters 
gave me this. They got it at Building 19.” 

Both Stalker and Khuri cite the apartment’s 
location as one of its best features. “It’s a 10- 
minute walk to Davis Square and 13 minutes 
to Porter,” says Stalker. “And you've got to 
remember Sound Bites,” says Khuri, talking 
about why he loves the place he lives. “Best 
breakfast around.” He also mentions the im- 
portance of porches and the joy of watching 
the cars on his street: an old Ford Mustang, a 
couple of vintage Cadillacs, and “a real old 
Duster. Our street is paved with class.” 

Inside, the whole apartment has a rickety 
summer-house feel to it; the stairs squeak, 
the banister wobbles, “and this wall just fell 
off the other day,” says Stalker, pointing to 
a waist-high spot where the dry wall came 
off to reveal slats of wood underneath. “But 
that’s just because of the construction.” &@

The money pit

the US Congress nor the Iraqi government 
authorized their transfer to Halliburton in 
the first place. Worse yet, the man who 
okayed the allocation — CPA chief L. Paul 
Bremer — had already quietly left Iraq just 
as the reports were being released. ; 

Yet days after the much-touted “transfer 
of sovereignty,” the White House revealed 
an even more startling detail about the re- 
construction effort: in over a year, the CPA 
had managed to spend just two percent of 
the $18.4 billion earmarked for the imme- 
diate reconstruction of Iraq. And not a 
penny was spent on the two areas where the 
Iraqi people were suffering the most: health 
care, and water and sanitation. 

So what is really going on? Is the United 
States spending too much or too little 
money in Iraq? 

To answer that question, we need to sep- 
arate the apples from the pears and the or- 
anges. 


Other people’s money 

There are three treasure chests that the 
occupation authorities are allowed to dip 
into. The $87 billion appropriation that 
Congress granted to the Bush administra- 
tion in September 2003 was divided into 
two funds: the bigger chunk, some $65 bil- 
lion, for military operations, and $18.4 bil- 
lion for reconstruction. The Development 
Fund of Iraq (comprising revenues accrued 
from the sale of Iraqi oil) is the third treas- 
ure chest. 

After the invasion, Treasure Chest No. 1 
was quickly spent on hiring Halliburton to 
supply the soldiers. In fact, the Pentagon 
has reportedly exceeded this allotment by 
an estimated $12 billion. This appropria- 
tion has been the source of most of the 
money spent in Iraq. It is also the money 
that has been subjected to a series of care- 
ful audits by the Defense Contract Audit 
Agency, the General Accounting Office (the 
investigative arm of Congress), and Stuart 
Bowen’s team of auditors in Baghdad — all 
of whom have fiercely criticized Halliburton 
for its pricing and spending practices. 

The CPA barely touched the $18.4 billion 
allocated by Congress for reconstruction 
(Treasure Chest No. 2) because of stringent 
bidding and oversight requirements to pre- 
vent fraud or waste. Many of the recon- 
struction bills were instead paid for with 
revenue from thé sale of Iraqi oil (Treasure 
Chest No. 3). Some of this money went to 
Halliburton for the repair of the oil infra- 
structure; some was simply handed out in 
cash to local people by soldiers in return for 
favors such as rebuilding offices or building 
football fields. 

A New York Times article in late June 
2004 described the lax oversight of this 
money thus: 

“The teams have become famous in Iraq 
for the way they have spread across the 
country, commissioning repairs and paying 
for them from satchels bulging with $100 
bills shipped by plane from a Federal Re- 
serve vault in East Rutherford, New Jersey. 
At least $1 billion has been distributed in 
this fashion — by some estimates more than 
$2 billion. “The military commanders love 
that program, because it buys them friends,’ 
said an administration official, referring to 
the cash distribution. “You want to hire 
everybody on the street, put money in their 
pockets and make them like you. We have 
always spent Iraqi money on that.’” 

What does it all mean? One, that US tax- 
payers designated a tot of money for the 
soldiers, but the Pentagon paid Halliburton 
to do the work. The company billed the

military top dollar, knowing that the brass 
would look the other way. The gravy train fi- 
nally ground to a halt when two brave mem- 
bers of Congress inquired about the results 
of the internal audit. 

Two, that almost none of the money 
American taxpayers provided for reconstruc- 
tion was spent because the rules were too 
stringent for the CPA's taste. 

And three, that we dished out Iraqi money 
to companies like Halliburton like it was 
going out of style because the Bush adminis- 
tration knew that neither Congress nor the 
United Nations would ask difficult questions 
about what we were doing with other peo- 
ple’s money. Equally important, Bush offi- 
cials were worried that the new Iraqi govern- 
ment might ask us hard questions about 
their money once they gained any modicum 
of power. So they were eager to spend the 
money while they could. 

In other words, despite access to billions of 
dollars for reconstruction, the CPA has done 
little to serve the interests of either the Amer- 
ican taxpayers or the Iraqi people. The re- 
construction effort has, however, been a cash 
bonanza for companies like Halliburton. 


The billion-dollar corporate 
expense account 

Halliburton has been the biggest benefici- 
ary of the CPA's and the Pentagon’s liberal 
spending policies — the company got $3.9 
billion last year to repair oil fields and to 
provide food, laundry, sanitation, and trans- 
portation services to the military. 

Where did the money go? Whistle-blow- 
ers from the company have sent testimony to 
Congress detailing the many wasteful prac- 
tices: paying $100 for a bag of laundry; 
abandoning $85,000 trucks for lack of a 
spare tire. Meanwhile, other companies, like 
Science Applications International Corpora- 
tion of San Diego, were shipping armored 
Humvees for company executives on special - 
ly chartered jets and paying themselves $200 
an hour to run a US-propaganda television 
station that no one was watching.

An internal Pentagon audit completed two 
weeks ago and reported in the Wall Street 
Journal earlier this month found that Hal- 
liburton failed to account adequately for 
“more than $1.8 billion” it has received so 
far for providing logistical support to troops 
in Iraq and Kuwait. 

When challenged by military auditors to 
account for its missing equipment and re- 
ceipts, the Houston-based Halliburton told 
the Pentagon that it did not have enough 
staff to keep track of the $400 million it was 
spending in Iraq — an explanation that the 
Defense Department was surprisingly quick 
to accept. Linda Theis, a spokeswoman for 
the Army Materiel Command, told reporters, 
“It was the pace. It was the magnitude of 
this contract.” 

In statements to the press, on the other 
hand, Halliburton has flatly denied any prob- 
lems with its accounting procedures. Randy 
Harl, president of Kellogg Brown & Root, 
the Halliburton subsidiary that conducts the 
work in Iraq, said, “In general, we have 
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found that the subcontractors are properly 
billing on the basis provided in the subcon- 
tracts. We are operating in a remote, hostile, 
and ever-changing environment in Iraq. In 
such an environment, there are bound to be 
challenges. Any issues related to billings will 
not only be resolved quickly and responsibly, 
but also resolved in such a way that it will 
not affect any services provided to our sol- 
diers.” 

But in written testimony submitted to 
Congress, Halliburton’s own auditor, Marie 
de Young, revealed that the company’s inter- 
nal auditors (nicknamed the “Tiger Team”) 
were not doing their job properly. De Young, 
who was hired in December 2003 to help 
oversee Operation Iraqi Freedom contracts, 
told Congress: 


When the Tiger Team examined a 
subcontract, they just checked to make 
sure that all the forms were in the 
file.... They didn’t assess the reason- 
ableness of the price.or consult with site 
managers. The team’s sole purpose was 
to close as many subcontracts as possi- 
ble, under the mistake assumption that 
everything that was closed prior to the 
arrival of the government audit team 
would be exempt from further scrutiny. 


De Young also made clear the company’s 
intentions: “I had been advised by subcon- 
tract administrators who quit the company 
that employees get moved around when they 
get too close to the truth.... Ironically, other 
previous managers who tolerated bad prac- 
tices were promoted to better-paying jobs in 
Iraq or Houston or Jordan.” 

The final touch of irony: Halliburton 
housed the Tiger Team at the five-star 
Kempinski Hotet in Kuwait, paying each of 
them a whopping $10,000 per month for 
their trouble. At the time, US soldiers were 
required to live in tents at a cost of $1.39 a 
day. When the military asked Halliburton 
employees to move into the tents, they re- 
fused. 


Crimes and consequences 

The audit reports have produced little real 
action from the Pentagon thus far. Last 
Monday, Halliburton announced that the 
Pentagon had told the company that it plans 
to withhold 15 percent ($60 million) of its 
monthly payment until all the missing re- 
ceipts are found. But the Pentagon reversed 
its decision the very next day, announcing 
that it will give the company more time to 
find the missing paperwork and prove its 
costs before imposing the penalty. Hallibur- 
ton has already been granted extra time 
twice. 

The audits may also not have much effect 
on the future of the reconstruction effort, 
which remains grim. Bremer’s departure in 
June was only one in an exodus of occupa- 
tion officials and contractors, derisively la- 
beled by a US soldier as “The League of 
Frightened Gentleman,” fleeing the danger- 
ous situation in Iraq. The German engineers 
hired to repair the Daura power plant, in 
Baghdad, left behind enormous disassem- 
bled machines strewn across the plant floor. 
“They didn’t contact me,” said Bashir Khalif 
Omir, the plant director at the time. “They 
took their luggage at midnight, and they 
left.” 

When Bremer caught his jet plane out of 
Iraq, two heavily armed Blackwater private- 
military personnel watched his back, rifles 
pointed menacingly at camera crews. There 
were no flowers from an adoring Iraqi public 
to mark the occasion, nor even anything 
similar to the Vietnam War’s dramatic lift-off 
from the roof of the US embassy during the 
fall of Saigon — just a quiet, top-secret es- 
cape to freedom (and a lucrative book con- 
tract). But Bremer left behind a nation that 
was not just more dangerous, but also poor- 
er for his efforts. Sl

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N SILVER-VISORED helmets and flame-retardant 
suits, a group of racecar drivers are huddled along a 
barrier at F1 Outdoors — a Formula One-style circuit 


in East Bridgewater — watching an ambulance pull onto 
the track. “He was the best guy in the field,” says one of 
the racers, shaking his head as the injured driver gets 


strapped to a gurney. “That was the worst crash I’ve ever 


seen,” says another. The crash victim, Matthew Lee, is 
later said to have been devastated by the accident — not 
so much because he mangled his foot, but because his rac- 


ing career will have to stay on hold for at least six weeks. 


As one of Lee’s competitors puts it, “See ya later!” When 
the stakes are as high as they are in East Bridgewater 
today, sympathy is not an abundant commodity — even 


when, as sometimes happens over the course of this three- 


day event, one of the failed drivers starts to snivel. 


To the casual observer, the momentousness 


of today’s event — the so-called Red Bull Dri- 


ver Search — is not readily apparent. For one 
thing, even in their space-age finery, the driv- 
ers are more reminiscent of Tom Brown’s 
Schooldays than of Days of Thunder — per- 
haps because the majority of them are, not to 
put too fine a point on it, runty. Formula One 
does nct favor bulk in its drivers. Unlike 
NASCAR racing, in which the cars are essen- 
tially regular vehicles with a few moderations, 


the stylized, scoop-seated cars used in Formu- 


la One require a compact physique. In East 
Bridgewater, though, many of the drivers take 
this principle to absurd levels — in full racing 
attire, they look like a bunch of robo- 
munchkins. Which isn’t too surprising when 
you take into account that many of these driv- 
ers are a good few years from being able to 
obtain an actual driver’s license. 


The last time America had a Formula One 
champion to call its own (Mario Andretti, in 
1978), the majority of the 150 drivers here 
today were a decade or so from being con- 
ceived. Ranging in age from 13 to 18, the 
boys (and a smattering of girls) have been 
handpicked by Red Bull, the sponsor of the 
event, based largely on their ability to zip 
around in whiny little go-karts. But the whole 
point of Red Bull’s ongoing Driver Search is 
to get these kids while they’re young and 
raw, all the better to mold them into ruthless, 
fearless Formula One racers. Red Bull, cer- 
tainly, is taking its role very seriously. The 
company doesn’t like to reveal how much 
money it has sunk into its nationwide search 
so far, but the figure is in the tens of millions 
of dollars. “This isn’t kids’ stuff, even though 
they’re kids,” says Maria Jannace, the con- 
test’s founder and chief publicist. “Formula 


The long, arduous journey to Formula One glory 


One is huge everywhere except America. 
That’s what I want to change.” 

The karts the kids will be driving today, it 
has to be said, look more suited to a fair- 
ground than to a Grand Prix. Idling, they 
sound like a swarm of slightly agitated bees. 
Cute! you think. Then the things start moving 
and you think, Argh! As it happens, these little 
karts are fast, a fact that is accentuated, one 
presumes, by their proximity to the ground. (If 
you wanted to get an idea of what it feels like 
to be a poodle going 80 mph, this would prob- 
ably be the way to do it.) The kids skid around 
the hairpins at impossible speeds, nudging and 
dodging each other along the way. Every now 
and then, a kart will flip over — as happened 
in the spill that ended Matthew Lee’s day — 
making for a spectacular sideshow of spinning 
metal and screaming gears. More often, an 
out-of-control kart will skid to a halt on an 
embankment, its driver punching the air in 
frustration. Occasionally, a racer will remove 
his modernistic helmet and run straight into 
the arms of his parents. “Go get your 
transponder!” shouts a man to one of the 
scuppered drivers. “Hurry! Hurry!” 

It’s understandable if emotions run high 
today — for reasons that go beyond the fact 
that the kids seem about to kill themselves at 
any moment. Now in its third year, the Red 
Bull challenge is setting out to find drivers 
who can compete at the highest levels of a 
sport that is, as almost every Driver Search 
press release informs us, bigger than the 
Olympics. A Grand Prix race can attract 350 
million television viewers worldwide, generat- 
ing $2 billion in revenues a year. The racing 
budget for a single team can nudge $200 mil- 
lion. The sport’s top driver, Michael Schu- 
maker, a German, is said to earn about $700 
million a year. There is money to be made in 
Formula One, glory to be attained, but only if 
you can find someone willing to pick up the 
tab for an extensive stay in Europe. Right now, 
Red Bull is sponsoring a young driver named 
Scott Speed, who’s racing, and winning, in 
Germany. “Before, I didn’t see myself here in 
Europe,” Speed says. “Getting here seemed 
impossible.” 

Working your way up the chain to Formula 
One in America, meanwhile, is not an option 
— largely because there is no chain. No Little 
League. No after-school programs. Not that 
many people really care. In the US, the sport 
is, at best, an also-ran to its moneyed, relative- 





ly vulgar NASCAR cousin. Even Formula 
One’s most ardent advocates admit that, in 
America, the popularity gulf between the two 
circuits is unbridgeable. While a NASCAR 
race in this country can draw a television audi- 
ence of 20 million, viewership for the average 
Formula One race hovers around the half-mil- 
lion mark. In fact, Formula One racing in the 
US can’t even compete with sports fishing for 
TV ratings. As one publicist says, putting a 
positive spin on things, “You'd be surprised by 
how many viewers those fishing shows get.” 

Scott Speed has dreamed of racing in Eu- 
rope since he was 10 years old. For the vast 
majority of people who have shared this 
dream, the probability of actually hitting the 
big time in Formula One is on a par with be- 
coming an astronaut, or maybe president. For 
the kids in East Bridgewater today — 150 
culled from an initial batch of thousands — 
that dream is tantalizingly close. The six driv- 
ers who qualify today will be a mere two 
events from landing a sponsorship deal. 
Monte Carlo. Untold riches. Chicks. Sitting 
beneath a canopy near the track at F1 Out- 
doors, a group of young racers struggle to ex- 
press exactly what a victory today would mean 
for them. “It’s an aspiration,” says Joe Man- 
ning, 17, eliciting grave nods from his co- 
competitors. “That is a fact.” This observa- 
tion, too, is met with somber assent. 

Oddly, though, it’s not the kids who show 
the highest levels of enthusiasm here today. 





S THE RACERS scream around the 
snaking F1 track, their every move is ana- 

lyzed and indexed by a panel of judges. Their 
rivals, too, stand and watch and evaluate as 
the races unfold. “He’s driving his heart out,” 
they'll say, or, “He’s bogging on the turns.” 
But there’s a lot more than peer pressure rest- 
ing on these kids’ spiky-haired heads. Be- 
cause the racers here are minors, they are 
each accompanied by at least one parent. 
“Yay!” the moms and dads yell from their little 
corral at the end of the track, or “Go!” Occa- 
sionally, though, you'll hear a “No!”, a 
“Jesus!”, or a “Shit!” One father, having 
watched his son spin out on a hairpin, actual- 
ly growls. Another, approached by his son, 
turns his back and walks away. More than 
once, fingers are wagged. 

After all, it’s mom and dad, especially dad, 
who have made the “sacrifices” to get these 
kids where they are today. “I’m the guy who 
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pays the bills,” says New Yorker Francis Lee, 
whose son, Matthew, crashed earlier. “I just 
spent $10,000 on a trailer and kart,” says 
Nick Aiello, the father of a 15-year-old 
Massachusetts boy named Tony. And money 
isn’t the half of it. Very often, these kids are 
living out the frustrated dreams of their par- 
ents as much as they are following their 
own. As Maria Jannace says, “It’s, ‘I didn’t 
become a racing-car driver, so you will.’” 
She adds, “We put the parents off to one 
side. They are not allowed near pits or near 
the drivers.” Even so, the parents have a way 
of making themselves heard. 

“A lot of this has to do with them,” says Joe 
Manning, a bespectacled, serious-minded 
young man who says he might run for political 
office if the racing thing doesn’t pan out. He 
adds, “My father loved cars from an early 
age.” Manning’s friend and rival, a short, 
baby-faced 14-year-old named Mike Tosi, in- 
sists that his parents are supportive without 
being pushy. “They want me to do well,” Tosi 
says, “but they don’t say I should.” At this, 
Manning lets out a little ahem and says, “I 
think your father puts pressure on you.” Tosi 
thinks about this for a second or two and 
replies, “Yeah, he probably does.” 

Sometimes, the parents quibble with the 
race officials. They’ll complain that their 
kid’s kart wasn’t as fast as the others, or that 
the brakes weren’t working, or that another 
kid willfully banged into junior’s rear end. 
Sometimes, the parents will bicker with one 
another. “People need to learn sportsman- 
ship,” says Laura Aiello, Tony’s mother, sit- 
ting near the parent pen during a lull in the 
racing. “Some people said some bad words 
about my son,” adds Nick, Tony’s father. 
“We got into some words,” Laura continues. 
“They gave him the thumbs down,” says 
Nick. Though the Tosis insist they would 
never deliberately make their son feel bad if 
he were to fail, there are parents whose fer- 
vor curdles into rancor when things don’t go 
quite right. When the man yelled at his son 
to “Go get your transponder!” earlier, the 
tone of his voice also managed to convey the 
message: “You lost!” 





for the motor-sports industry. Still, Jannace 
has focused her energies almost exclusively on 
finding someone to finance her Driver Search. 

It hasn’t been easy. “It took me 10 years to 
find a sponsor,” she says. “I went to all the top 
companies, all the Fortune 500 companies, 
but no one would pay attention.” Jannace even 
pitched her idea to NASA, on the theory that 
looking for a racecar driver is a bit like looking 
for an astronaut. NASA said no. “I was doing 
laundry in the bathtub because of this,” she 
says, “because of my belief in this.” 

When asked why she would devote her life 


* to promoting a sport in a country where no 


one really seems that interested, even Jannace 
has difficulty coming up with a reasonable an- 
swer. As a kid, she says, she went to motor 
races with her father and enjoyed them. In 
college, her friends all called her “Mario” be- 
cause of her tendency to drive fast. She par- 
ticipated in — and won, she says — a few 
amateur races in her youth. Her career as a 
racer, though, didn’t get any further than 
that. “If you want to be a racing-car driver,” 
she says, “where do you go?” A moment 
later, a trio of young racers walks by, chatter- 
ing about their successes. “That’s the satisfac- 
tion, for me,” Jannace says, looking at the 
drivers. She holds out her arm, which is cov- 
ered in goose bumps. “That’s how much I 
love to see these kids do well.” 

You get the sense that the motivation behind 
Jannace’s quixotic enterprise, though, is simi- 
lar to that which compels her young drivers to 
seek Formula One glory — a desire to take on 
the odds, to succeed where others have failed. 
“When the first American is named champi- 
on,” she says, “I'll be up there on the podi- 
um.” She goes on to recall, with obvious rel- 
ish, sitting next to the distinguished British 
racer Nigel Mansell at a dinner party a decade 
or so ago, and Mansell saying, “If anyone can 
do this, it’s you — you tenacious little bitch.” 

Jannace doesn’t sleep much these days. 
When she’s not fussing over the details of the 
races, she says, she’s talking to the press, deal- 
ing with parents, or — and this is where the 
real work comes in — tending to the kids. “I 
never wanted to have children,” she says; 


a comeback. “What’s the chance of me getting 
into Formula One now?” he says, adding, “I 
just want to be in a racecar. I don’t feel like 
myself when I’m not.” 

For Scott Speed, being in a racecar is not a 
problem. In the space of a single month this 
year, Speed was the subject of at least three 
Driver Search press releases: SLICK SPEED 
SCORES WIN (May 10); SPEED’S DEUTSCHLAND 
DOUBLE (May 15); SPEED STRIKES AGAIN (May 
24). “[Competitor Pascal] Kochem made a 
mistake and I took advantage of it,” Speed is 
quoted as saying in one release. “After that it 
was relatively easy to take off and win the 
race.” You can only imagine what Speed’s 
failed compatriots must feel reading these 
breathless accounts. “It’s a lot of hard work,” 
he says on the phone from Europe, where he 
continues to win races. “It’s about commit- 
ment and talent. What it takes to be a For- 
mula One champion is to have 100 percent 
commitment to the sport.” Speed is aiming at 
winning a world championship in 2007, he 
says, possibly 2008. 

For those who aren't being quoted saying 
things like “Of course, I took some risks” and 
“The tire decision was brilliant!”, Speed’s suc- 
cess is probably made all the more difficult by 
the fact that he’s known for being, well, a bit 
of a jerk — a reputation that even he ac- 
knowledges. “Personally, I’m not here to make 
friends,” he says. “I’m here to go fast.” There 
may even be a possibility that it’s because of 
Speed’s caustic personality, rather than in 
spite of it, that he has excelled to the degree he 
has. As Jannace puts it, “Scott’s arrogance is 
what makes him fast.” 

Grant Maiman, meanwhile, is left wonder- 
ing where he went wrong. “Maybe that’s 
why I didn’t succeed,” he says. “Maybe I’m 
not arrogant enough.” He pauses and adds, 
“I guess I don’t want to be like that. I’d 
rather not be like that. I’d rather be 
maybe I wanted to be a better person than a 
better racecar driver.”

But there are various degrees of losing. A 
few hours after Matthew Lee was rushed to 
hospital, his father, Francis, got on the phone 
with Maria Jannace. “How is it?” Jannace 
asked. “Terrible,” the father replied. “The 
foot?” Jannace said. “No,” said Francis Lee. 
“He won’t get to finish.” A day or so later, the 
senior Lee doesn’t seem to have fully recovered 
from his disappointment. “I was mad as hell,” 
he says. “There was no reason for someone to 
hit Matthew on the first lap. But, you know, 
they don’t get it. People get crazy, they’re so 
desperate to win.” In the pushy-parent stakes, 
though, Francis Lee is a lightweight. The day 
before Matthew’s crash, another young racer 
had gotten into an equally spectacular cart- 
wheeling situation. As the boy writhed on the 
tarmac and the mother screamed from the 
stands, the father rushed over to where his son 
lay and videotaped the scene. 


ARIA JANNACE is sitting at a table in the 

Red Bull VIP tent, attempting to describe 
her own passion for Formula One racing. 
“Well, I’ve always loved motor sports,” she 
says. “I love the noise, the competition.” Near- 
by, a group of diminutive drivers have congre- 
gated beside the pits to watch the hard-fought 
heat that’s taking place, and to wait until it’s 
their turn to go tearing around the track. “I like 
to imagine what they’re thinking,” she says, 
gesturing at the kids. “What’s in their heads? 
Are they nervous? Are they thinking about 
their girlfriends? Are they thinking, ‘I may 
crash’? Are they fearless? Most of them are 
fearless, and I find that fascinating.” 

A slight, attractive 43-year-old with dark 
hair, wide eyes, and a blunt sense of humor, 
Jannace seems a strange person to lead a re- 
vival of American Grand Prix racing. For the 
last 18 years, she’s run her own public-rela- 
tions firm, Maxim Sports Management, in 
Manhattan — not particularly fertile ground 


deadpan. “They’ve taken to calling me mom. 
It used to bug me, I can’t tell you, but I got 
used to it.” The most ardent of her adoptees, 
Jannace continues, are three of the four racers 
who made it to Europe after the 2002 Driver 
Search — the ones who couldn’t cut it and 
got sent home. “They call me every day, all 
three of them,” she says. “Have you found me 
a sponsor yet? Have you found me money?” 
One of the three, a young man named Grant 
Maiman, is particularly persistent. “If he does- 
n’t call me twice a day,” Jannace says, pulling 
out her cell phone. “I probably have a text 
message or two he’s sent me.” 


N A CAR and Driver story about the 2002 

Red Bull Driver Search, the four winners of 
the contest — Grant Maiman, Joel Nelson, 
Paul Edwards, and Scott Speed — appear in a 
picture together wearing bright-blue, logo- 
emblazoned jumpsuits. Maiman, with his dim- 
ples and his cropped blond hair, has ay almost 
rapturous look on his face, a look that says, 
“Wow!” Things are very different for him now. 
“We didn’t put the results up,” he says, refer- 
ring to himself, Nelson, and Edwards (Speed is 
still in Europe, doing well). “It’s all about re- 
sults.” Like any driver worth his salt, Maiman 
has a bagful of mitigating factors for his failure. 
“I got hand-me-down parts. I don’t think I got 
a new set of brake pads the whole season.” 

For the last year, Maiman has been scour- 
ing the country for sponsorship, or even just a 
job on a track — fixing cars, whatever. “I live 
out of a truck,” he says. “I’m traveling non- 
stop: Florida, Arizona, California, New York, 
Indianapolis. I’m changing my oil once a 
week.” So far, Maiman hasn’t had any takers. 
“T'll keep busting, keep pushing, keep trying,” 
he says. “I’m not done. You’ve not seen the 
last of me.” Maybe so, but at the age of 25 — 
fairly old for a racecar driver — Maiman’s 
aware that he doesn’t have much time to make

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Bull Driver Search final. From there, up to 
four competitors will receive the sponsorship 
that will enable them, perhaps, to follow Scott 
Speed to European glory. Even Speed, 
though, will have to watch his back. “Next 
year,” he says. “It’s really going to come down 
to next year.” Even with his recent successes, 
Speed is well aware that there will be dozens 
of Driver Search graduates ready to take his 
place if he slips up. A few of the kids at F1 
Outdoors are already revealing glimpses of the 
cockiness that has served Red Bull’s current 
darling so well. One boy, when asked if he 
knows the whereabouts of a racer named Jere- 
my Warren, sneers, “You mean the kid who 
keeps finishing last?” 

In fact, Warren doesn’t keep finishing last; 
he keeps finishing first, a fact that has not 
gone unnoticed by the Red Bull brass. “He 
has won four races in four different cars,” 
says a rather imposing Austrian judge who 
goes by the name of Dr. Marco. “In racing, 
you must perform under pressure.” Meeting 
Warren, you wouldn’t know he was under 
any pressure at all. A bespectacled 1 7-year- 
old from Noblesville, Indiana, Warren speaks 
in a thoughtful, deliberate manner — he 
often sounds more like a chess player than a 
racecar driver. “This is not about being ag- 
gressive,” he says. “If someone passes you, 
you look at their line and think about how 
you can improve on that line. It’s not just 
about going fast.” 

After the final race in East Bridgewater, in 
which he finished second, Warren takes his 
place with his fellow victorious munchkins for 
a photo op under a Red Bull—-emblazoned 
arch. A few feet away, Mike Tosi and his father 
are engaged in a bitter dispute with one of the 
race officials. The younger Tosi — who was 
not a winner today — looks to be close to 
tears. Warren, meanwhile, is on his way to the 
semifinals. And then, maybe, Europe. Monte 
Carlo. Untold riches. Chicks. “I haven’t 
thought about that,” Warren says. “My parents 
ask me about it, but I just try to live lap by lap. 
You look too far ahead, you miss what’s right 
in front of you.” As Warren says this, a group 
of young also-rans make their way through the 
afternoon heat toward the track’s exit, their 
pockets and bags stuffed with complimentary 
cans of Red Bull. =

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In his new documentary, local filmmaker Bill Haney profiles

ICTURE YOUR FAVORITE grand- 
Prisci: She’s in her 80s, gray-haired 

and wrinkled, leaning heavily on her 
cane as she walks, or perhaps no longer walk- 
ing at all. 

Now picture Margaret Hinton. She’s 82, 
standing on the edge of a track, with a number 
pinned to her T-shirt. There’s no cane in sight. 

In Racing Against the Clock, the latest doc- 
umentary from local filmmaker Bill Haney, we 
meet Hinton and four other women, ages 50 
to 77, all of whom spend their lives training 
for and competing in state and national track- 
and-field competitions, en route to the world- 
championship games and, for some of them, 
world records. 

Haney, whose other film credits include 
Gift of the Game, a documentary about 
Cuban baseball, and The Road to Reconcilia- 
tion, about the peace process in Northern Ire- 
land, is a director and producer with the 
Waltham-based Uncommon Productions. He 
hasn’t yet screened Racing Against the Clock 
— which will premiere at the Boston Film 
Festival in September — for its five subjects. 
“It’s like, if you’ve made a birthday present 
for somebody you care about, and you built it 
yourself and it took you a year and a half,” he 
muses. “You want to find the right moment to 
give it to them.” 


Q: Where did the idea for this film come 
from? 

A: The general idea, which is that I find 
sports a really interesting way to explore social 
issues, kind of came from my last film, I guess 
— Gift of the Game. | produced a film a cou- 
ple years ago that was on civil reconciliation in 
Northern Ireland, and it was a thoughtful film, 
but it was presented in a kind of expository, 
fairly thoughtful way. And it doesn’t make it 
fun for people to watch. So sports provide this 
great context for character examination, but it 
can actually just be awfully good fun to watch. 
And frankly kind of good fun to make. 


Q: Did you have an interest in working with 
the elderly? 

A: No. In this case, I had — and I guess in 
a way I sort of have — an interest in a lot of 
social issues, and I have a very good friend in 
Waltham, her name is Sarah Lawson, and 
she’s a single mother of two, around 40, and 
she took up running very late in life, having 
never run before competitively, and she made 
it to be one of the top three in America in her 
age class, which was then 35 to 40. I went to 
celebrate and support her during the National 
Championships, and out of the corner of my 
eve, I saw a 101-year-old guy running, and I 
said, okay, I’ve got to go talk to that guy. And 
it kind of went from there. 


Q: How did you choose these particular five 
women to profile? 

A: We started with 20 or 22 people, men 
and women. And we found that the kind of 
journey for women in sports, particularly 
when they’re in the ages that we talked 
about, has just been more dramatic. Women 
weren't really allowed to play sports, or very 
little sports, 70 years ago. And there was 
pretty significant discrimination, even just 
social-convention discrimination, against 
women athletes 20 years ago. Title IX creat- 
ed a whole new series of choices, thus mak- 
ing the idea of some of the issues these 
women had faced surprising to girls, partic- 
ularly. So part of it was that. Part of it was 
their own charisma and energy and atti- 
tudes. In a lot of ways, I find these women, 
in their daily living, celebrate the best ways

to look at personal challenges in general and 
getting older in particular. 


Q: What was the filming process like? How 
much time did you spend at these events and 
with these women? 

A: We were with the women, these particu- 
lar five women, in their homes — in a number 
of cases, repeated visits to their houses — and 
then we filmed them at a series of different 
sporting events over 12 months, oftentimes 
with two or three cameramen. The events 
themselves, the World Championships are two 
weeks long, the National Championships were 
a week or even a little bit longer, so we actual- 
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Q: Did making this film affect your notions 
of aging and the elderly? 

A: Oh, yeah. I think that it’s a terrible 
thing that we see people’s bodies changing 
and we don’t really understand what’s hap- 
pening to their minds or to their attitudes. 
It’s easy to just draw the conclusion that 
there’s some deterioration in other parts of 
their lives as well. So to see the competitive 
drive in a 77-year-old pole vaulter, or to 
watch this 82-year-old woman with a broken 
shoulder doing the high jump — it’s just un- 
believable. So the pleasure of competition 
and of self-development, how these women 
kept that pleasure alive, has showed me a

ly got to know these women pretty well. And 
that’s, of course, one of the great pleasures of 
being a documentary filmmaker. 


Q: They all seemed to enjoy being on cam- 
era. Was that how they were from the start, or 
did they have to be eased into it? 

A: They were all different. I think that they 
were, as older people can be, looking for listen- 
ers. You know, a good listener is appreciated by 
all of us, and these women were no exception. I 
think that the process of being interviewed gets 
people to think about their own lives in ways 
they might otherwise not be thinking of them. 
So they find it a journey of self-exploration 
that’s kind of interesting and kind of fun. 


Q: Was there any one woman you got clos- 
est to? 

A: I often think [about] that, and the an- 
swer is really no. I love all of them equally, for 
different reasons. So for an Irish-American kid 
from Boston to spend a week in black-women 
culture with Jackie was just phenomenal. And 
then the incredible determination in Phil was 
really fun. Margaret and Pat have such magical 
senses of humor, particularly Pat. I liked them 
all equally, I really did. In very different ways. 


whole different view of getting older. And it’s 
also reminded me that so much of life is 
about your attitude toward what happens to 
you. They were kind of the real no-excuses 
program: “I’ve had cancer three times.” “I 
have a pacemaker.” “I’ve had my fourth 
pacemaker installed.” “My husband was an 
alcoholic.” “I’m poor, I don’t have a job.” 
“They canceled my flight.” There was no ob- 
stacle these girls couldn’t get over. It made 
my daily whimpering seem pretty pathetic. 


Q: Have the women seen the film yet? 
A: None of the women have seen the film in 
its totality. ; 


Q: What reaction do you hope they have? In 
an ideal world, would you sit down to watch it 
with them? 

A: I have been thinking about this question. 
We’ re just doing some technical tweaks and 
some last-minute changes, so I haven’t wanted 
them to see it in anything other than its really 
final form. I guess in an ideal way, I would see 
it with them, with an audience. Some of them, 
one of them in particular, is very self-critical. 
These are human beings, so they’re not perfect 
any more than the rest of us. I think if they 


saw how an audience appreciated them, it 
would be easier for them. And I think they’d 
feel appreciated. 


Q: You spent 20 years in the high-tech field. 
How'd you end up becoming a filmmaker? 

A: I started in business, and there were 
some things that I really loved about business. 
And I started when I was young, I started 
when I was in college, so I didn’t have chil- 
dren, I didn’t have a wife, and I was delighted 
to be on a plane four days a week; it just 
meant I could explore four different places. As 
I got older, I have now three little children, 
and I didn’t want to be away from them — 
but I still wanted the pleasure of bringing ideas 
to life, and ideally in a way that would be fun 
for me and for the people who saw the ideas 
taking sprout. So filmmaking came a little bit 
out of . . . I like the idea of creative collabora- 
tion, | want to make something that people 
enjoy, and I want to do it on a project basis. 
I’ve always loved stories, so I thought I'd take 
a crack at it. 

It’s going okay. I’ve got a partner in Los 
Angeles who’s been wonderful to work with. 
I’ve just finished filming the first fiction film I 
wrote, in Europe this summer, and I really had 
fun doing that. I have a guy who was nominat- 
ed for an Oscar, best director, who’s directing 
another feature film I wrote, and I just spent 
this last week with him. I’m getting to work 
with really wonderful people. 


Q: How easy or difficult is it to get films 
made in Boston? 

A: It depends a little bit on what kind of 
film. There’s a big difference between docu- 
mentaries and features. Boston is as good a 
place to make documentary films as there is in 
the world. WGBH is really the heart and soul 
of the documentary-film world in America, 
and one of the two centers in the world. They 
get great, generous, talented people. So for 
documentary films, fantastic. For feature films, 
there’s a talented crew community, a really 
great base of storytellers, and very small con- 
nection to the industry. So for little films, 
$200,000, like Maureen Foley’s — I was just 
one of the producers on a film made in Boston 
called American Wake — it’s a good place. 
For, like the film that I’m going to start shoot- 
ing in the fall, which is a $15 million film, it’s 
not a great place to base your operation. It 


' 


’ might be a great place to come and film. 


Q: Does working with something like a $15 
million budget feel extravagant? 

A: No. I mean, the work environment’s dif- 
ferent, and you expect and experience differ- 
ent things. To make the movie we did this 
summer, which is called Tempesta, you have 
150 people working, building a five-square- 
block set of Venice. You expect that to cost 
more than one person with a digi-beta camera 
following a woman in a nursing home. You al- 
ways feel, at least I’ve always felt, that I barely 
had enough time, I barely had enough money, 
and I barely had enough energy. 


Q: No matter how big the budget. 
A: Exactly! 


Q: What's the last movie you saw? 

A: I saw Calendar Girls. | loved it. It was 
great fun. I saw it, interestingly, because I 
have a producing partner in Europe, and he 
was thinking of our five women. It was a 
lighthearted, sweet movie based on a real 
story. I enjoyed that. My favorite documen- 
tary, I love the movie Spellbound. Nonfiction 
filmmaking, if it really captures the charac- 
ters, it’s pretty hard in fiction to create a 
character that interesting. 

Filmmaking, one of the things that’s cool 
and also difficult, and I haven’t learned really 
how to do it, I’m just sort of struggling for- 
ward, is that when it’s really well done, it inte- 
grates sound and music and visuals and narra- 
tive in a way that it just has more emotional 
power than a lot of things can have. ai

No it's not legal. Federal fair housing law prohibits this type of discrimina- 
tion. The fact that you have children cannot be used by a landlord to deny 
you housing. 








Lex: About three months ago | rented a condo directly from the 
owner. The condo is in a large building with about 80 units and | 
signed a 1 year lease. It seems the owner (my landlord) is not paying 
the monthly condo fee so the attorneys for the building management 
company contacted me and demanded | pay the rent directly to them. 
| called my landlord and he told me to ignore it and that rent should 
continue be paid directly to him. 1! feel as though | am caught in the 
middie. What do | do? 










—Confused in Cambridge 









Wow. This is an unfortunate situation for everyone and you are in the mid- 
dle. Your lease is with the owner and that’s who you should continue to 
pay unless there is a clause — which is unlikely - stating that the manage- 
ment company may seize rents for non payment of condo fees. Sorry to 
hear of this trouble. The attorneys for the building management company 
can make your life miserable but you are probably not legally obliged to pay 
them a dime. 









Lex: If! am evicted from my apartment, does it go on my permanent 
record? | am close to being kicked out, but | am afraid that if | am 
evicted | will have difficulty finding another apartment.

Yes. If you are “kicked out” it goes on your credit report and other potential 
landlords will be unlikely to rent to you if you’ve had a prior eviction. Do 
everything you can to avoid being evicted from your current apartment.

lhe DeCordova Museum has announced the recipient of 

this year’s coveted Rappaport Prize — at $20,000, the 
largest public annual award to an individual artist in New 
England — and the deserving winner is a Somerville-based 
_ printmaker. Debra Olin has 
been a visible presence on the 
area’s art scene for years, 
| developing a rich body of work 
| while exploring her own 
Eastern European Jewish 
heritage through two- 
dimensional prints and three 
dimensional garment-like 
constructions often adorned 
with text, found objects, and 
images. She uses these poetic 
body doubles to make 
connections with other 
generations and other traditions. Her personal history is a 
jumping-off point for poignant explorations of life and loss 
this is heavy stuff — but she’s so hopeful in her attitude and 
inventive in her style that the work takes on a transcendent 
quality while remaining resolutely earthy, and mortal 

The artist is articulate and good-humored about her work, 
explaining, “When | first started printmaking, the work that 
was most successful was about my background, my family, 
about loss of a culture, but it has definitely branched out. | 
like the idea of connecting disparate cultures. For example, 
there’s a Russian and Polish healing technique called 
‘cupping’ — and then | found out that my Chinese 
acupuncturist uses it! It seems like these cultures would be 
so at odds, but finding these connections gives me hope. My 
work has gone on more of a path of healing lately — inner 
healing, healing the world.” She laughs. “| probably listen to 
too much radio while | work!” Olin’s work is currently on 
view in the exhibition “Time Remembered/Time Past: Boston 
Printmakers at the ACM” at the Art Complex Museum in 
Duxbury. It'll be up though September 12 and is well worth 
the trip. 

Cultural connections are also the focus of “Made in 
Taiwan: Jane Ingram Allen,” which is opening at the Essex Art 
Center on September 10. Ingram Allen, a sculptor and an 
installation artist as well as a papermaker, spent six months 
on a Fulbright grant in Taiwan, where her interest in 
environmental issues and our cultural, geographic, and 
psychological experience of the world led her to create a 
series of handmade paper maps using recycled paper pulp 
and renewable, native Taiwanese resources in combination 
with mass-produced local items. One of her more poetic 
techniques involves laying paper pulp over manhole covers to 
make patterned and textured sheets that she incorporates 
into her larger, organically shaped maps. This is street art at 
its most literal, adding a direct physical connection between 
maps and the places they represent.

Center on September 9 herald what looks like an adventurous 
exhibition program brewing in Medford under the fresh eye of 
new director Amy Schlegel.

Another offbeat choice would be 
the serial killer played by Ben Kingsley in 
Suspect Zero. He preys on other serial 
killers, and that’s a good thing, right? 
Aaron Eckhart and Carrie-Anne Moss play 
the FBI agents scratching their heads over 
that one; E. Elias Merhige (Shadow of the 
Vampire) directs. Also offbeat but not as 
deadly is Danny Deckchair, in which an 
Australian guy attaches balloons to an 
item of outdoor furniture and changes his 
life. Rhys Ifans and Miranda Otto star in 
this comedy from Jeff Balsmeter. More 
heroism is on display in Margarethe von 
Trotta’s RosenstraBe, as non-Jewish 
housewives stand up and protest when 
their Jewish husbands are detained by the 
Nazis.

About time 


More Donnie Darko comes to light 


hen Richard Kelly was offered his first 

directorial job by Hollywood, a “B” 
picture called Va/entine, he passed on it, 
saying, it’s been reported, that he only had 
one chance to make his first film. Turns out 
he was wrong. His third stab at his first film, 
Donnie Darko, comes out this week. A hit 
with audiences at the 2001 Sundance Film 
Festival, this puzzler about God, time travel, 
and a giant bunny named Frank bewildered 
studios. It was finally released in a version 
that had been edited to limit its 
eccentricities and bring it in under two 
hours. This second Darko became a cult 
favorite, and that’s allowed Kelly to put 
back the missing pieces, add some more, 
and come up with Donnie Darko: The 
Director’s Cut. 

“Newmarket [the releasing studio] rescued 
the film after Sundance,” the director 
explains. “Nobody wanted to touch it. People 
liked it, but acquisition executives were 
wigged out. They thought it wasn’t art-house 
enough for art houses and too esoteric to be 
commercial. It was about to go straight to 
home video and debut on the Starz network. 
Very depressing. It was four months of hell 
after Sundance, and finally Newmarket said, 
‘We’re going to put it into theaters.” And the 
rest is history.” 

History, though, as those who have seen 
Donnie Darko know, is flexible. Given the 
right circumstances, an act of God or the 
decision of a studio, we can remake or undo 
the events of the past. The added material in 
The Directors Cut expands on this theme. 
“When we re-released the film, we thought 
this was a chance to go back and 
reassemble. So it became something 
altogether new, incorporating all the original 
ideas and the time-travel book [an 
apocryphal book that serves as Donnie’s 
guide through the space-time continuum]. 
The time-travel book was written while 
editing the film. | knew | would never be 
able to get any of that stuff into the film 
under two hours, so | put it on the Web site. 
Fans could access it there and at least see 
what | was intending to do. When | didn’t 
have the restrictions of two hours, | could 
then incorporate the book into the narrative. 
It’s meant to answer some questions but add 
a whole new layer of mystery in terms of the 
Carl Sagan/Isaac Asimov stuff. Which is 
really interesting to me. If you can 
understand two percent of Stephen Hawking,

you're doing pretty good.” 

A lot of people have been making the 
effort. And as with Star Wars and The Matrix, 
some have embraced the film with quasi- 
religious fervor. “It’s a little frightening,” 
Kelly says, “but at the same time, I’m glad 
it’s inspired people to talk. If they’re talking 
about Stephen Hawking and metaphysics and 
predestination and free will and philosophy, | 
think that’s better than talking about the Laci 
Peterson trial and the latest reality-TV craze. 

“In the original screenplay and the original 
cut, there was a lot of talk of God. In order to 
counterbalance that, it was important for me 
to introduce the idea of technology in the film 
with the new effects sequences. The God-in- 
the-machine idea is a very fascinating theme 
in literature because that is the combination 
of technology and divine intervention. To me, 
there is no greater example of that in science 
fiction than a time machine. Because time is 
arguably God, and by breaking the space-time 
barrier, you are arguably contacting God. That 
ultimately is where the film is going. The 
universe exists because of some distant 
technology that erupts through the space-time 
continuum, and in effect, it might be that 
some higher power has been contacted 
because of it.” 

Huh? 

“It’s pretty complicated stuff,” Kelly admits. 
“But if you really get into the time-travel books 
and watch the movie more than once, you'll 
start to understand the whole logic behind it 
all and put the puzzle together.” 

Here’s a coincidence: the film is set in 
1988, and it refers to the presidential 
candidacy of Michael Dukakis. It was finished 
in 2000, during another presidential 
campaign. Now The Director’s Cut comes out 
in 2004. Any thoughts on this? 

“History certainly repeats itself,” Kelly 
says. “And it’s interesting to see how it does. 
We need to study recent history, and | think 
the message of the film, one of the many 
messages of the film, is. . . vote Kerry. Or 
write-in-vote Dukakis.” 

What about the issues of teenage angst, 
free will, predestination, time travel, God, 
and ’80s music? 

“Man, just see the movie.”

Tap-dance royalty 


Jimmy Slyde and Savion Glover at the Tanglewood Jazz Festival 


f we were to talk about a tap-dance royal family in 
America, we'd start with its king, the late Gregory Hines, 
his designated heir, Savion Glover, and the genial, smooth- 
sailing man with the shoes that float, Jimmy Slyde, whom 
Glover, Slyde’s former student, calls the “Grandfather of 
Tap.” So it’s pretty exciting that Glover and Slyde will be 
performing next Saturday at the Tanglewood Jazz Festival. 
Tap is an art form that’s been nourished by begats. It 
first stirred in the African dances that came off the slave 
ships. The drum beat accompaniment was gradually 
absorbed into the rhythms and the sounds of the feet and 
somehow, in the cauldron of immigration spilling onto our 
shores, melded with the folk dances of the white 
Europeans. Subtitled “American vernacular dance,” a 
wide-ranging term used by historians Marshall and Jean 
Stearns to include any kind of influence from Appala- 
chian-region clogging to improvisation to the cakewalk 
contests on the plantations, tap bubbled up through the 
social-dance occasions — indoors and out — to the jukin’ 
palaces of the South, the nightclub shows up North, and 
the vaudeville bills. Like jazz musicians, the tap dancers 
learned the form by imitation and expanded it by 
innovation to create a uniquely American way of moving. 
Now 75, Slyde who was born James Godbolt and raised 
in Boston, cites the great vaudeville and film star Bill 
“Bojangles” Robinson as his inspiration. Like Robinson, 
Hines, and Glover (who came later), Slyde started dancing 
as a child, studying with the legendary Boston-based 
teacher Stanley Brown and Eddie “School Boy” Ford. He 
changed his name when he teamed up with Jimmy “Sir 
Slyde” Mitchell as a nightclub and concert act during the 
’AOs and ’50s, before the advent of rock and roll and 
television sent them and the other tappers underground.

Hearty Italian 


with sizable advantages

istorante Fiore is now 

the largest restaurant 

in the North End, 
with the strengths and 
weaknesses that implies. It’s 
easy to get a table, either 
small or very large; and 
three dining spaces give you 
every option, from the pop- 
ular rooftop to a bar with a 
working fireplace. There is a 
Web-based reservation sys- 
tem at www.ristorantefiore 
.com. (It works, but doesn’t 
include the roof-deck seat- 
ing.) And there actually is a 
Fiore, namely Fiore Colella, 
who was born in Avellino, 
Campania. Colella worked 
his way up from dishwasher 
to chef and owner of Canti- 
na Italiana next door, then 
took over a music store to 
build Fiore. 

The menu is commend- 








ably short, somewhat ex- 
pensive, and generally 
good, but not great. Much 
the same can be said of the wine list, 
although it usefully offers very large 
bottles, as large as five liters, at emi- 
nently fair prices. If you have a party 
of 10, you can feel quite luxurious 
with one of these bottles. 

The breadbasket brings a crusty 
white Italian loaf, freshly sliced, with a 
pour of extra-virgin olive oil. Our fa- 
vorjte appetizer was the antipasto 
misto ($12), which leaned heavily on a 
fine ripe cantaloupe to contrast with 





meaty prosciutto (the classic combina- 
tion), fingers of fresh mozzarella (sur- 
prisingly good), and triangles of 
provolone (okay). I also liked the 
bruschetta di peperoni ($9), made of 
garlic toasts topped with shredded 
roast peppers and goat cheese, some 
leaves of fresh basil, and a decoration 
of basil oil. 

The tomato salad ($7) started with 
slices of a proper August beefsteak 
tomato, under a pile of shredded red 
onion, meaty anchovies, basil leaves, 
and a blue-cheese dressing I wouldn’t 
have associated with Italian food, but 
enjoyed quite a lot with the tomatoes. 
Frittura di calamari ($11) was slightly 
under-fried and served with fried 
slices of jalapeno peppers and a sweet 
marinara sauce as a dip. 

The king of the pasta menu is bom- 
bolotti alla vodka ($25). Bombolotti 
are wagon-wheel shapes extruded to 
about twice the length of large ziti or 
rigatoni. They have to be cut before 
you can fit them into your mouth, but 
even so, the chambers hold a lot of 
sauce. And it’s a good sauce, with 
cream, tomatoes, and a little vodka for 
bite. The dish also features a‘whole 
lobster tail, some split shrimp, and un- 


derdone asparagus cut like green 
beans. The pasta was too soft for me 
to rate this a great pasta dish, but it 
was a Satisfying plate of food. 

Less satisfying was the cioppino 
($34), a type of fish stew. It was full 
of good seafood, including enough 
lobster to justify the price, but there 
was no synergy with the thin tomato 
broth, despite the addition of grape 
tomatoes and fresh basil leaves. The 
contents, besides the lobster, were a 
king-crab leg, squid rings, bay scal- 
lops, shrimp, mussels, and some little- 
neck clams. 

We also tried the gnocchi al forno 
($15). These are larger dumplings, 
boiled and then baked with some ri- 
cotta and a lot of tomato sauce. The 
latter isn’t light enough for marinara, 
and lacks the slight caramelized quali- 
ty of the long-cooked tomato sauces 
that made the North End famous. 

Our best main dish was probably ag- 
nello ai ferri ($26), described as a dou- 
ble-cut lamb chop, but actually about 
six ribs of real baby lamb, done medi- 
um to order, and served with buttery 
mashed potatoes. | also liked the duck 
breast Marsala ($22) for the meaty 
slices, sweet-sour sauce, two wild as- 
paragus, and two baby carrots, but I 
thought the underlying risotto had the 
perfect taste of bouillon cubes. This 
doesn’t necessarily mean it was made 
that way, just that the combination of 
herbs, salt, spices, and broth produced 
that effect. (I once followed an elabo- 
rate recipe for a seafood-mushroom 
risotto and ended up with almost exact- 
ly the tuna-rice casserole my Jewish 
mother served in the 1950s.) 

The mostly Italian wine list is 
strongest in Tuscan varieties, from 
Rosso di Montepulciano up to Brunel- 
lo di Montalcino, in those giant bot- 
tles. We had an ordinary bottle of 
Centine ($25), Banfi’s Tuscan blend 
of sangiovese (the main grape of Chi- 
anti) with merlot (the second grape of 
Bordeaux and the main grape of dat- 
ing-bar reds). The list offered 
“2000/2001,” so I said we'd take the 
2000 if there was any left. Our server 
came and explained that the available

year was 2002. Since this kind of 
lighter wine is designed to be drink- 
able when shipped, that was fine. It 
was a good wine for this food, al- 
though more solid than the carafe 
wines of Tuscany I was thinking 
about. Fiore also has fine decaf ($2) 
and everything that comes from an 
espresso-cappuccino machine, includ- 
ing that drinkable oxymoron, decaf 
espresso ($2.50). 

Desserts are above average for the 
North End (where the average, already 
not high, is brought down further by 
some of the smaller restaurants that do 
not serve dessert). The tiramisu ($7) is 
like an actual slice of a high, round 
cream cake. A special dessert, frutti di 
bosco ($9), combined superb straw- 
berry gelato with very decent fresh 
strawberries. The Italian sorbets are 
imported, so we’ve seen them else- 
where, although not the refreshing 
lemon ($7). Chocolate-mousse cake 
($7) was creamy and well frosted, but 
not really power chocolate. 

Service at Fiore was very good on a 
weeknight. The downstairs dining 
room is all beiges and golds, very nice 
colors to set off people and food, and 
it gradually filled up in the early 
evening. But the action in the summer 
was on the roof garden. I don’t like to 
eat outdoors when reviewing, because 
I find it hard to taste in the open air, 
between the breeze and the cigarettes. 
But the roof might be a very good 
choice for smallish parties if they don’t 
mind louder surroundings, because 
Fiore’s food is more hearty than subtle. 
The really large tables are on the street 
level — maybe so the servers don’t 
have to carry those five-liter bottles of 
wine upstairs to decant them. The 
middle floor, a long, narrow room, is 
done in Sienese maroon. 

One of Fiore’s best features is its 
sheer size, which makes it ideal for 
large parties. There are also some 
private spaces for catering. But it 
should be possible to walk in most 
nights, and have a pleasant if not 
epic dining experience. ee

$10. Not a top-notch Mandarin-Szechuan restau 
rant, but a big step up for Cleveland Circle. Go for

Boston, (617) 247-2225. $12-$22 (lunch, $5-$8) 
Likable, stylish, inauthentic, popular Santa Fe bar

There are a lot of must 
tastes: the fresh eggplant salad, the charcoal 
grilled squid, the superb donner kebab, and the 
kunefi dessert 

ROGGIE’S BREW AND GRILLE, 356 Chestnut 
Hill Ave. (Cleveland Circle), Brighton, (617) 566 
1880. $6-$14. An inexpensive, super-filling bar 
and grill with 20 beers on tap and a crowd that's 
hipper than you'd expect for Cleveland Circle. Fa 
jitas, steak tips, and the like come in monstrous 
portions; diners more discerning than hungry 
should look to the raw bar and the very nice 
Greek-style grilled seafood 

SUPER 88 MARKET FOOD CONNECTION, 
1095 Comm Ave, Allston, (617) 787-2288. $5 
$10. Not a restaurant but a food court, with 
stands representing much of Asia, although the 
sleeper is the Venezuelan Mambo Cafe. If this is 
about noodle soup, have the pho at Sugar Bow! 
Some other highlights are the mango lassi at 
Rickshaw, the broiled ee! at Misono, and the tres 
leches cake at Mambo. To get in with the cool 
Asian teen crowd, have a milk tea with tapioca 
bubbles” at Lollycup TeaZone, the Dunkin 
Donuts of bubble-tea franchises. 

WONDER BAR, 186 Harvard Ave., Allston 
617) 351-2665. $6-$10. The echt-Allston crowd 
may never love this outpost of Newbury Street 
polish, but it's their loss — the former Bunratty’s 
is now a civilized (and cheap) place for a drink 
anda bite. The food's good (mostly sandwiches 
and small dinners baked in terra-cotta pots), 
there's plenty of beer on tap (even though every- 
one around you is drinking martinis), and there's 
jazz at night. Warning: you won't get past the 
doorman in sneakers. 


BACK BAY 
AUJOURD’HUI, 200 Boylston St. (Four Seasons 
Hotel), Boston, (617) 351-2037. $32-$44. Prix fixe 
tasting menus $52 (vegetarian), $74 (seasonal) 
and $90 (chef's). Elegant food in an elegant set- 
ting with impeccable service — and a view rivaled 
only by that of the Ritz. Many consider this to be 
Boston's most romantic dining room, although the 
food may strike some as 4 little staid. 
AZURE, 61 Exeter St. (Lenox Hotel), Boston 
(617) 933-4800. $20-$36. Grandpa wants to go 
the old Ritz-Carlton dining room, and niece wants 
to try the nouvelle cuisine at the new one. Let's 
send this family to the Lenox Hotel, where the up- 
scale Azure has some of the qualities of each 
with a unifying theme of exotic seafood. Our picks 
off the opening menu favored the simpler ideas 
(goat-cheese flan, “Very Good Lobster Soup,” 
rack of lamb, sherbets), over the more complicat 
ed dishes, and the Atlantic seafood (sautéed sea 
dabs with Peekytoe crab) over the Pacific stuff 
But niece will get to sample at least three new 
species of fish and produce. And Uncle Cari will 
enjoy the extensive wine list. 
BANGKOK BLUE, 651 Boylston St., Boston 
(617) 266-1010. $8-$13. Very good all-around 
Thai restaurant, with lovely paintings in a duplex 
space, and often easier to get into than Back Bay 
neighbors offering half the flavor at three times 
the price. Good with coconut milk and seafood 
and dumplings, especially golden triangles, ren- 
dang {an Indonesian coconut stew), choo chee 
fisherman, and a rare Asian dessert that works 
Thai custard. 
BHINDt BAZAAR INDIAN CAFE, 95 Mass Ave 
Boston, (617) 450-0660. $10-$14 (lunch $7-$8) 
A pretty little café from the owner of Rangoli and 
Tanjore, again offering regional dishes from all 
over India, but again at its best with Bombay-style 
dishes like bhel and chat papri, although the 
south Indian dosa is very wonderful, and the Ben 
. gali-style bhindi (okra) aachari is the best veg 
etable curry I've had in years 
BRISTOL LOUNGE, 200 Boylston St. (Four Sea- 
sons Hotel), Boston, (617) 338-4400. $13-$32 
The ground-floor restaurant at the Four Seasons 
isn't cheap, but it's swanky and quiet and a lot 
more affordable than Aujourd’hui upstairs — and 








with nouvelle NuMex food. Good salads and 
desserts, fun fusions like “cowboy pot stickers 
Rocky Mountain lamb, Norma's Zuni roll 
CROMA, 269 Newbury St., Boston, (617) 247 
3200. $10-$14. Although Boston may not need a 
clone of the most popular pizza parlor in Man 
chester, England, Newbury Street clearly needs a 
large, reliable, moderately priced, short-menu 
ltalian restaurant. Baked Italian casseroles and 
thin-crust pizzas are the staples, but don't miss 
the Peking duck salad. If you like English 
desserts, the sticky toffee pudding is so sweet 
you'll need the optional ice cream to cut the 
sweetness. A clean, well-lit place with lots of out- 
door seating, so dress to be seen 

EXCELSIOR, 272 Boylston St., Boston, (617) 
426-7878. $24-$48. The re-launch of Biba is 
more conservative, though bits of the old flam- 
boyance show through on dishes like the oysters 
with pea shooters, the vertical roaster duckling 
and the sticky toffee pudding dessert. There is 
now enough steak and lobster on the menu so 
that your rich uncle can take you there for dinner 
and you still can sneak in a sweetbread appetizer 
or a lobster pizza to discuss with foodie frends for 
a week thereafter 

GRILL 23 AND BAR, 161 Berkeley St., Boston 
(617) 542-2255. $24-$60. Heaven for carnivores, 
but fans of general good-food-beyond-steak will 
find happiness here, too. A handsome, impres- 
sive room (and a new second floor), with a sense 
of Old World luxury 

HSIN HSIN CHINESE NOODLE RESTAURANT, 
25 Mass Ave, Boston, (617) 536-9852. $6-$11. A 
great little restaurant with a short menu full of 
clean, sharp flavors. Emphasizing soups and 
noodles, the menu draws from ail regions, with a 
slight tendency toward the hot-and-spicy season- 
ings of the Southwest. Try the vast and delec- 
table scallion pancake and the house-special 
pan-fried noodles. 

INDIA SAMRAAT, 51A Mass Ave, Boston, (617) 


| 247-0718. $8-$17. Small, sparsely decorated, 


and running to small entrées, but the chef has a 
firm hand on the standard curries and the condi- 
ment tray. Homemade cheese sparks the vege- 
tarian list; lamb jalfrozie and chicken tikka masala 
for richly flavored sauces. Great tea. 

ISLAND HOPPER, 91 Mass Ave, Boston, (617) 
266-1618. $9-$20. A pretty room with an eager- 
to-please attitude and a bewildering pan-Asian 
menu. The core is Malaysian dishes like the roti 
appetizer, and Ipoh chili shrimp. But the kitchen 
also does well with almost anything fried, and 
some nice vegetable and tofu dishes. The jazz 
background tapes and abstract Impressionist 
paintings represent the neighborhood influence 
of Berklee 

MORTON'S, 1 Exeter Plaza (Boylston at Exeter), 
Boston, (617) 266-5858. $23-$51. A modern re- 
construction of a Chicago steakhouse. Offering a 
custom-aged porterhouse steak of unimaginable 
flavor and tenderness. 

QUOTES, Mary Baker Eddy Library for the Bet- 
terment of Humanity, 200 Mass Ave, Boston, 
(617) 450-7229. $7-$16. The café at the Mary 
Baker Library is a quiet respite from the Back 
Bay, not as conceptually brilliant as the Mappari- 
um, but it doesn't echo, either. You'll enjoy the 
mushroom bisque, the California sushi, and the 
many desserts with coffee and tea from Peet's, 
but of course no alcohol 

RITZ-CARLTON DINING ROOM, 15 Arlington 
St. (Ritz-Carlton), Boston, (617) 536-5700. $28- 
$50. The refurbished Ritz has kept the legendary 
service and atmosphere of the grand Dining 
Room, and chef Tony Esnault has updated the 
food without losing the classic fee!. You'll still want 
to dress up and concentrate on protein, such as 
tenderloin of beef, rack of lamb, or genuine Dover 
sole, but you'll be surprised by the graceful veg- 
etable garnishes. Using one’s own money, you 
might pass on appetizers and add the superb 
cheese course, but splurge on desserts 
STEPHANIE’S, 190 Newbury St., Boston, (617) 
236-0990. $7-$32. Bistro-style dining, with a 
menu that’s partly Italian (pizza, risotto, calamari) 
and partly American (steak, pork chops). Com- 
fort-food specials like meat loaf and pot pie

536-0290. $10-$28. New American cuisine 
served in the kind of low-key but elegant atmos- 
phere you'd expect on lower Newbury Street 
Works by local artists hang on the walls; an out- 
door café in the warm weather makes for ideal 
people-watching 

TYPHOON, 725 Boyiston St., Boston, (617) 859- 
8181. $5-$25. Too many cuisines at a useful 
range of prices. We think the Vietnamese food is 
the core of the menu, but some Hong Kong 
seafood dishes are well made, and the sushi is 
entirely acceptable. How you fuse is up to you, 
but you could start with spicy shrimp soup, ruby 
scallops, a classic Cantonese steamed sea bass, 
or a cheap vermicelli plate. Dodge the obvious 
Chinese tourist food, though.

$8-$13). Gorgeous modern Greek restaurant 
with modern (and upscale) Greek food. The fa- 
miliar spreads are remade wonderfully, espe 
cially the subtle taramosalata. Baked octopus is 
great, seafood and chicken are well handled 
and the pastitsio is as delicious as peasant food 
and as pretty as French cheffery. A great Greek 
wine list makes for a temptation to stick to appe-

The 
kitchen delivers with fresh eel, whole roe scal- 
lops, lobster, crab, and fish in brilliant treat- 
ments. Authentic hot pots, Chinese broccoli in 
oyster sauce, and a comforting dessert of hot 
tapioca in coconut milk. Friendly place, too, and 
a cut cheaper 

CHAU CHOW CITY, 83 Essex St. Boston, (617) 
338-8158 $6-$16. A vast, somewhat glitzy room 
at the top of the solid pyramid of Chau Chow 
seafood restaurants. The new palace is a little 
more expensive, has a little better service, and 
opened up with a somewhat conservative dinner 
menu, though still featuring authentic Swatowese 
seafood dishes such as clams in black-bean 
sauce, lobster or crab with ginger and scallion 
and spicy fried calamari. Daily dim sum is for the 
more adventurous 

CHINA PEARL, 9 Tyler St., Boston, (617) 426- 
4338. $6-$16. Actually thie perfect three-genera- 
tional night out, as this revived dinosaur of Chi- 
natown scores with fried goodies for the kids, 
authentic Hong Kong and Cantonese-style 
seafood for the parents, and spirited Chinese- 
American classics for the grandparent genera- 
tion. Superb soups for all. Breakfast, lunch, and 
late-night dim sum. 

EAST OCEAN CITY, 25-29 Beach St., Boston, 
(617) 542-2504/4223. $4-$20. Handsomely dec- 
orated Cantonese-Hong Kong restaurant that 
actually nets a fish from the dining-room tank for 
your steamed fish. You can taste the difference. 
Good house-special soup, clams in black-bean 
sauce, king tou spares, and chow foon as well 
Late hours, full liquor license. Dress up a little 
EMPEROR’S GARDEN (A/K/A EMPIRE’S 
GARDEN), 690 Washington St., Boston, (617) 
482-8898. $6-$14. Huge, somewhat impersonal, 
but very handy dining rooms serving dim sum 
(teahouse snacks and dumplings) every day 
through lunch, and shifting over to fine Can- 
tonese dining (with a few Mandarin-Szechuan 
dishes) at night. Soups are great, and so are 
clams with black-bean sauce, vegetables with 
fresh squid or real crab sauce, and a comfort- 
food version of beef with broccoli. 

IMPERIAL SEAFOOD RESTAURANT, 70 
Beach St., Boston, (617) 426-8543. $6-$27. The 
downstairs of the famous dim sum restaurant, full 
of big round tables for large groups on medium- 
celebratory occasions. The best of an overly in- 
Clusive menu are the ambitious Cantonese clas- 
sics: steamed fish; lobster Chinese style; Imperial 
egg roll; roast duck; clams in black-bean sauce. 
Lavishly redecorated with live fish and lobster 
tanks, without losing the rococo, kitschy sense of 
the thing. 

PEACH FARM RESTAURANT, 4 Tyler St., 
Boston, (617) 482-1116. $4-$34. One of the 
smatier live-tank seafood restaurants in China- 
town, Peach Farm takes advantage by getting 
everything to the table really fast. Steamed fish 
and fried anything really benefit, but don't miss 
the braised chicken hot pot, perhaps the tastiest 
chicken dish in Boston 

PEOPLE’S CAFETERIA, 21-23 Edinboro St., 
Boston, (617) 482-7328. $4-$11. Not a real cafe- 
teria, but fewer frills and lower prices than most of 
the current wave in Chinatown. You could make 
this your personal chow foon palace, but I'd also 
feast on lobster in ginger and scallion, clams in 
black-bean sauce, and salt-and-pepper squid 
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PHO VIETNAM, 1 Stuart St., Boston, (617) 
292-0220. $5-$19. As the name implies, a great 
bow! of pho, the national noodle soup of Viet- 
nam, but also the best grilled squid appetizer in 
the whole calamari-loving area, and some 
deadly Thai-style curries. No atmosphere, and 
prices that reflect that 

QUALITY CAFE, 50 Beach St., Boston, (617) 
988-8006. $4-$15. Actually a snack parlor, with 
late hours and lots of bubble tea, noodle plates, 
and odd desserts, but the huge menu will also 
suit large mixed groups, as the Chinese-Ameri- 
can food is decently made and priced, and there 
are some excellent versions of Szechuan egg- 
plant, spicy dry-fried seafood, stir-fried peapod 
stems, clay pots of rice, and seasonal hotpots. 
SOUTH STREET DINER, 178 Kneeland St 
(South Station), Boston, (617) 350-0028. $3-$6. In 
the funky little 1920s diner building at the corner of 
South and Kneeland Streets, this 24/7 diner (for- 
merly Boston's Original Diner) serves solid, hand- 
made versions of what you'd expect: burgers, 
fries, cheese omelets, and plenty of coffee. 
YAN’S BEST PLACE, 52 Beach St., Boston, 
(617) 338-6223. $7-$16. A nondescript storefront 
leads to an excellent, old-school Cantonese 
seafood restaurant. See if you can get your serv- 
er to translate some of the specials posted on the 
wall, but on the regular menu you won't go wrong 
with the house special seafood soup, any of the 
seafood dishes with garlic chives, the braised 
duck Buddha's delight, and the taro “tapioca 
pearls dessert” for dessert. 


COPLEY/PRUDENTIAL 

BRASSERIE JO, 120 Huntington Ave. (Colon- 
nade Hotel), Boston, (617) 425-3240. $14-$29. 
Traditional Parisian bistro” flavors with some 
hearty Alsatian dishes. A clone of a second 
restaurant by Chicago's Alsatian chef Jean Joho, 
this is a remarkably useful restaurant for the 
Colonnade Hotel, the Symphony-Prudential area 
and anyone who happens by for breakfast, lunch 
dinner, drinks, or a late graze. Unusually for the 
‘90s, the big flavors are in the entrées, such as 
choucroute garni, cog au vin, and duckling a l'or- 
ange, with important cabbage and potato state- 
ments on the side. 

FIREFLY AMERICAN BISTRO, 130 Dartmouth 
St., Boston, (617) 262-4393. $9-$16. Firefly is 
only steps from Copley Place, and has big 
cheap, good desserts. It's a little funky, but the 
thin-crust pizzas are good, and so are the “Amer- 
ican bistro” entrées like poached salmon and 
roasted duck breast. The list of martinis is longer 
than the list of wines by the glass, but don't forget 
those desserts 

THE ORIGINAL SPORTS SALOON, 47 Hunt- 
ington Ave. (Copley Square Hotel), Boston, (617) 
536-1904. $7-$10. The Memphis smoked barbe- 
cue is the star of this menu. The bar also boasts a 
superior collection of sports memorabilia 
TURNER FISHERIES, 10 Huntington Ave 
Boston, (617) 424-7425. $23-$29. Traditional 
seafood favorites, as well as more exotic offer- 
ings. Fresh fish prepared to order; also a raw bar.

A tiny build- 
ing and two-table restaurant built around an ex- 
posed brick oven. Basically take-out, and what 
you want are the exquisite pork ribs, slowly de- 
fatted and perfectly balanced between smoky 
and spicy. The rest is hit or miss. Late hours 
Thurs. through Sun 

UNITED HOUSE OF PRAYER KITCHEN, 206 
Seaver St., Boston, (617) 442-0105. $6-$8 
Cheap, wholesome, and filling soul food is the 
daily offering at this squeaky-clean cafeteria in 
the basement of the extensively rehabbed United 
House of Prayer for All People in the former Elma 
Lewis School 


DOWNTOWN/WATERFRONT 
ANTHEM, 138 Portland St., Boston, (617) 523- 
8383. $9-$18. Anthem tries to be a lot of things at 
once, and succeeds with a South End look, some 
upscale bar food, and some cheap gourmandise 
Despite a few problems at the boundaries, you 
won't regret any of the appetizers, and might just 
dote on the Niman Ranch pork shanks and the 
“Mighty Meat Loaf.” The fried-Twinkie dessert is a 
good conversation piece, but let someone else 
actually order it. 

AURA, One Seaport Lane (Seaport Hotel), 
Boston Waterfront, (617) 385-4300. $19-$32 
Chef Ed Doyle's food can be handsome, but at 
these prices, you have a right to expect a perfec- 
tion that the flavors don't always deliver. And 
Aura's hotel-lobby set-up is clearly more oriented 
toward conventioneers than natives. Desserts 
however, are consistently original and gorgeous 
CALITERRA, 89 Broad St. (Wyndham Hotel), 
Boston, (617) 348-1234. $14-$28. We don't know 
why the Wyndham Hotel chain decided to put a 
Cal-Italian dining room only a few blocks from the 
North End. (Anyone can see why they were willing 
to spend big on a converted office building two 
blocks from Quincy Market.) But their risky move 
can pay off for Boston diners willing to spend 
French-food money on Italian-style dining with the 
luxurious tone, fancy ingredients, and spacious 
setting of a grand dining room. If you can get past 
the perfect foie gras, have the clam chowder, the 
roast lamb loin or duck breast, and the hazelnut 
chocolate frozen zabaglione. Dress up some, al- 
though the hotel guests come as they are. 
MAX’S DELI CAFE, 151 Milk St., Boston, (617) 
330-9790. $5-$8. A trendy downtown café with a 
New York deli struggling to get out. Surprisingly 
good chicken soup and decent pastrami sand- 
wiches, once you turn down the focaccia, Swiss- 
cheese, and Dijon-mustard options 

MERITAGE, 70 Rowes Wharf (Boston Harbor 
Hotel), Boston, (617) 439-3995. $51. A great 
restaurant with a very confusing menu concept, 
organized around wines, with all 24 dishes of- 
fered in two sizes. Dress well and carry a big 
wallet, but you might splurge on a lot of smail 
plates, you might splurge on a bottle of wine, you 
might stick with the five-course tasting menu 
(wines included), or you might even go for 


desserts and dessert wines. The other theme is 
seasonal and native and exotic produce, so don't 
miss the ostrich 

OCEANA, 296 State St. (in the Long Wharf Mar- 
riott), Boston, (617) 227-3838. $18-$40. Oceana 
is less distinctive than neighbors like Meritage 
and Legal Sea Foods, and more expensive than 
Tia's or the Chart House. But it's certainly useful 
to have a nice hotel dining room full of fresh 
seafood dishes, with a splendid view of Boston 
Harbor, where you can almost always walk right 
in. Standouts include the grilled seafood salad, 
local fish and shellfish, a bargain bouillabaisse, 
and the chocolate triangle cake for dessert. Dress 
up and make it an occasion. 

RUBY ROOM, 155 Portland St. (Onyx Hotel), 
Boston, (617) 557-9955. $10-$17. What's a nice 
bar like this with very nice bar food doing near 
North Station?

In our continuous pursuit of 


the perfect sandwich, we tend 
to focus on the fixings and just 
take the bread for what it is: a 
frame. But when we stepped 





up to the counter to order a roasted-eggplant sandwich at Mariposa Bakery, we were 
faced with a question that made us realize we’ve been going about our quest all wrong: 
“Would you like that on seedy, white, potato, or a pretzel?” On a pretzel?! Yes, all it took 
was a pop into Mariposa, a striking, cozy alcove on the fringe of Central Square, to turn 


our hunt on its head. Um, a pretzel, please. 


This new eatery has lime-green walls, black tables and chairs, funky light fixtures, 
and exposed-brick walls, a décor rather like SoHo-artist's-loft-meets-European-luncheon- 
ette. Just a warning: the cookies, muffins, scones, and other puffy pastries that sit pretti- 
ly along the counter may pose a threat to your best lunch intentions. Oatmeal-nectarine 
scones ($1.95) and raspberry-streusel muffins ($1.65) are just two of the sweet bites 
owner/chef Suzanne Mermelstein whips up early each morning. But did you really expect 
oatmeal-raisin cookies and biueberry muffins from someone whose résumé includes a 


three-and-a-half-year stint at Rialto? 


We wonder if that bistro’s Mediterranean cuisine inspired her intriguing twists on 
basic deli sandwiches. The tuna sandwich ($6.75), for one, is infused with shaved fennel 
and lemon-herbal vinaigrette and garnished with ruffles of arugula. The avocado ($6.75) 
is layered between bread slices with radishes, sunflower seeds, and a creamy goat-cheese 
concoction. Oh yeah, about that roasted eggplant — the pretzel roll is like sweet-challah- 
meets ... well, a pretzel. The sweetness nicely offsets the saltiness of the roasted cherry 
tomato and eggplant. Plus, it reminded us that it was just about time for another dessert.

Zhang Yimou’s Hero

verything in Zhang Yimou’s Hero takes 

place between, and around, two figures: 

a powerful king (Chen Daoming) and a 
swordsman, known only as Nameless (Jet 
Li), who seeks to assassinate him. Nameless 
comes to the king’s palace under the pretext 
of having eliminated the king’s three most 
dangerous enemies, the protagonists of earli- 
er assassination attempts: Sky (Donnie Yen), 
Broken Sword (Tony Leung), and Flying 
Snow (Maggie Cheung). Disbelieving 
Nameless’s first version of events, the king 
probes deeper, and through a process that 
resembles the elaboration of a conspiracy 
theory, something like a truth emerges. 

I hope it’s not giving away too much 
about the outcome of Hero to note what 
every Chinese viewer knows from the start: 
that the king in the film will go on to unify 
China in 221 BC, will name himself the first 
emperor, and 





will build the 
Great Wall.

multiplex. In contrast, “Film Culture” is free 
to be snooty, pledged, dear readers, to con- 
verse only with actors and directors working 
at the top of their talents, in films of genuine 
merit. So what to do 
when the great Gong Li, 
the most fabulous 
Chinese actress of them 
all, the brilliant star of 
Zhang Yimou’s Ju Dou 
(1990) and Raise the Red 
Lantern (1991), can be 
interviewed at the 2003 
Toronto Film Festival but 
is there to discuss the schmaltzy and confus- 
ing Zhou Yu's Train? 

“Film Culture” honor be damned! I raced 
to Gong’s hotel room for a téte-a-téte. I'd 
straight-face a discussion about Sun Zhou’s 
wobbly film in which Gong plays two 
women, Xiu and Zhou Yu, one of whom 
(Xiu) in the present on a train spies on the 
other (Zhou Yu) in the past on the same 
train. Both seem to be shuttling twice a week 
between far-off Chinese stops to visit the 
same rural-village poet lover, Chen Qing 
(Tony Leung Ka Fai). 

Maybe at least Gong could help unravel 





this perplexing story? What could she 
explain about Xiu, the woman doing the spy- 
ing? “She’s Chen Qing’s girlfriend two years 
later. She’s read his novel, and she’s trying 
to enter his world. In the very beginning of 
the movie, Xiu was a city woman with her 
own business and career, the owner of a bar. 
She has a sharp personality. Before I started 
this film, I didn’t under- 
stand Xiu very much. 
Why should she go back 
and forth on a train? | 
thought that was tire- 
some. But the director of 
the movie took me to a 
bar and introduced me to 
people he knew. When I 
observed girls in the bar 
and talked to them, I understood.” 

But there’s no such bar in the movie! 

“It was cut out in post-production.” 

Okay. Well, is it possible that there’s really 
just one woman, that Zhou Yu exists only in 
Xiu’s imagination? 

Gong: “You can have two interpretations. 
Zhou Yu is a mirror for Xiu, the shadow of 
Xiu. There’s a communication between 
them. But Zhou Yu is not an illusion. She’s a 
real person.” 

Zhou Yu (assuming she exists) is a painter 
in a ceramics factory. Doesn’t her pottery 
count at all? Is love all that matters?

game. The much-noted “beauty” of Hero 
a little repellent because it’s so nakedly 
intended to stun the viewer — has no 
justification other than to decorate a space of 
fantasy, to commemorate a disappearance.

Do we need a noble, sad film about war just 
now? How about one that’s also bloody and 
brutal? Yes, if the cinematography is as stag- 
gering as it is here. This two-hour epic 
helmed by Tanit Jitnukul (and, if you care, 
presented by Oliver Stone) depicts Burma’s 
invasion of Siam in 1765. Barefoot and lack- 
ing armor, horses, and sophisticated 
weaponry, several dozen villagers of 
Bangrajan, aided by a handful of refugees, 
held off 100,000 Burmese mercenaries for 
five months and became the stuff of legend. 
Several subplots follow the villagers’ relation- 
ships and are woven into what is, after all, a 
war epic. There’s some romance and humor, 
but Jitnukul mostly avoids the sentimentality 
of recent Asian epics like 2003’s Suriyothai. 
Some scenes are nevertheless profoundly 
moving, as when village fathers stack their 
dead sons upon a funeral pyre. The Thai 
actors are as fine as any London-trained 
thespians, and way more buff and beautiful. 
Given the scope of the battle scenes, the 
seeming absence of special effects is mind- 
boggling. The film’s climactic set pieces are 
intimate and brutal, hard to watch and hard 
to forget.

BENJI: OFF THE LEASH! 


Off the Leash! is the fifth Benji movie since 
the lovable mutt first graced the screen back 
in 1974. The series achieved such popularity 
that even Chevy Chase got into the act with 
Oh, Heavenly Dog (1980). But that was then 
and this is now, and 17 years after Benji lV, 
creator/director Joe Camp had to go the 
indie route to get this Benji V to the big 
screen. 

Actually, the title canine is only part of the 
plot, since there’s a nationwide search to find 
the next Benji. Down in Mississippi, Terry 
Hatchett (Chris Kendrick) breeds dogs in 
rundown confines and abuses his son, Colby

that won't fetch a big fee, and it’s one such 
dog that Colby saves and nurtures. Time 
passes and, presto, we have a Benji look- 
alike. We also have two bungling dogcatch- 
ers (Randall Newsome and Duane Ste- 
phens) and a rangy mongrel called Lizard 
Tongue. The whole thing feels like an 
overblown After School Special. Terry is a 
stock persona stuck in asshole gear from 
frame one, and Whitaker acts as if the only 
movie he’d ever seen is The Yearling.

THE BEGINNING

DONNIE DARKO: THE DIRECTOR’S CUT 


Richard Kelly’s experimental film wowed critics and sparked a cult following (the American 
Repertory Theatre even made it into a play) back in 2001, though it disappeared from the- 
aters in a blip. The 20 additional minutes of this “Director's Cut” don’t alter the eerie content of 
the original, but they do flesh out the mood. At first glace, Donnie (Jake Gyllenhaal) is an 
amiable high-schooler living in a pampered suburban community with attentive parents (Mary 
McDonnell and Holmes Osborne).

When one of the title smarty-pants defines

SUSPECT ZERO 


Ben Kingsley has two modes these days: 
mannered homicidal maniac (Sexy Beast) 
and hammy grief-stricken victim (House of 
Sand and Fog).

It seems, Kingsley’s character has a 
capability called “remote viewing” that 
allows him to enter the experience of the 
killers and their victims and so track the 
killers down, After 2000's classy, original 
Shadow of the Vampire, Merhige appears 
to have been afflicted by multiple viewings 
of Seven and Eyes of Laura Mars. He 
drapes the clumsy narrative with gratuitous 
stylistic mannerisms and effects, but in the 
end, it’s not just the suspect that proves a 
zero.

ZHOU YU’S TRAIN 


In Zhou Yu's Train, director and co-screen- 
writer Sun Zhou presents us with a annoyed 
Gong Li. Here, as the title character, the 
actress who illuminated such Fifth Genera- 
tion hits as Raise the Red Lantern and Ju 
Dou makes her way by smashing vases and 
turning her back on fireworks. She’s a 
ceramicist torn between two lovers. One, a 
distracted poet played by Tony Leung Ka Fei 
(the other Tony Leung), lives in distant 
Chongyang; Zhou Yu travels to meet him 
twice a week. The other, a regular-guy ani- 
mai doctor (Sun Hongjei), lives nearby. The 
movie, like a film from the 1930s, admirably 
insists that a train is an all-purpose love 
metaphor.

Cyrano de Bergerac and The Comedy of Errors in the Berkshires

ooks are deceiving in Cyrano de 

Bergerac and The Comedy of Errors, 

both of which are currently being sub- 
jected to spirited attacks on Berkshires 
stages. In Edmond Rostand’s 1897 account 
of the heroism, heartbreak, and headache 
of the 17th-century Gascon swordsman 
with the soul of a poet and the proboscis of 
an anteater, the profile-challenged hero’s 
words prove more seductive than the visage 
of the beefcake soldier whose epistolary 
courtship he ghostwrites. And in 
Shakespeare’s early tour de force of word- 
play and slapstick, two sets of identical 
twins who don’t know about each other 
carry mistaken identity to wit’s end. At 
Barrington Stage Company, Cyrano is get- 
ting all the sentiment and swashbuckling it 
can handle, plus a battle scene worthy of 
Les Misérables. And at Shakespeare & 
Company, the Bard’s comedy is pushed 
through the rabbit hole into an Ephesus as 
skewed and surreal as its colorful slant 
edifices, where the citizenry promenade to 
Cape Verdian rhythms and there’s a smell 
of banana peels and 
witchcraft in the air. 

For any troupe, 
Cyrano is a treacher- 
ous undertaking, not 
just because of the 
large cast and the 
required swordplay 
but because the 
romantic melodrama 
can easily seem as 
corny as Kansas in 
Arras. The hero is 
stubbornly noble, both 
in his dashing exploits 
and in his refusal to 
the death to reveal himself as the author of 
the prose that won Roxanne and thus 
besmirch her image of the dead GQ pin-up 
she thought she loved. Moreover, this clev- 
erer and saner heir to Don Quixote, whap- 
ping out metered verse extempore while 
whacking away at a dueling opponent or 
dining out on masochistic adoration of the 
beauteous Roxanne, can seem so larger- 
than-life as to be laughable. He’s like Zorro 
with a literary degree and a crush bigger 
than his nose. 

At BSC, director Julianne Boyd has 
adapted the old warrior horse in such a 
way that it loses some of its floweriness 
while retaining its flamboyant spirit, right 
down to the hero’s last-breath caress of the 
only thing he loves better than Roxanne, 
his “panache.” Performed in the main by 
two strolling string players, the score by 
Ray Leslee (composer of the doo-wop 
musical Avenue X, which hardly prepares 
you for mandolin serenadés) adds a 
romantic dimension without hitting you 
over the head. And Christopher Innvar, 
who’s reminiscent of the young Frank 
Langella in the role memorably assayed by 
stars from José Ferrer to Steve Martin, not 
only fills Cyrano’s plumed hat and fabled 
nasal contours but is credible in both his 
savored suffering and his derring-do. 
Moreover, fight choreographer Michael 
Burnet — cast against ability as the inso- 
lent fop Valvert, who insults Cyrano in the 
first scene and gets his velvet rosettes 
clipped for it — has drilled the cast into 
some impressive fencing, nowhere better 
than in the smoky siege in which helmeted 
Spanish soldiers sweep up on ladders to 
attack the starved, barricaded Gascons, 
who've been served up as sacrificial lamb 
by their nasty commander, the Count De

Guiche, but heroical- 
ly refuse to lie down 
on the plate. 

At the end of the 
day, this is still 
Cyrano de Bergerac, 

a literate fairy tale in 
which the pen proves 
mightier than the 
countenance if not 
the sword. And even 
in Boyd’s adaptation, 
it’s a little wooden at 
the outset. But 
beginning with clas- 
sical drama’s second-banana balcony 
scene, when Cyrano leaves off coaching the 
lamely expostulating Christian (a sincere 
and not ignoble Dylan Fergus) and speaks 
for himself from the shadows, sending 
Roxanne into multiple aural orgasms, 
things move swiftly. 

Heather Ayers is a pretty, bubbly 
Roxanne who’s not so initially shallow as to 
render impossible a conversion. Mark H. 
Dold is crisply oleaginous as De Guiche; 
Rufus Collins is imposing as the loyal 
LeBret; and John Tillotson makes a lovable 
ally as the versifying pastry chef 
Ragueneau, here as round and fluffy as a 
cream puff. And who but a diamond-hard 
heart won’t fight back a tear when Cyrano, 
having been ambushed in the cranium by a 
piece of lumber, shuffles off this mortal coil 
with stoic slowness, still shadow-fencing 
with lies and stupidity, still chewing his 
crumbs from the feast of love, but finally, 
satisfyingly, blowing his cover? 

You don’t think anyone will ever blow 
the cover off The Comedy of Errors, which 
if it bore any resemblance to reality would 
be cleared up and over in 10 minutes. 
Based on Plautus’s Menechmi, and possi- 
bly the Bard’s first comedy (the first re- 
corded performance was in December of 
1594), it’s a raucous separated-at-birth 
tale in which, in classic fashion, a long-sev- 
ered family is miraculously reassembled. 
But not before an orgy of multiple mistak- 
en identities that more often than not result 
in Punch-and-Judy pummeling of one sort 
or another. 

The play is set up in the first scene by the 
sad tale of Aegeon, an unfortunate “mer- 
chant of Syracusa” who has put ashore at 
Ephesus, where because of the animosity of 
the two towns he’s sentenced to die unless 


he comes up with a cash ransom. As he 
relates it, the poor guy lost in a long-ago 
shipwreck one of his infant twin sons (both 
named Antipholus) along with one of a set 
of twin infants (both called Dromio) he’d 
bought to grow into valets for his boys. The 
wreck also separated him from his beloved 
wife. Then, five summers back, the son and 
the servant he did raise went in search of 
their brothers, only to go missing them- 


- selves, their disappearance spurring him to

scour Greece and Asia. Of course, the 
longer-missing twins live here in 
Ephesus, and their bookends have 
recently arrived as well. It just takes 
everybody two hours of confusion, 
bafflement, hurt feelings, and even 
botched exorcism to figure that out. You 
might think it would dawn on the search- 
ing set of twins that they’d found what 
they were looking for. But then there’d 
be no comic spaghetti for the Bard to 
kick around the plate and tie in knots. 

“Every why hath a wherefore,” says 
Dromio of Syracuse, but you can’t prove 
it by The Comedy of Errors, which is as 
close as Shakespeare comes to a baggy- 
pants romp. Although much of it is writ- 
ten in verse, there’s more clowning than 
real poetry in the play. At S&C, director 
Cecil McKinnon combines her Shake- 
speare experience with her stints at 
Circus Flora to create a racy, racing fun- 
house world that takes seriously 
Ephesus’s reputation for sorcery and 
then throws in whimsy. Without expla- 
nation, folks travel in a spinning teacup 
straight out of Disney World; periscopes 
and Slinkies pop up out of the black- 
and-white diamond-patterned stage floor 
(echoed in the black-and-whiteness of 
the Antipholi and the Dromios). And 


there are little opening and shutting win- 
dows through which faces briefly appear, 
like those of the wisecracking denizens of 
Rowan and Martin’s Laugh-In — though 
the humor is closer to that of the Three 
Stooges, combined here with a sort of 
dance fever in which everything pulses to a 
catchy beat and sort of undulates from 
pratfall to pratfall. It’s fast and fun, if with- 
out much interior logic. 

Some of Shakespeare & Company’s big 
guns, having honed their chops on the likes 
of Lear and Coriolanus, enjoy a high-ener- 
gy, low-rent gambol that does not entirely 
ignore the cruelty nested in the play, where 
most of the “errors” lead to drubbings — 
particularly of those put-upon punching 
bags the Dromios. S&C fields two irre- 
sistible clowns in stalwart Dan McCleary 
and newcomer Tony Molina, who race 
about fetching bags of lucre and ends of 
rope with puppyish mania. George Hannah 
and Michael Milligan get the straighter-man 
duties of playing their upbraiding masters 
— though Milligan puts some goofball lust 
into his receipt of the other Antipholus’s 
wife’s misdirected ministrations (and 
there’s little question that he and Elizabeth 
Aspenlieder’s assertive Adriana have done 
more than “dine” together). Aspenlieder 
ameliorates Adriana’s shrewishness with 
wifely hurt. And Jason Asprey creates a 
loopy sketch of a goldsmith who delivers a 
gold chain to the wrong Antipholus, 
employing an accent in which the word 
“chain” becomes the last name of a certain 
politically incorrect Asian detective. 

These skilled players milk all of 
Shakespeare’s occasionally belabored word 
play and then some. “Words are but wind” 
is the quote inscribed on the poster for the 
production. But McCleary’s Dromio of 
Ephesus delivers the line as “Words are 
butt wind,” putting a fart gag in the Bard’s 
mouth that he didn’t know he wrote. 
Certainly in this crazy play, words, along 
with vaudeville japes older than Homer, are 
part of the maelstrom. But there’s also 
Jonathan Epstein’s bewildered old Aegeon 
to add a touch of distressed humanity to 
the storm, like hurricane victims on the TV 
news devastated by what’s blown away. 
Only in classical comedy, though, do you 
get it back. a

Jack’s powers of persua- 
sion with bouncers are 
truly magical.

hunk bearing a “666” 
tattoo on his forehead? Yet this romantic 
comedy is much more than just the tale of a 
date from Hell. 

Receiving its regional premiere from the 
adventurous Zeitgeist Stage Company, 
which has introduced Boston to Caryl 
Churchill’s Far Away and Ben Elton’s 
Popcorn, and briskly directed by David J. 
Miller, Say You Love Satan is unusually 
complex for a farce. In the course of its one 
90-minute act, profound observations 
emerge about the nature of attraction, the 
applicability of literary theory to daily life, 
and the challenges of intimacy. The five- 
character comedy centers on Andrew’s rela- 
tionship with Jack and the mayhem that 
ensues when you hook up with a descen- 
dant of the Beast. Cartoonish? Frequently, 
but to hilarious effect. 

As it happens, Aguirre-Sacasa, a graduate 
of Yale School of Drama, also pens stories 
for Marvel Comics’ The Fantastic Four. It’s 
clear he’s a guy in love with a good punch 
line, and he’s organized Satan as a series of 
vignettes that you could see taking place in 
squared-off panels. In fact, Zeitgeist’s 
stripped-down set — just a narrow raked 
platform with a weathered brickwork pat- 
tern and a backdrop of urban buildings at 
night, surrounded by a few rows of seats on 
three sides — might well serve as a three- 
dimensional cartoon frame. Fortunately, 
Andrew and Jack, as played by John Meigs 
and Brian Turner, exhibit plenty of humani- 
ty, vulnerability, and comic sensibility. 

These two meet cute. Andrew, an 
unapologetically schlubby neurotic in a 
Casper-the-Friendly-Ghost T-shirt, is inter- 
rupted during his usual weekend revels 
doing his laundry when vulpine Jack shows 
up.

Ellis,” Andrew explains 
wistfully. “Our generation’s Dostoyevsky.” 

But there’s payback when you party with 
a Prince of Darkness — mostly, in this 
case, because your friends start to fret. 
Bernadette (Angela Rose) is appalled that 
Andrew would dump Jerrod (Alexander 
Albregts), the saintly guy he’d been seeing. 
In fact, Jerrod turns out to be goodness 
incarnate (he’s a medical student who takes 
care of crack babies in his down time), and 
before long, the forces of good and evil are 
dueling for Andrew’s soul. 

Where Satan falters is when Aguirre- 
Sacasa decides he’s writing a thriller instead 
of a comedy of manners. Much genuine 
mirth emerges from the Andrew-Jack rela- 
tionship, particularly when Jack turns out to 
be more vulnerable and needy than fussy 
Andrew. But when Aguirre-Sacasa resorts to 
wrapping thing up with a conventional 
chase, the action devolves into silliness. It 
doesn’t help that the playwright’s primary 
strategy for advancing the plot is having 
characters leave phone messages for one 
another. And the scenes between Bernadette 
and Andrew are shrill and overwritten. 
Angela Rose tackles her one-dimensional 
part with gusto, but she’d be better off with 
less to do, even though the arc of the story 
is such that she’s the only one available to 
help Andrew come to his senses when Satan 
takes that unconvincing turn from comedy 
to thriller. 

But Meigs and Turner are terrific in the 
leads. Neither actor hesitates to play lines a 
little broader than they’re written, and when 
Aguirre-Sacasa writes comedy, it crackles. 
“You have a forked tongue!” exclaims 
Andrew to Jack, hastily adding, “Not that 
I’m complaining.” And neither am I, because 
this Satan provides a devilishly good time. @

Atlas shrugs 


David Mitchell gets off on his Cloud

ith his third novel, David Mitchell 
moves up a notch in the British liter- 
ary hierarchy of the hottest: past 
Louis de Berniéres and Lawrence Norfolk, 
encroaching on Will Self and Martin Amis. 
Comparisons with American icons are 
inevitable: an easy-listening Pynchon, a 
decaffeinated DeLillo, Paul Auster (a band in 
Mitchell’s first novel Ghostwritten are called 
“The Music of Chance”) with more luster. 
In his previous two novels (the second, 
number9dream, is overstuffed but does 
contribute this novel’s title), Mitchell con- 
jured up cuckoo clocks that didn’t quite 
chime. Now, he has fashioned an artifice, a 
“seesawing, cycling, crystalline thing,” as 
one character describes a piece of music. 
And at times it is, as another character 
describes another composition (the Cloud 
Atlas Sextet, no less), “pristine, river-like, 
spectral, hypnotic . . . intimately familiar.” 
Yes, it’s that kind of novel, not only self- 
reflexive but self-reviewing. Some have 
seized on the book’s “Russian doll” self- 
description to categorize its structure of 
interlinked narratives spawning one another. 
I never had much use for those kitschy 
items, and the spectacle of regression ad 
infinitum or ad nihilem, like that of parallel 
mirrors, is important only to cats and phi- 
losophy students. Genetic replication might 
be a more apt analogy, and indeed the fifth 
narrative in Cloud Atlas, An Orison of 





Sonmi~451, concerns a nightmare future of 


cloning, consumerism, and “corpocracy.” 

But I'll stick with music, as does 
Mitchell. His most delightful protagonist is 
the bi-sexual scapegrace and self-styled 
genius Robert Frobisher, author of Letters 
from Zedelghem, the second of the book’s 
six mini-novels. In Belgium in 1931, 
Frobisher works as the 
amanuensis for Vyvyan Ayrs, 
the aging British expatriate 
composer of the Matryoshka 
Doll Variations, helping him 
with his latest symphonic 
work, Eternal Recurrence. 
Frobisher also labors on his 
own composition, the above- 
mentioned sextet, which he’s 
written for overlapping 
soloists, “each in its own lan- 
guage of key, scale, and 
color. In the first set, each 
solo is interrupted by its suc- 
cessor: in the second, each 
interruption is recontinued, 
in order.” 

The technique sounds as if 
it might be annoying in a 
concert hall, but between two 
covers, it’s a page turner, 
using the oldest trick in the 
books, the cliffhanger, or 
“narratus interruptus,” as a 
way of intensifying suspense 
and concealing limitations. 
Moreover, Mitchell masters 
the “key, scale, and color” of 
each of his soloists’ language, 
making them sing with an 
effortless, Mozartian grace. 

First up is the title author of 
The Pacific Journal of Adam 
Ewing, a stolid San Francisco 
notary on a voyage to Aus- 
tralia circa 1849 aboard the 
hellish vessel the Prophetess. 
Mitchell evokes Melville, 
Conrad, and T.C. Boyle in 
forging this account of a 
decent man’s passage from

“But who would bother forging such a 
journal, and why?” asks Frobisher, the sec- 
ond soloist, in his Letters.

The First Luisa Rey Mystery is the manu- 
script of a detective novel submitted to the 
title narrator of The Ghastly Ordeal of 
Timothy Cavendish, a crapulous literary 
agent in present-day London, and Mit- 
chell’s fourth narrator. Since he finds him- 
self incarcerated against his will in a nurs- 
ing home, Cavendish doesn’t find the time 
to read all the way through. So we're left 
hanging midway. 

But what’s more significant is that this 
narrative (told in an omniscient third per- 
son, no less) is an acknowledged fiction. 
All the others maintain the pretense of 
being first-person accounts of actual 
events.

Deco was nothing if not clean. 
It was also frequently, weirdly 
geometric. Think of the upper 
tier of William Van Alen’s 
Chrysler Building 
(1927-1930) in Manhattan, 
the dance formations of Busby 
Berkeley musicals, the lamps 
and bookends and cocktail 
shakers and tea services in sil- 
ver and nickel and chrome all 
modeled after graduated sky- 
scrapers. Geometric designs 
abound, but not the kind you 
see in the mosaic floors of a 
mosque or in Victorian par- 
quetry or in Leonardo da 
Vinci sketches. Art Deco 
geometry aims at the intersec- 
tion of the fanciful and the 
infinite; it believes in its own 
frivolity. 

“Art Deco 1910-1939” 
achieves what few exhibits of 
its kind aim for, let alone 
deliver: it’s smart, compre- 
hensive, chock full of 
engrossing, sometimes bizarre 
objects, and, more remarkable 
still, historical. On entering 
the exhibit, you’re treated to 
an overview of Art Deco’s 
design sources. An ancient 
Egyptian eagle, a belt buckle 
in turquoise, perches beside a 
glittering diamond brooch of 
the same posture and shape 
from the 1920s. A Mayan- 
inspired tile by Auguste Lazo, 
manufactured by the 
American Encaustic Tiling 
Company in 1928, reveals 
itself not as the pure abstrac- 
tion you took it for at first 
glance but as a dancing figure 
in a loincloth or skirt and a 
huge, colorful headdress. The 
African, Greek, and Chinese 
influences on Art Deco are 
traced with surprising juxta- 
positions of artifacts both 
ancient and Jazz Age. 

The show is at its best when 


would probably have been a clock. High 
on the list of mesmerizing timepieces is 
one of Jean Puiforcat’s nickel-plated 
bronze-and-white-marble affairs from 
1932. The middle has been hollowed out, 
and each number, in some unmistakable 
Art Deco font, sits on a silvery round riser 
(as if it were a stamp) against a larger sil- 
ver disk. The result is that the entire clock 
— the disks connect to one another form- 
ing a scalloped circle — looks like a 
mechanical flower. If it chimed, you’d 
expect to smell jasmine. 

Even more elaborate is Jean Goulden’s 
silvered-bronze-and-enamel clock from 
1928. But instead of a flower, it resembles 
a building. The face of the clock rises up 
on a black enamel pedestal from a deco- 
rous confusion of shapes, like a stately 
high-rise among low-slung buildings. 
Those “buildings,” in their shapely irregu- 
larity and touches of color (blue and 
black), anticipate the architectural embell- 
ishments of Frank Gehry. The face of the 
clock, capped by a silver top hat, lies with- 
in a thick silver circumference. It looks 
only slightly demented. And delightful. 

Last but not least on the list of clocks I’d 
gladly have absconded with is Kem‘Weber’s 
gold-colored 1934 Zephyr electric clock in 
brass and Bakelite. What’s remarkable 
about this one is the way its width con- 
tributes to its sleekness. In our era, sleek is 
associated with slender. Contemporary 
clock and watch makers don’t require 
depth for the mechanics they need to 
install. In 1934, they did. The result is a 
design that reminds me — guess what I’ve 
been watching at night — of one of the 
more densely built Olympic gymnasts: 
thick and squat but nevertheless inarguably 
elegant. 

No less strange, but in a different way, 
is the 1925 cigarette lighter made by the 
Art Metal Works for Ronson. Shaped like 
a ship or a locomotive, this stationary 
lighter suggests in almost every aspect of 
its design that it’s actually moving. The 
chrome lines applied at its top and the 
complementary lines incised in white plas- 
tic at its base suggest aerodynamics. It 
looks as if you could slide it down a 30-

foot bar without effort. 
Unfortunately, much of 
what’s spectacular about 
the show is compromised 
by the very attention to 
scholarship and history 
that make the catalogue 
and the introductory cor- 
ridor such a valuable con- 
tribution to the under- 
standing of 20th-century 
design.

against the ethos of the movement. The 
excitement of Art Deco lies in the reinven- 
tion of traditional shapes and patterns. The 
wall of travel posters, the case of dress 
forms sporting women’s evening gowns, the 
case of jewelry, and the aforementioned 
case of outré household items all allow you 
to consider the formal aspects of Art Deco. 
You get to see variations on a theme. But 
arranging these treasures according to the 
country of origin in cordoned-off rooms 
means you can’t step into the room or 
around the objects or see them in relation 
to other designs and designers working 
within the same category. 

Then there’s the issue of lighting. If 
you've ever walked into Radio City Music 
Hall or Rockefeller Center or the Empire 
State Building, or seen a Fred Astaire movie 
or a Maxfield Parrish illustration, you know 
that one of the signature motifs of Art Deco 
is its stylized orchestration of light. From 
the quilted fan pattern of the classic 
American diner to the train-like shape of the 
steel-and-vinyl Electrolux vacuum cleaner to 
the chrome-plated accordion ascent of a

1930s: in the hands of 
Edward Steichen, we see 
clothes — and photography 
— as part of Art Deco. 


Donald Deskey table lamp, much of what 
we understand as Art Deco centers on the 


‘geometric patterning of light. It doesn’t real- 


ly matter whether it’s reflected or emanated 
or both. 

Some of the most enthralling parts of “Art 
Deco 1910-1939” read like experiments in 
luminosity. Peter Muller-Munk’s chrome- 
plated pitcher in the shape of a ship’s prow 
appears both incandescent and propelled. 
The make-believe buildings in Horace 
Taylor’s poster The Royal Mail Line to New 
York shine brighter than the stars overhead. 
Even the French aluminum-and-plastic 
handbag from 1925, with its silvery patterns 
against a black case with a blood-red clasp, 
looks as if it should hold stardust. The prob- 
lem is, the overhead light throughout the 
show has been turned low, and the walls 
have been painted in deep, somber hues. 
The result is a heaviness of atmosphere and 
a ponderousness of spirit that’s antithetical 
to the spirit of the liberated, futuristic, 
campy, gay, and delightfully excessive force 
of Art Deco. 

That said, don’t miss this show. x

So it goes for Rolling Stones 
fans. We’ve learned to expect small but almost 
constant disappointments since 1981’s Tattoo 
You (Virgin). 

Occasionally, something exciting, usually 
plucked from the band’s past, still comes out 
of the Stones camp. The latest reissues are the 
new The Rolling Stones — Singles boxes 
being released by ABKCO Records, which 
hardcore fans and collectors will flip over 
while the unimpressed may feel that 23 CDs 
are excessive for a number of songs that could 
fit on two. But hasn’t rock and roll always 
been about excess? 

The first two volumes, which are already 
available, cover 63 to 65 and ’65 to 67, 
respectively, with a third box scheduled for 
the fall. Maybe these sets are just a gimmick 
designed to lure completists into buying a cat- 
alogue of songs — “Tell Me,” “(I Can’t Get 
No) Satisfaction,” “Get Off of My Cloud” — 
they’ve already been sold in myriad earlier 
collections. Maybe ABKCO is cashing in on 
the budding faux vinyl collectors’ market that 
was set in motion by the copies of Revenant 
Records’ Charley Patton box that all of you 
bought. Whatever ABKCO’s intent, these 
releases are damn cool. Each volume is full of 
CDs designed to represent the Stones’ origi- 
nal 45s. Every disc is colored black and 
labeled like a vinyl single and packed in a 
reproduction of the original release’s sleeve. 


backed by “The Lantern.” 

Beyond the packaging, which is full of color- 
ful graphics of the band that — save for their 
five-inch-by-five-inch size — recapture the 
brightness and the visual excitement of the days 
of vinyl, there’s the sound. There are no fake 
stereo remixes, no audible modernist conces- 
sions made to update the original punch of the 
master tapes. So we get “Not Fade Away” and 
“Time Is on My Side” in glorious mono, the 
ultimate garage-rock mix of what was arguably 
the ultimate garage-rock band, at least in the 
‘60s and early ’70s. Nothing could better serve 
Brian Jones’s dirty slide guitar on “I Wanna Be 
Your Man” or more perfectly capture the gritty, 
testosterone-charged voice of Mick Jagger 
singing “I Just Want To Make Love to You” so 
hard and so close to the microphone that you 
can hear its trembling diaphragm shaking like a 
gravel sifter. In short, everything sounds and 
looks good, and with liner notes by music jour- 
nalist Nigel Williamson (c’mon, Keith and 
Mick both hated “Satisfaction” and “Get Off 
of My Cloud?” Dolts!), there’s something to 
read, too: 

What’s interesting for those of us who 
weren't spending our allowances on 45s at 
Woolworth’s before the Rolling Stones 
became darlings of the album-rock era is the 
chance to hear the band as they arrived: as 
artists whose careers lived and died by each 
new song they got on AM radio. Listeners 
who heard only the A-side of their first seven- 


lection cut at the Chicago Studios of Chess 
Records that included their instrumental ode 
to the modest recording space’s address, 
“2120 South Michigan Avenue.” It helped 
that the Stones had accumulated some clout 
with their hit covers of Buddy Holly’s “Not 
Fade Away” and Bobby and Shirley Womack’s 
“It’s All Over Now” earlier that year. After 
their next single, “Tell Me,” the first A-side 
penned by Jagger and Richards, also broke 
through, there was very liftle looking back. 
These ’63-’67 recordings also afford the 
legacy of Brian Jones, now nearly forgotten by 
many of the youngest Stones fans, another 
hearing. In these early years, it was Jones, not 
Richards, who was the band’s guiding musical 
force. Yeah, Richards wrote the “Satisfaction” 
riff and came up with the changes on “Paint It, 
Black,” but it was Jones who played the early 
slide tracks and laid down many of the group’s 
most distinctive guitar flourishes, like the elec- 
tric sitar tones and heavily reverbed parts of 
“Paint It, Black.” Richards and Jagger may have 
met because of the American blues albums 
Jagger held under his arm as he waited on a 
train platform, but it was Jones who early on 
knew the music most intimately and under- 
stood how to adapt its sound to the pop 
recording world. It was Jones who could 
duplicate the avant-blues licks of the great 
Howlin’ Wolf sideman Hubert Sumlin on his 
guitar and who did so on the Rolling Stones’ 
first recording of “Little Red Rooster” in ’64, a 








series of albums they’ve released beginning in 
the early 80s. Listen to Jagger howl his way 
through the Irma Thomas hit “Time Is on 
My Side” and work with the Motown-derived 
vocal support of “Let’s Spend the Night 
Together,” or to the blues guitar lines that 
weave and hesitate in “Heart of Stone” and 
percolate under “19th Nervous Breakdown.” 
That’s the sound of a torch being passed 
between races and generations, and of a 
style, hardcore blues, growing into something 
greater, more contemporary, and universal. 
It’s the sound of rock coming of age — 
evolving into music for what was then rapidly 
becoming the first truly worldly generation of 
teenagers and for young adults who under- 
stood the dilemmas of grown-up relation- 
ships and were savvy about corporate manip- 
ulation and the emotional dead ends of banal 
middle-class life. “As Tears Go By,” “19th 
Nervous Breakdown,” “Satisfaction,” “Let’s 
Spend the Night Together,” and “Mother’s 
Little Helper” — all caught here in their 
original form and look — couldn’t have been 
written earlier, and if they had been, they 
probably wouldn’t ever have made it to Wool- 
worth’s, never mind AM radio. The discs and 
the artwork that make up The Rolling Stones 
— Singles 1963—1965 and The Rolling 
Stones — Singles 1965-1967 are classy little 
handbills from a time that changed ‘the world 
we live in, and a band who helped make that 
change. wi 
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Metal gone mad 


The macho bombast of Robby Road Steamer 


ix feet, two inches of undulating muscles 


and rippling chest hair, a feral baritone 
booming from beneath a combed mous- 


tache, flared trousers stuffed you-know-where 


with a plump beanie pig, Robby Road 
Steamer is a metal monstrosity. He is id 
unchained and libido unleashed. Straight 
outta the suburban hinterlands, he is the 
North Shore’s great white hope. His friends’ 
hot-shit bands notwithstanding, it is he who is 
Massachusetts’s great gift to the metal world. 
And there’s nothing funny about it. He’s cele- 
brating the release of his second album, Okay 
Computer (Yellow Trout), by dropping double 
bombs: a solo show this Saturday at the 
Comedy Studio in Harvard 
Square and a full-on rock 
spectacle upstairs at the 
Middle East next Friday. 

Robby emerged in 2001 
as lead singer for a band 
called the Sweatpant 
Boners. Their debut, an 
album of hellacious heavyos- 
ity called Cruisin’ with the 
Masters (Devils Head), fea- 
tured songs with titles like 
“Pee with Your Father,” “Her Respectable 
Holes,” and “Number 2,” and that led some to 
write them off as joke metal and cast Robby as 
just a buff Weird Al with a rabid wrestler’s 
voice and a fetish for the orthopedic devices of 
barely legal girls. But other listeners, slowly and 
quietly, became converts. In a parallel world, 
apart from the trendy Boston rock scene, 
beyond the pale in Salem and Danvers and 
Revere, his fans multiplied. Now, with Okay 
Computer, an orgy of noise softened in spots by 
a few heart-on-sleeve ballads and some sung- 
spoken Springsteenisms, his legend grows. And 
though a reconstituted Sweatpant Boners serve 
again as his band, Robby Road Steamer now 
stands as his own man. 

“I wanted to separate myself from the 
sophomoric image that came with the 
Sweatpant Boners,” he says over an empty 
table at the Cambridgeport Saloon. (He 
abstains from rock-star potables in favér of 
copious quantities of Gatorade.) “I wanted to 
move on from poop humor. Take it to the 
next level. I’m tired of going through the 
motions. It’s time to get that easy money.”

Cruisin’ with the Masters boasted 
help from Robby’s pals Adam Dut- 
kiewicz (drums) and Ken Susi (gui- 
tar). Dutkiewicz is now guitarist for 
metalcore mashers Killswitch 
Engage, who played Ozzfest last 
summer and could be seen co-host- 
ing MTV2’s Headbangers Ball a few 
months back. And Susi’s band, 
Unearth, signed to legendary label 
Metal Blade, are currently slaying 
‘em on this summer’s Ozzfest. (It’s 
been reported that Kelly Osbourne 
herself is smitten with Ken.) 

One might guess it was Dut- 
kiewicz’s bur- 
geoning fame 
that kept him 
from contributing 
more than a few 
backing vocals to 
the new CD. But 
Robby says oth- 
erwise. “He was 
fired. He wasn’t 
metal enough. 
You wanna do 
your fuckin’ folk music? Go start 
your own band! Go start Killswitch 
Engage! Go get on Ozzfest! And 
Ken from Unearth? Same thing! | 
taught him everything he does in 
that band. You buy that new album 
[Oncoming Storm]. You pull it 
apart, you listen to it. You can see 
my influences.” Susi, who grew up 
in Danvers with Robby, at least was 
invited back to contribute some 
guitar and record Robby’s lung- 
busting vocals. “I said, listen, can 
you put away your fuckin’ folk 
project for a couple weeks? Put 
down the assorted backstage cheese 
platter and come back and play 
with a real fuckin’ metal band.” 

It was a motley crew that convened at 
Carlisle’s Blue Jay studios (co-owned by 
Backstreet Boy Kevin Richardson) to start 
recording this past spring. Peet Golan from 
the band Waltham played bass. Derek Kers- 
will from Seemless did the drumming. Berklee 
grad Nick D’Amico played keyboards. And 
lead guitar is credited to Aaron “King Wiz- 
ard,” a hyperactive African-American cabbie 
and comedian. (At least that’s what we’re 
told, though much of the guitar work bears an 
uncanny resemblance to the playing of former 
Waltham and Damone guitarist Dave Pino.) 
Robby ruled the musicians with an iron fist. 
“If you show up and you're not wearing 
tight hip-hugging red leather 
pants, and you're not lick- 


ing your guitar and trying 
to get it pregnant before every 
song, you’re fired.” 

A few words about Okay 
Computer’s title. First, you 
can’t copyright album titles. 

So Radiohead can kiss 
Robby’s toned ass. And as you 
can see in a video clip on Robby’s 
Web site (www.roadsteamer.com), 
Vanilla Ice himself says that “it’s 
not the same.” For one thing, 
Radiohead had the release party for 
OK Computer in Cambridge,

tant, it’s meant as an homage of sorts. 
“We’re taking probably one of the greatest 
albums of the 90s,” Robby says, “and we’re 
making it that much fuckin’ better!” 

Different, at least. “We'll Drink in the Pit 
Tonite” is likely one declaration Thom Yorke 
has never made. But as Okay Computer's 
first track, it’s Robby Road Steamer’s mani- 
festo: a guttural pummeling, exploding with 
soaring Aquanet-metal guitars, nuclear deto- 
nations, and a chorus of chanting rowdies 
seething with Bud lust. The bestial dirge 
“I’m Sorry Your Cat Has Ass Cancer” is a 
gothic death song echoing with Exorcist- 
theme piano and chilling cymbal washes. 
(“Devil knocking at the door. Kitty’s poop- 
er’s a little sore. Mommy? What’s the priest 
here for?”) And “Crucial Dude,” a hurtling 
fusillade about fighting in coin-op laundro- 
mats and beating up hipsters in trucker hats, 
rides the lightning on some stroboscopic 
speed-metal shredding. 

But Robby Road Steamer is much more 
than macho metal bombast. He’s also a sen- 
sitive lover man. “Naked Except for Socks” is 
a bedroom ballad with pretty piano. “You’re 
the Only Girl I Wanna Plow” is his reassur- 
ance to a reticent groupie that she and only 
she is the apple of his eye — at least until her 
sister turns 18. “Give Me One Pump in the 
Tour Van” is a tender tearjerker about the 
rushed love of life on the road. And on the 
Springsteen-esque “Finger Blastin’,” Robby 
remembers tender moments: “Your hair 
danced softly, just like it did in Latin class. 
We went to Friendly’s, got grilled-cheese 
sandwiches. Your dad was at work. Your 
mom was out shopping. We played 
Nintendo” — his voice drops to a sensual 
whisper — “and we started something.” 

Yet it’s the wistful “Salem Elks Lodge

Serenade,” more boss than the Boss, that’s his 
masterstroke. Littered with images of his 
North Shore life — an ’83 Atari, a bottle of 
Zima, a plastic hunting knife — it’s your invi- 
tation to join him there, to come where he 
lives. “I got muscles you haven’t seen, and 
I’m so stoned; we can make super ninja 
babies till my mom comes home. | got a cure 
for death if you want to give it up. Tonight.” 

Robby Road Steamer is no 
Johnny One Note. When not laying 
waste to the stage with his band, he 
f moonlights as a kamikaze stand-up 

comedian, assaulting audiences 
with stinging, Mametesque head 
scratchers — “You're a failure on 
three different levels!” or “I'll kick 
your ass with a pencil sharpener!” 
— while D’Amico noodles on the 
keyboard. But his real pet project is 
his television series, The Robby 
Road Steamer Show, which airs 
weekly on public-access stations all 
over Greater Boston and in New 
York City. It’s a warts-and-all 
glimpse at the quotidian existence 
of a suburban rock titan. Watch 
Robby play video games with Susi 
in his cluttered room! Marvel at the 
apoplectic rants of Aaron “King 
Wizard”! See what really went on at 
Okay Computer recording sessions! 
In its way, the show humanizes this 
heavy-metal godhead. Robby 
watches the Red Sox lose Game 
Seven and suffers through sausage- 
hang parties in his shoebox Salem 
apartment. Sorta like you and me. 

Doing the show was instinctual, 
he says. “Music’s been great to me. 
But what am I gonna do, stay with 
music until she gets old and ugly 
and I have nothing left to do with 
her? No, I’m gonna dominate 
f another hot blonde: TV. And I’m 
gonna come up with the greatest 
TV show of all time. And I did. 
Next, I might go out and take up 
knitting. And I'll knit the best 
fuckin’ sweater.” 

Robby finds comfort in the cozy 
confines of the North Shore sub- 
urbs where he was raised. Although 
he may soon move to New York 
City to further his quest for worldwide multi- 
media domination, his muse could come 
from nowhere else but the land of lawn orna- 
ments and strip malls. “That’s where all great 
music comes from! When people look back at 
great music, it’s made by white kids. We are 
the music industry. Me lifting weights on 
Revere Beach — that’s how it’s fucking built! 
We make songs about hooking up with 
mediocre girls and drinking Colt 45. We’re 
the ones bringing up the real issues. Chevy 
Corsicas! Ataris! 

“In the suburbs, if you make an album, you 
get laid. In Boston, everyone’s making a 
fuckin’ album. In the suburbs, all you need to 
do is make that fuckin’ album, bring it to your 
local sports bar, and flash it to a girl and 
you're gonna get some. In the suburbs, the 
bar is lowered. If you appear in a article in the 
Salem Evening News? Shit! You’re gonna get 
so much trim.” 

But how does Robby Road Steamer 
respond to those who'd accuse him of being 
just a big joke, a mere caricature of heavy- 
metal machismo? “A. . . caricature?! How 
can you say I’m a caricature of a rock star 
when I sell out the Middle East?! On this 
album, I separate myself from the pack. I 
bring it up a notch. I fulfill the promise 
that I am heaven on earth. I am the gift 
of music.” |

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The great divide 


Creed’s survivors regroup 


as Alter Bridge

t the beginning of the summer, Creed 
J ercsvee they were breaking up. 

The rock superstars’ last tour had 
been a turbulent one, and when they recon- 
vened to make a new @lbum, they discovered 
the chemistry was goneé,..Still, the news 
came as a surprise: juSt"VE'years removed 
from the blockbuster CD Human Clay 
(Wind-up) and the #dehit “With Arms 
Wide Open,” the band should have been in 
their prime. Instead, the songwriting duo of 
Scott Stapp and Mark Tremonti have gone 
their separate ways: Stapp is now a solo act, 
and Tremonti has a new group, Alter Bridge, 
who are playing Avalon on October 8. 

By the time the break-up became official, 
Tremonti had already been preparing for life 
after Creed. “In the time where we didn’t 
know what the future was, I was writing 
fanatically,” the guitarist reveals. “When we 
got together with Scott one last time to see 
if we could do a fourth Creed record, I just 
pulled some stuff off the top of my head. I 
wasn’t about to pull out all the stuff I had 
been working on until | knew if we were 
going to stay together. Once I figured that 
we weren’t vibing, it was pretty easy for me. 
1 knew I was going to be more prepared 
than I had ever been in my life.” 
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So far, Creed fans have been receptive to 
Alter Bridge: the band’s first album, One 
Day Remains (Wind-up), just debuted in the 
Top 10, and the single “Open Your Eyes” is 
already a rock-radio staple. In addition to 
Tremonti, the line-up includes Human Clay 
holdovers Brian Marshall (bass) and Scott 
Phillips (drums) along with frontman Myles 
Kennedy from Washington rockers the 
Mayfield Four. Kennedy is a huge asset: he’s 
closer to Chris Cornell than to Scott Stapp, 
with all the vocal firepower that comparison 
implies. On “Opén Your Eyes,” he sings a 
tune that should be familiar to fans of 
Creed’s very first crossover hit, “One”: 

“Will they open their eyes/And realize we 
are one.” He slips into a lithe falsetto at the 
end of the pleasant rocker, but the song’s 
real star is Tremonti, who unleashes his 
inner Zakk Wylde on a ferocious guitar solo. 

There’s more where that came from on 
One Day Remains, which recasts the gui- 
tarist as a bona fide shredder. “Back in the 
My Own Prison days, I wasn’t as good of a 
player,” he admits, “so it wasn’t a necessity 
for me to get that out there. Once that 
album was written, we had this way of 
thinking that didn’t really fit guitar solos. 
The Creed sound was really to the point. 
This band is more about fun, being loose, 
and not compromising anything. Putting out

an album that you think is the best it could 
be instead of worrying about length or 
which radio stations are going to play it.” 
Pressed to name some of his favorite 
players, Tremonti sounds more like a 
Musicians Institute wanna-be than a 
grunge-pop icon. “It’s funny, I never really 
grew up with any guitar heroes. I had bands 
that I loved, but I never had the patience to 
learn anybody else’s stuff. Now that I’m 
older and I want to get as good as I can, I 
look to people like Paul Gilbert, Steve Vai, 
and John Petrucci. I’m honored to do a spot 


on Michael Angelo’s new record. 
That’s going to be intimidating. 
He’s pretty much the baddest 
shredder who ever walked the face 
of the planet.” 
On One Day Remains, Alter 
Bridge expand on Creed’s most

track opens with a blistering wah- 
wah riff, xe the chorus bleeds

On “Find the 
Real” and “Metalingus,” Ken- 
nedy’s howl searches for the mean- 
ing of life while Tremonti pounds 
out some of his sleaziest riffs. 
Some of Creed’s middle-of-the- 
road trappings remain — bland 
metaphors, monotonous grooves 
— but Kennedy, who helped 
Tremonti finish five songs, does a 
fine job of replacing Stapp as a 
Tremonti aims for 
another “With Arms Wide Open” 
on “In Loving Memory,” a mov- 
ing tribute to his late mother.

VH1’s Soundtrack to War 


ack when the DNC was in town and 

Jon Stewart’s The Daily Show had 

set up shop at BU’s Tsai Center, the 
program’s bemused host found himself 
wrapped in such a tangled web of ironies 
that even he probably gave up on trying to 
sort them out. The mainstream news media 
had rediscovered a story from four years 
ago to the effect that a large number of 
Americans get their political news from 
late-night talk shows like The Daily Show. 
It was said that more and more people are 
looking to Jay Leno, David Letterman, and 
Jon Stewart for their take on the issues of 
the day rather than to Tom Brokaw and 
Peter Jennings. So in an event that Stewart 
seemed to appreciate for the farce it was, 
networks and newspapers sent reporters to 
cover a Daily Show press conference 
instead of, say, anything of interest that 
might be happening at that other big event 
happening across town. Doesn’t it worry 
you, the reporters asked, that more people 
get their news from places like The Daily 
Show than from real news outlets? No, 
Stewart answered, what worried him was 
that anyone is getting his or her news from 
those so-called real news outlets. To their 
credit, the editors at USA Today ran an 
article on Stewart’s criticism of the main- 
stream media and the horrendous job 
they've done reporting on Bush’s tax cuts, 
the war in Iraq, WMDs, al-Qaeda, etc. 
Michael Moore echoed those sentiments 
when he said that he wouldn’t have had to 
make Fahrenheit 9/11 if the news media 
had been doing their job. 

Now I don’t make a habit of getting my 
news (or much else these days) from MTV 
or VH1. But I couldn’t help noticing that 
night after night, MTV news correspondent 
Gideon Yago appeared to be more cogent, 
more articulate, and less apt to engage in 
blatant spin-doctoring as one of the regular 
panelists on Larry King Live’s special con- 
vention coverage. | found that a little alarm- 
ing, to say the least. And though it hasn’t 
sent me running to MTV for my news (I 
still stick with The Daily Show), it has made 
me pay a bit more attention to the program- 
ming on the MTV/VH1 axis. 

Last week, that attention paid massive 
dividends in the form of an hour-long docu- 
mentary by Australian filmmaker George 
Gittoes with the innocuous — or at least 
generic — title Soundtrack to War. Aired as 
a “VH1 News Presents” special, it gave me 
a chance to test the theory that VH1 is com- 
mitted to offering programming with as 
much relevance as major network news 
magazines like 20/20 and Dateline. (I retain 
a nostalgic fondness for 60 Minutes, but 
even Morley Safer hasn't exactly been get- 
ting to the bottom of the mess in Iraq.) 
Soundtrack to War focuses on the obvious 
— in hindsight — point that most of our 
troops in Iraq are in their late teens or early 
20s, the age where music plays a big role in 
their identities. It’s also true that making 
music has gone hand in hand with making 
war since the first caveman picked up a 
stick and began banging out a rhythm to get 
his buddies psyched up for their raid on the 
cave across the way. We all know that a 
quick glance at a friend’s CD shelf can tell 
you a lot about him or her, so it’s not sur- 
prising that a more concentrated look at 
what our troops are doing for music can 
open a window into their individual and col- 
lective psyches. Soundtrack to War told me 
more about the mind set of the soldiers in 
Iraq than just about anything else I’ve seen 
since Fahrenheit 9/11. 

There are no attempts here to draw paral- 
lels between the rhythmic patter of M16 


reports answering the 
deeper rat-a-tat of 
Kalishnikov fire and the 
double-kick thrash of 
speed metal; there are no 
obvious comparisons 
between generic industrial 
metal used as a soundtrack 
between tank-battle video 
games and the real thing. The documentary 
is simply a series of interviews with soldiers 
about the CDs they’ve brought with them to 
Iraq and which ones they prefer to play 
when they roll out on a mission. Turns out, 
every Humvee, Bradley fighting vehicle, and 
Abrams tank is wired in such a way that it’s 
easy to hook a CD Walkman up to the inter- 
nal sound system that each soldier hears in 
his or her headphones. And though it’s an 
open secret that the military’s own psy-ops 
folks are partial to AC/DC as a means to 
psych up their troops for battle, there don’t 
appear to be any official regulations regard- 
ing what a tank commander can and can’t 
play. Both 50 Cent and Jay-Z turned out to 
be popular among rap-loving crews; here 
the filmmakers might have asked how the 
military brass feels about the message of 
some of 50’s rougher raps. Among those in 
the know, Mystikal was a favorite because

he himself is a former military man. One 
white private turned out to be a big fan of 
Jay-Z because he’s from the same part of 
Brooklyn and The Black Album reminds him 
of home. (I did find myself wondering 
whether psy-ops distinguish between pre— 
and post—Bon Scott AC/DC: though Scott’s 
“Highway to Hell” would 
have to be high on any- 
one’s list of kick-ass rock 
and roll, the post-Scott 
albums Back in Black and 
For Those About To Rock 
are more explosive. I’m 
sure they'll be convening a 
committee to recommend 
regulations on the use of 
AC/DC any day now.) 
More typical are the 
tank crews who blast new metal by the 
likes of Drowning Pool with lyrics like “Let 
the bodies hit the floor,” drums that sound 
like artillery explosions, and shrapnel- 
spraying guitars set to hard-hitting martial 
rhythms. It’s not that these soldiers don’t 
listen to other types of music — in fact, 
there are shots of two off-duty privates 
with acoustic guitars playing a John 
Mayer-style folk-rock ditty and a large 
group of African-American soldiers doing a 
fusion of gospel and hip-hop with appar- 
ently spontaneous solo raps by various 
members of the ensemble. And despite the 
controversy the Dixie Chicks caused last 
year, a female soldier takes time out to 
offer her version of “Traveling Soldier.” 
It’s an interesting twist since the lyrics are 
about a woman waiting for her soldier hus- 
band to return unharmed from war. But 
that’s not battle music, as one group of 





solider points out when the name of jazz 
diva Diana Krall comes up. “We support 
you, but we can’t listen to you while we 
roll,” they offer by way of apology. 

The most disturbing part of Soundtrack to 
War is the revelation of how closely rolling 
out into a tank battle resembles playing a 
tank-battle video game. With Drowning 
Pool blasting through the headphones, the 
gunner targeting the enemy with a joystick 
on a digital computer screen, and “smart” 
ammo directing the shell to its target before 
the enemy even knows he’s under attack, 
you get a real sense of how life imitates art 
in the confines of an Abrams tank. The 
experience is depersonalizing in a way that 
doesn’t prepare the average soldier to deal 
with the reality of blown-apart bodies once 
he or she emerges from the tank. 

I’m not sure there’s a song in the world 
that can soften that kind of blow, but it cer- 
tainly wouldn’t reflect the opportunistic jin- 
goism you'll find on the new Patriotic 
Country compilation (BMG), which fea- 
tures usual suspects like Randy Travis, 
Brooks and Dunn, and Kenny Chesney 
singing their hearts out about the red, 
white, and blue. It’s strange how few sol- 
diers in Soundtrack to War even mention 
Travis or Chesney. Then again, songs like 
“America Will Always Stand” are written 
more to keep morale high on the home 
front than to energize warriors going into 
battle. Those tank crews don’t see the big 
picture because they don’t have time to. 
They just want the right music, be it hard- 
hitting rap or bombastic heavy metal, to 
keep the adrenaline flowing. As one private 
puts it in Soundtrack to War, “It’s the ulti- 
mate rush: it gets you real fired up.” =

More rock than roll 


The menace of Mark Lanegan

ver a transcontinental phone line, Mark 

Lanegan chuckles. It’s a dusty, cracked 

chuckle, the kind of sound you could 
imagine coming out of a bone-dry riverbed. 
“Well,” he says with an audible grin, “I haven’t 
been accused too often of losing my menace. 
I’ve sometimes been called a menace, but 
that’s a whole other story.” 

Actually, I hadn’t accused Lanegan of losing 
his menace. Who could? The sense of danger 
lurking in his dark, raspy baritone has been a 
constant since he first appeared on the Seattle 
rock scene in the ’80s as lead singer for the 
Screaming Trees. My real point was this: when 
he sings with a full-on rock band, whether it 
be the Trees or the group he’s more recently 
been involved with, Queens of the Stone Age, 
that innate vocal quality can get buried under- 
neath all the loud guitars. Meanwhile, his solo 
albums — a marvelous string of discs that 
commenced with 1990’s The Winding Sheet 
(Sub Pop) — push the ominous depths of his 
singing to the fore. But those albums have 
generally been quieter, more-acoustic affairs, 
steeped in blues, country, and folk. 

It’s a paradox of sorts: one of rock and 
roll’s great voices hasn’t always sounded at 
home in rock and roll. But on Lanegan’s lat- 
est, Bubblegum (Beggars Banquet), he seems 
to have the problem sorted out. Never before 
has one of his own albums featured so many 
heavy rock songs, from the bass-pounding 
“Hit the City” to the fractured metal opus 
“Methamphetamine Blues” and the rewved-up 
punk of “Sideways in Reverse.” Yet no matter 
what the backdrop, his singing remains undi- 
luted; the menace comes through perfectly. 

“I'd been thinking for a while about doing 


Unparallel lives 


The ballad of Ronnie Reagan 


and Ray Charles 


n the day Ronald Reagan died, I went to a 

pool party in the hills above Bel Air. Rea- 

gan’s house was on the way up, and there 
were cops and news crews and unmarked 
Secret Service sedans crowding the curving, 
tree-lined streets. The sun roof was open, and 
we had the music blasting and our sunglasses 
on as we drove past the gates. By the time the 
motorcade carrying Reagan’s body made its way 
down the canyon for its western processional to 
the sea, we were in our bathing suits drinking 
beer, our feet dangling in the deep end. 

The house belonged to a Hollywood pho- 
tographer, and the guests were all actors, mod- 
els, or stylists, even if they weren’t. Reagan was 
barely mentioned all afternoon, but it still felt 
like the perfect memorial for the star down the 
street who in his heyday was studio mogul Lew 
Wasserman’s first million-dollar client. Reagan 
brought Hollywood image worship to the West 
Wing, and with it, a dedication to artifice. To 
an actor, “facts are stupid things,” as Reagan 
once said. It’s the performance that counts. 
(Reagan wasn’t there for the liberation of the 
concentration camps, but he said he was. His 
“objective” and his “motivation” were so good 
that believing him is still easy even though we 
now know he was actually logging film on a 
studio back lot.) 

Reagan’s life ended as it should, as a media 
event we couldn’t escape from — a blockbuster 
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THE VOICE: the loud songs on Lanegan’s new Bubblegum tap into a clanking, 


march-to-the-graveyard vibe that’s reminiscent of Tom Waits and Captain Beefheart. 


something that was a little more even,” he 
explains. “All the records between Winding 
Sheet and Field Songs [2001] have songs that 
are, for lack of a better term, just as rockin’ as 
anything on Bubblegum, but the ratio was 
always about three quiet to one loud. This 
time, I wanted to make that ratio more like 
half and half.” 

Combining hi-tech drum machines and lo-fi 
distorted guitars, the loud songs on Bubble- 
gum tap into a clanking, march-to-the-grave- 


with a huge opening 
weekend and an even bet- 
ter first week, full of non- 
stop mourning and trib- 
utes from LA to DC. Most 
stations used the same shot of him in his cow- 
boy hat and denim shirt. He was the actor 
who played the president who played John 
Wayne, the last great booster of the mythical 
frontier, where white guys on horses can still 
save the world even as they destroy it. 

A few days into the Reagan marathon, the 
image got split, and Ray Charles’s rendition 
of “America the Beautiful” started playing as 
the faces of the two men shared the same 
screen. The timing of their deaths was about 
all they had in common. In his second inaugu- 
ral address, Reagan said that he believed in 
“the American song,” a tune of optimism that 
was “hopeful, big-hearted, idealistic, daring, 
decent, and fair.” Charles’s music came from a 
different America, the one born of struggle and 
subjugation, the one that knows all too well 
just how much idealism can hurt. Although he 
was often credited with inventing rock and roll, 
Charles insisted his gospel transformations 
were always misunderstood. “My stuff was 
more adult,” he once said, “filled with more 
despair than anything.” And though Charles 
became a national icon beloved of white audi- 
ences, his roots as a church-going child of the 








yard vibe that’s reminiscent of at least two 
other rough-throated singers, Tom Waits and 
Captain Beefheart. (The Beefheart parallel is 
an easy one to draw because Lanegan covered 
a Beefheart tune, “Clear Spot,” on Here 
Comes That Weird Chill, an eight-song EP 
released as a kind of advance taster for 
Bubblegum last fall.) But the quiet tunes are 
just as noteworthy, particularly “One Hundred 
Days,” a stark picture of addiction (“I’d stop

segregation South, his addiction to heroin, and 
his time done on the chitlin circuit never van- 
ished from his voice. He gave us the blues 
song that Reagan’s optimism forced black 
America to keep singing in the face of social- 
service cutbacks, rampant inner-city neglect, 
and his veto of the Civil Rights Act. 

Charles was the great communicator of 
American despair, “a hydrant of sorrow,” as 
Julian Bond famously put it in a poem. He 
made palpable and hummable “a world never 
seen, molded on Africa’s anvil, tempered down 
home, documented in cries and wails, scream- 
ing to be heard.” Charles once said that what 
made him acceptable, despite all that, to white 





I’ve got business further down”) that he 
invests with a trademark mix of tenderness 
and resignation. 

According to the front cover of the CD, 
Bubblegum is a product of the Mark Lanegan 
Band, but in fact there’s no consistent outfit 
here; personnel credits vary considerably from 
track to track. Among the occasional contrib- 
utors are Queens of the Stone Age guitarist 
Josh Homme and bassist Nick Oliveri, former 
Guns N’ Roses mates Izzy Stradlin and Duff 
McKagan, and another singer whose music is 
frequently compared with Captain Beefheart’s, 
Polly Jean Harvey. It’s a tribute to Lanegan’s 
strength as a frontman that Harvey’s powerful 
backing vocals on “Hit the City” and “Come 
to Me” don’t overwhelm his performance; the 
two sound great together, but he’s clearly in 
charge — as he is from start to finish on this 
album. 

Besides the songs that appear on Bubble- 
gum and Here Comes That Weird Chill, 
Lanegan recorded enough extra music last 
year to warrant a second EP, one that may 
see the light of day this fall. “We got a lot 
recorded in a short period of time, for what- 
ever reason. The rare part was that I liked 
most of it. And when you’re in the studio 
being creative, you tend to come up with 
even more because you’re already thinking 
that way. So a lot of stuff popped up at the 
last minute. Toward the end of the record, | 
was in the studio doing something else alto 
gether, for a completely different project, 
and I came up with ‘Sideways in Reverse’ 
and ‘Out of Nowhere’ really fast, while 
everyone was still setting up.” 

What was the other project? “I was work- 
ing on a cover song for a tribute record,” he 
says cagily, “but I’d rather not say any more 
about it because I was in there on somebody 
else’s dime — | shouldn’t have been record- 
ing my own stuff.” Another chuckle follows, 
like the rustle of dead leaves in the wind. 

Come September, you'll be able to hear 
Lanegan’s wealth of new material in person 
as he hits the road for a US tour whose 
dates have yet to be announced, backed by a 
real live Mark Lanegan Band. They'll reach 
Boston toward the end of September. 
Expect menace. & 


America was that white men thought his 
blindness made him less of a sexual threat to 
white women. 

Charles well understood the role of the 
black entertainer in the American race 
game. When he switched labels from 
Atlantic to ABC (where he would release his 
popular C&W albums that hearkened back 
to his days in the hillbilly band the Florida 
Playboys), some criticized it as a move into 
commercialism, but actually it was a move 
into black self-ownership. The ABC deal 
gave him control over his own masters, an 
arrangement unprecedented in the 60s, 
especially for a black artist. Charles was one 
of the first black stars to own his own 
music, to ensure that the little power he had 
remained his own. 

In 1987, Reagan invited Charles to the 
White House for a dinner in honor of his 
receipt of a Kennedy Center Lifetime 
Achievement Award. Charles, in turn, invit- 
ed Miles Davis, who kissed Nancy Reagan’s 
hand. In his autobiography, Davis recounts . 
a limo ride to the dinner that he shared with 
a cast of characters that could have come 
only from the meeting of a Hollywood presi- 
dent and a black pop icon: Billy Dee Williams, 
Willie Mays, Fred MacMurray, and the widow 
of Fred Astaire. Davis’s mom gets called 
“mammy” before he even makes it to the din- 
ner, where he gets into an argument about the 
artistic merits of jazz with a politician’s wife. 
“Now tell me, what have you done of any 
importance other than be white?” he asks her. 

Charles would never have asked this ques- 
tion himself (at least not at a White House din- 
ner), but his music certainly did. I’m sure 
Reagan didn’t understand that difference. 
Which is probably why, sitting at a table with 
Ray Charles and Miles Davis, he had nothing 
to say in response. a

TIN HAT TRIO 
SUI GENERIS 


Tin Hat Trio allude to many musics while 
paying strict allegiance to none. Blue- 
grass, folk, blues, tango, jazz, and con- 
temporary classical all float through their 
chamber-ensemble sound, but nothing 
settles. Tin Hat’s music is resolutely 
itself. At Johnny D’s a week ago Wednes- 
day, Rob Burger played accordion, Mark 
Orton alternated between acoustic guitar 
and dobro, and Carla Kihlstedt played 
violin. As Orton said between songs, this 
was an “extremely scaled down” version 
of the instrumentation on their latest 
album, their fourth, The Book of Silk 
(ropeadope), where Burger also plays 
piano and other keyboards, Kihlstedt 
plays trumpet and other strings and 
sings, and the trio are joined by avant- 
harpist Zeena Parkins and low-brass spe- 
cialist Bryan Smith. 

But the result is essentially the same. 
Tin Hat’s mix of styles and techniques 
is so well integrated — and so startling 
— that it might take you a few mo- 
ments to recognize that they’re working 
with familiar short song forms and that 
the tonalities and meters are fairly 
straightforward. 

So where does the magic come in — 
the beguiling blend of simplicity and 
sophistication that is so transporting in 
tune after tune? Orton will usually 
ground a piece in an understated yet 
forceful groove doesn’t strum as 
often as he plays single-note ostinato pat- 
terns. These are delivered with a dry 
sound, the strings tamped down so that 
the pitches barely ring out over the rhyth- 
mic pulse. Burger and Kihlstedt enter 
with simple, folk-like melodies. They take 
turns soloing, or Burger will shadow 
Kihlstedt’s lines with soft wheezing har- 
monies or melodic paraphrases. Kihl- 
stedt’s classical training is evident in her 
control and in what jazz musicians call 
“extended” techniques — scratches, har- 
monics, sudden dynamic shifts. On the 
tango “Anna Kournikova,” she over- 
lapped with Orton’s moaning dobro slide 
so that you couldn’t tell where the sound 
was coming from, and then she backed 
off, creating an effect as if her violin were 
coming from another room. On the sec- 
ond tune of the set, “The Quick Marble,” 
after a solo full of high sweet tones, she 
came down in register to join Burger in 








group’s many light, comic moments. 

Tin Hat’s command of timbre and ear 
for subtle, tension-producing dissonances 
created reassuring surprises in every 
piece. Orton’s “The Last Cowboy” was 
set to a hop-along beat. “Beverly's 
March” created a march-like feel while 
mimicking the stop-time animation to 
which it was a tribute. And everywhere 
there was that irresistible rhythmic pulse. 
The music was equal parts funny and 
melancholy, and just about perfect.

PRINCE: 
PAID IN FULL 


Talk about old school: Prince is the shit. 
During a two-hour-plus show a week 
ago Tuesday — the first of three nights 
at the FleetCenter — his royal purple- 
ness paid back every due ever owed. 
There were the overt homages to his 
predecessors in rock (the Rolling Stones, 
Led Zeppelin) and soul (Rufus, Sam and 
Dave) via covers, as well as the unspoken 
tributes to James Brown in the continuity 
of the funk and the presence of JB sax 
great Maceo Parker, not to mention 
those age-defying splits. There was the 
serious showmanship: costume changes, 
fog, dancers, and a nifty “disappearance” 
by means of an instrument case. And 
there was the music: more than 30 songs

touched on in all, songs that with their 
resonant rhythm and blues made the long 
evening dance by, despite the stadium’s 
often muddy sound. “We believe in real 
music, by real musicians,” the diminutive 
star at one point said before letting the 
back-up band blow. “Boston, we don’t 
believe in lip-synching.” 

No, he doesn’t. From the deep opening 
funk of “Musicology” (the title track of 
the new disc, which was handed out to 
every concertgoer — take that, Sound- 
Scan!) to the resonant closing chords of 
“Purple Rain,” Prince was all live. This is 
primarily a greatest-hits tour (it’s reported 
to be the last outing for many of these 
songs), so just the title track and “Life ‘O 
the Party” disrupted the flow of two 
decades of dirty dance funk that began 
with a rampage through “Let’s Go Crazy” 
and “I Would Die 4 U,” softening a bit 
only with “When Doves Cry.” Through it 
all, Prince, dancing like mad around the 
huge center stage, built up the beat, 
helped in no small part by the masterful, 
muscular drumming of John Blackwell 


(especially on “Shhh”). Although much of 


the instrumental playing got bogged 
down in the FleetCenter sound, 
Blackwell, the horn section, and Prince’s 
vocals kept the music afloat. Yes, too 
many songs were only touched on. 
Prince’s bass solo on “Let’s Work,” for 
example, could have given up some time 
for a more complete “U Got the Look.” 
But in a show this long, that’s a minor 
complaint. 

The real surprise of the evening was its 
solo acoustic section. Ascending to his 
sweet falsetto on “Little Red Corvette” 
and longing gently on an abbreviated “I 
Could Never Take the Place of Your 
Man,” Prince showed off the tunes above 
the beat. When he ventured into covers 
— a touch of Rufus’s “Sweet Thing” and 
a compelling update of “(I Can’t Get No) 
Satisfaction” — he was the complete 
entertainer. (More so than in the showy 
and surprisingly unsexy “Whole Lotta 
Love” cover, the one flub in the final full- 
band set.) By the time he reached slightly 
rushed encore (he'd already hit the 
11 p.m. deadline), the man had nothing 
left to prove.

THE ALLMAN 
BROTHERS BAND: 


‘THE ROAD GOES ON 


For seminal Southern-rock outfit the 
Allman Brothers Band, the road-won’t go 
on forever, but now 35 years old as a 
band, they’re making an impressive effort 
to live up to that famed line from the 
weary traveler in their moody 1974 hit 
“Midnight Rider.” Minus the weariness. 


Although much of their two-and-a-half- 
hour concert at the Tweeter Center in 
Mansfield last Saturday seemed unin- 
spired, the material was well played. In 
particular, drummers Jaimoe Johnson 
and Butch Trucks and percussionist 
Marc Quinones gave the music a com- 
pelling heartbeat with their blend of 
straight-ahead rock-and-roll drive and 
polyrhythmic improvisation, especially on 
an open-ended jam that left the three 
alone on stage to churn up waves of 
interlocking beats before the rest of the 
band returned to segue into a reprise of 
“Mountain Jam.” 

And if the goal was to make the night 
a Grateful Dead—inspired “long, strange 
trip” — after all, guitarist Warren 
Haynes now plays with both the Dead 
and the Allmans — the band may have 
hit their mark. They’ve been playing 
“Mountain Jam” since the late guitarist 
Duane Allman and his organist/vocalist 
brother, Gregg, brought everyone togeth- 
er. As that tune began the concert, an 
image of a stoned-eyed Native American 
carrying a hog-sized mushroom on his 
shoulder was projected over the perform- 
ers’ heads. After a song list that included 
their own hits (“Dreams,” “One Way 
Out,” “Midnight Rider,” “Jessica”) and 
others’ (the Band’s “The Night They 
Drove Old Dixie Down,” Derek and the 
Dominoes’ “Why Does Love Have To Be 
So Sad,” a rave-up version of Dr. John’s 
“Walk on Gilded Splinters,” and the 
Dead’s “Roll Away,” the latter sung by 
bassist Otiel Burbridge), they returned to 
“Mountain Jam” — before the requisite 
encore, “Whipping Post” — and that 
projection, implying that the big-concert 
equivalent of a mushroom experience 
had come full circle. 

What was odd was how much more 
inspired Gregg Allman’s vocals seemed 
on others’ songs, especially “The Night 
They Drove Old Dixie Down,” which he 
gave a passion close to that of Levon 
Helm’s original performance. I was also 
surprised that it took roughly two-thirds 
of the concert for the ensemble playing to 
start reaching its potential. After all, gui- 
tarists Haynes and Derek Trucks, the lat- 
ter a controversial replacement for ban- 
ished charter member Dickey Betts, are 
virtuosos. Trucks is perhaps the leading 
young slide-guitarist in rock. Yet it wasn’t 
until the sweet harmonized lines of the 
Allmans chestnut “Trouble No More” 
that their playing became exciting and 
they began to trade soaring single-note 
melodies and slide runs. Perhaps the 
band were just warming up on this tour, 
which began the night before in New 
Hampshire. Or maybe forever isn’t that 
far away, though it certainly seems that 
as long as fans keep coming, the Allman 
Brothers will keep playing.

HEAVEN (Atlantic). Four years 
ago, the Corrs teamed up with leg- 
endary pop producer Mutt Lange 
on the lush daydream “Breathless,” 
which became their biggest US hit. 
On their latest, the Irish sibling act 
give the reins to Lange protégé 
Olle Romo and come up with an 
ace sequel, “Summer Sunshine.” 
“In the heat of summer sunshine I'll 
kiss you/And nobody needs to 
know,” coos frontwoman Andrea as 
the track’s galloping beat amplifies 
her crush. Lightweight as ever, 
sure, but also self-penned, and the 
band still sound as gorgeous on 
the radio as they look on stage.

Positive 
Flow’s Donna Gardier and Jesse 
Ruben have long histories in Lon- 
don’s contemporary R&B scene; 
Gardier sings with Sting; Ruben 
has recorded as Ultravibe and 
worked with the dean of retro new 
soul, Incognito’s Jean-Paul “Bluey” 
Maunick. Although Positive Flow 
are nowhere as instrumentally bril- 
liant or adventurous as Incognito, 
they are Incognito’s equals for sim- 
mering funk and smoky soul, and 
Gardier’s voice is as smooth as liq- 
uid gold. The mysterious “Red 
Light Emergency” and the sultry

and the Sunday chill-out that must 
follow.

** Particle, LAUNCHPAD (Or. 
Music). So called “jam” bands — 
those groups who mix improvisa- 
tion into their usually funky sonic 
stew — are faced with a particular 
challenge when they enter the stu- 
dio. They can play like a non-im- 
prov band, cutting songs back to 
what usually proves to be woefully 
undeveloped fluff, or they can 
make a record that’s heavy on the 
instrumentals but lacks the energy 
of playing in front of an audience. 
On their debut full-length, the LA 
electro-jam quartet Particle try to 
have it both ways, working with a 
noted engineer (Tom Rothrock, 
who's tweaked knobs for Beck and 
Foo Fighters) on songs that are 
glossy yet lengthy and give the 
band plenty of room — maybe too 
much — to flex their collective 
technical muscle. On each track, 
keyboardist Steve Molitz finds a 
spot where he can oscillate in front 
of the dance-happy funk; so does 
guitarist Charlie Hitchcock, who 
nails aggressive power chords as 
regularly as he does knee-knock- 
ing solo licks. But that’s the prob- 
lem as well: performing 10 similar- 
themed, similar-tempo’d instru- 
mentals, Particle get very repeti- 
tive very quickly. Live, where 
there’s beer and a dance floor, 
that’s okay. But when you're listen- 
ing to a CD, it’s hard to get excited 
about tapping your foot.

on us? Well, yes and no. This lav- 
ish production is Dr. John’s tribute 
to his home town “and the people | 
love.” That means fancy guests like 
Mavis Staples (on the church 
songs), Cyril Neville, Clarence 
‘Gatemouth” Brown, Nicholas Pay- 
ton, B.B. King, Randy Newman, 
and Willie Nelson. But the bulk of 
the album is filled out with leg- 
endary session players who have 
little or no name recognition north 
of 1-10: drummer Earl Palmer and 
trumpeter/arranger Dave Bartholo- 
mew (both key to early Fats Domi- 
no sides), vocalist Eddie Bo, per- 
cussionist Alfred “Uganda” Rob- 
erts, trumpeter Charlie Miller, 
arranger Wardell Quezergue, and 
a full complement of Mardi Gras 
Indians including Monk Bou- 
dreaux. 

The big stars never overwhelm 
the songs. (This is not a “duets” 


CD.) Rather, Dr. John subordinates | 


everything to one perfectly calibrat- 
ed groove after another — rumba, 
tango, calypso, second line. Listen 
to the way Mac’s Wurlitzer electric 
piano and Walter “Wolfman” Wash- 
ington’s guitar work together on 
the slow voodoo groove of “Marie 
Laveau.”

“Two Rons Don’t Make a 
Right” updates the C&W pun-song 
tradition, but “Little Rivi-Airhead,” 
about a hot-rod-driving sweet- 
heart, just seems dumb and sexist 
Hendrix gets his due with a close- 
to-text “Foxy Lady,” and Brown 
mimics pedal steel on a cover of 
the George Jones hit “The Bridge 
Washed Out.” It all concludes with 
10 minutes of “Monkey Wrench 
Blues,” a slow-squeezed stroll over 
three chords that blends rambling 
lyrics and notes into an ear-pleas- 
ing combination that sounds 
straight out of a Lone Star State 
roadhouse.

CD British import could fill the air- 
waves of an American station, oh 
what a station it would be, full of 
headstrong beats (Sandy Rivera’s 
“Changes,” Bob Sinclair's “The 
Beat Goes On”), showy melodies, 
gals preening (Andrea Doria’s 
“Bucci Bag”), clubgoers gossiping 
(Eddie Amador’s “Psycho X Girl- 
friend”), and guys primping 
(ATFC’s “Transparent”) while not 
neglecting political message (Cas- 
sius’s “The Sound of Violence”) or 
social observation (Sono’s 
“Blame,” the follow-up track to this 
British duo’s huge hit “Keep Con- 
trol”). The rhythmic basis for these 
pop songs is house music, which 
in Britain reigns supreme but in 
America scarcely gets the slightest 
cultural notice outside of dance 
clubs, though it hardly lacks for 
American fans. The house tracks, 
moreover, are classic in their soul- 
fulness — for example, the mes- 
sage and the singing in Eclipse’s 
“Take Me Down,” Pure Orange’s 
“Feel Afire,” and Syntax’s “Pray.” 
Most soulful of all is Cassius’s “The 
Sound of Violence,” a Paris-made 
song in which the male vocalist, 
beset by the war going on outside, 
turns to sex to affirm life. In US 
pop, sexual lyrics exist for their 
own sake; it’s realism with plenty of 
heft but not the slightest 
significance. “The Sound of Vio- 
lence” takes the opposite ap- 
proach; to Cassius, sexual contact 
is barely still possible but nonethe- 
less overflowing with significance 
Its a statement of purpose that 
sums up house music as well as 
defining the song. Small wonder 
that house’s pop-music triumphs 
lack provenance on American 
radio.

Named 
for one of its characters, a little 
girl who could be a younger ver- 
sion of Misha, this Boris Barnet 
masterpiece takes place in 
1955. Surely the most gorgeous 
Soviet color film of its era, Alen- 
ka is so vibrant, it has a physical 
presence. It’s a journey film in 
which several characters travel 
together through the steppe on 
their way to new homes on the 
Kazakh frontier. As_ they 
progress, they're quizzed by a 
little girl, and they reveal their life 
stories to her. The narratives are 
by turns light and dark, comic 
and romantic, even instructional. 


(Alenka’s own story is about 
learning math.) Barnet’s han- 
dling of them is both nimble and 
formal, as if Tati had shot a script 
meant for Max Ophuls. One 
story is about a young dentist 
who longs for her own dentist's 
chair. Another finds a city girl 
moving with her love to Siberia 
or someplace because he has 
the heroic mission of keeping 
half-built roads clear of snow for 
the expanding Soviet state.

As for Harry, 
there’s trouble on the horizon: 
the mass-murdering wizard Sir- 
ius Black (Gary Oldman), an al- 
leged follower of the evil Lord 
Voldemort, has escaped from 
Azkaban prison, the Alcatraz of 


wizard clinks, and word on the 
street is that the deranged Black 
is out to kill Harry. In his corner 
is kindly Remus Lupin (David 
Thewlis), a friend of Harry’s par- 
ents, James and Lily, who’s been 
hired as the school’s new De- 
fense Against the Dark Arts 
teacher.

from being an insider to becom- 
ing a fugitive who knows too 
much. Del Spooner (Will Smith) 
is a technophobe cop in the year 
2035 where everyone has a C- 
3P0-like robo-servant. He has a 
deep mistrust of the wind-up be- 
ings (to a point where he’s ac- 
cused of profiling “their kind”), 
but thanks to Isaac Asimov's 
three laws of robotics (the movie 
is loosely based on the sci-fi au- 
thor’s book of the same title), ro- 
bots are hardwired not to harm 
humans. No robot has ever com- 
mitted a crime.

CANDIDATE (2004). Jonathan 
Demme showed gumption in up- 
dating John Frankenheimer’s 
1962 masterpiece of perennial 
paranoia, but the comparisons 
will be invidious nonetheless. As 
in the original, Major Ben Marco 
(Denzel Washington, the best 
thing in the movie) commands a 
scouting patrol; in this case he’s 
doing reconnaissance in ad- 
vance of Desert Storm. There’s 
an ambush, and in the official 
version of what happened, 
Sergeant Raymond Shaw (Liev 
Schreiber) saves all but two 
members of the unit, an act of 
heroism for whict® he wins the 
Congressional Medal of Honor. 
Much to the delight of his moth- 
er, Senator Eleanor Prentiss 
Shaw (Meryl Streep, combining 
Martha Stewart with Medea), 
who uses the award to propel 
him into politics. And now, in this 
fictitious present day or near fu- 
ture, he’s poised for the vice- 
presidency. But Marco has a 
dream, one that’s far less horri- 
fying than the sight of Shaw’s 
beloved costumed as the Queen 
of Diamonds. (Frankenheimer 
created his nightmare with the 
perverse elegance of a single 
360-degree pan.) The patrol 
members have been captured 
and their brains not so much 
washed as_ roto-rootered. 
Demme, the master of horror in 
The Silence of the Lambs, 
throws in Grand Guignol experi- 
ments and drilled skulls, but 
these aren't nearly as scary as 
Frankenheimer’s dowager lectur- 
ing about hydrangeas in a hotel 
lobby. Neither is the plot that 


gets uncovered particularly 
shocking given what we’ve been 
through from the Kennedy as- 
sassinations to September 11. 
At its wittiest and most subver- 
sive, The Manchurian Candidate 
lampoons this post-Orwellian 
image of the world. At times, the 
barbs are obvious, as when Sen- 
ator Shaw schmoozes with her 
Manchurian Global backers in a 
cloud of cigar smoke and cyni- 
cism. More telling is the back- 
ground chatter of the media — 
overheard or just-glimpsed bul- 
letins about the latest pre-emp- 
tive strike against Guinea or 
Guatemala and the need for 
“compassionate vigilance.” Paul 
Verhoeven perfected this parodic 
technique in RoboCop and Star- 
ship Troopers, films that seem 
prophetic today. Demme’s Can- 
didate is neither prophetic nor 
very parodic. It’s like the mutter- 
ings of a talented filmmaker half 
in a dream.

Greg Noll, 
though, takes charge of the 


movie; a portly party animal, he | 


recalls the 60-footer he rode in 
the middle of a monsoon that hit 


the Hawaiian coast in the ‘60s. 


Surf-guitar maestro Dick Dale | 


also makes an appearance, and 
there are plenty of bone-crush- 
ing wipe-outs, but it’s the surfers 
braving the Mavericks of North- 
ern California who thrill the 
most. Since 1975, they’ve been 
risking life and limb to catch the 
waves that break on those 
jagged rock cliffs.

ANDY GOLDSWORTHY 
WORKING WITH TIME (2001). 
Albert Camus’s “The Myth of 
Sisyphus” comes to mind while 
you're watching Scottish envi- 
ronmental sculptor Andy 
Goldsworthy work on a project 
in Thomas Riedelsheimer’s doc- 
umentary. He’s trying to build 
one of his trademark pinecone- 
shaped sculptures out of stones 
on a beach before the tide 
comes in. After it’s collapsed for 
the fourth time, he says that with 
each attempt he got to know the 
stone a little better, but he just 
didn’t get to know it well 
enough. What most would re- 
gard as futility and transience 
Goldsworthy, like the mythical 
hero of Camus’s essay, em- 
braces. Art, he believes, is not 
about permanence, it’s about 
catching the patterns of the 
ephemeral, the natural cycle of 
ebb and flow. That all sounds a 
bit touchy-feely, but as 
Goldsworthy points out, his work 
often speaks better than his 
words, and the images of him 
pulverizing a stone into an iron- 
rich powder and then tossing it 
into a river so that it flows red 
like blood Ate force to the no- 
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tion that even rocks are fluid. 
Goldsworthy finds a fine collab- 
orator in Riedelsheimer, and the 
film shimmers with stunning im- 
ages of intricate pieces achiev- 
ing their apotheosis and then 
collapsing in a variety of envi- 
ronments. Riedelsheimer’s §illu- 
minating recording of the 
process, however, begs the 
question: if a sculpture falls in 
the woods and only the sculptor 
sees it, is it art?
